Report of the librarian for 1891-92. 



To His Excellency y Joseph K, Toole, Governor of Montana, and Ex- 
Officio Member of the Executive Committee of the Historical 
Society of the State of Montana; also. 

To Hon. Granville Stuart, President of said Society: 

GENTLEMEN: — 1 have the honor to present this, my first biennial 
report, of the collections of this Society enumerated in Jhe catalogue 
following hereafter, which is the first catalogue of this Society or its 
predecessor, "The Historical Society of Montana." The report also 
includes an appeal to the friends of the Society, stating definitely its 
purposes and objects; and also gives a statement of its receipts and 
expenditures since its transfer to the State, on the 1st day of April, 
1891, to December 1st, 1892, the close of the fiscal year. This state- 
ment is taken from the books of the State Auditor and Treasurer, 
where said accounts are kept and where all vouchers are filed. 

The catalogue is not strictly an alphabetical one, but more one 
of subjects grouped under the proper headings, which 1 consider 
more practical. First, the books and pamphlets relating to general 
historical subjects are given, together with State exchanges from 
other Historical Societies and our own State publications; 2Xidi second, 
Part 2 embraces all the publications of the United States which have 
been received at our Library. 

The Society hereby acknowledges with gratitude the generosity 
and liberality of the Commissioners of Lewis and Clarke County in 
giving it the splendid rooms in the Court house which it has occu- 
pied for its Library since July 5, 1887, without cost or charge; also, 
to the noble and public-spirited editors and proprietors of the news- 
papers of Montana, who have donated free of charge over 400 vol- 
umes of their publications to it since 1864 to the present time; also 
to the many citizens who have given diaries, letters of historic value 
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6 OF THE MONTANA HISTORICAL SOCIETY, 

and many manuscripts which will in the future be of great worth in 
illustrating our history. 

I wish to make two or three suggestions which I think neces- 
sary for the good of the Library and its management. The Miscel- 
laneous Department of the State Library consists almost entirely of 
State and United States public documents, which are essentially 
books of reference and should be transferred to the Historical De- 
partment, as they are entirely of historical value. This will not in- 
terfere with the Law Library, which is for the sole use of the courts, 
and which should be left to a separate librarian, as at present. It 
gives enough work for one person to do. 

The second suggestion is that all publications made under the 
authority of the State, of every description, should be deposited by 
the person printing the same, to the extent of at least five copies of 
each in the Library of this Society, for reference only, and not to be 
removed therefrom. As it is, we have an incomplete set of laws, 
journals of the Legislature, and but few reports of Territorial or 
State officers, except those the Librarian has collected under great 
difficulties. 

The third suggestion is that there should be a small contingent 
fund set apart upon which the Librarian can check for the payment 
of postage, drayage, janitor work, for shelving and other small items 
of expense for the use of the Library, which he has now to pay for 
first out of his own pocket and then wait for reimbursement from the 
State. From three to five hundred dollars would be sufficient for 
this purpose, and the Librarian should give bond in double the 
amount so set apart. 

The fourth suggestion is that whereas there is now in the 
Library a large number of letters and many valuable diaries and 
other contributions of great historic value which are poorly written 
— many in dim pencil marks — which need to be re-written and 
properly edited, the Librarian should be allowed to employ an 
assistant — a copyist or typewriter — to put this valuable matter in 
good shape for preservation or for the printer. Six hundred dollars 
would be a moderate estimate for this work for the next year. 

The fifth suggestion is in relation to securing Indian relics, as all 
in the State will soon be beyond purchase, and never will be repro- 
duced. The old Society, for want of funds, never did or could pur- 
chase any, or even pay for preserving the forms of the wild animals, 
birds or fishes native to Montana. This should be done now, as far

as possible. There has been deposited in the Library rooms a large 
case of fine and valuable Indian hand work, which the Society can 
buy at reasonable cost. ! know of but one other collection in the 
State that can be purchased. 

My sixth and last suggestion is that the Library and everything 
contained in it should be insured to, I think, the amount of $10,000. 
It will be for a committee of the Legislature to consider the above 
suggestions and examine the condition, needs and wants of the 
Libraries of the State. 
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HISTORICAL SKETCH 

OR THE 

Or^aDizatioi) of the fli5torical Societij 

OF MONTANA. 



Its Objects and Purposes. 



The following is quoted bodily from the able introduction to the 
first volume of the " Transactions of the Society," and was written 
by CoL W. F. Sanders, who for twenty-five years was its President: 

" This society was incorporated by an act of the Legislative As- 
sembly, approved February 2, 1865. To it was confided the trust of 
accumulating information illustrative of the early history of the 
region of country in what is now (1876) the Territory of Montana. 
The trust seemed at first to be a barren and thankless one. There 
is not, probably, in the United States a region of equal area about 
which so little information can be gleaned as that parallelogram along 
the northern border, which contains the springs of the Columbia 
and the Missouri. In the discharge of the trust thus confided to the 
society, it was sought to gather from this barren field such informa- 
tion as books could afford, and to acquire from adventurers and early 
pioneers whatever of interest their memories had preserved. 

"The Territory seems to have passed between two lines of early 
travel across the continent. To the north, the fur traders of Mon- 
treal, passing through Lake Superior to Lake Winnipeg, and thence 
up the Saskatchewan, across the Rocky Mountains to the Flatbow 
River, proceeded down the Columbia. At a later day, but early in 
the present century, adventurous traders from St. Louis and New 
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York, passing up the Platte and through the South Pass, crossed 
Green River to the Lewis Fork of the Columbia, and passed by Fort 
Hall, down towards Astoria. 

" The travelers along the northern line of communication do not 
seem to have deflected so far from their route as to have familiarized 
themselves with the topography or geographical features of the 
Territory. Those who journeyed along the southern line, making 
Deer Creek, Green River, Cache Valley or Fort Hall their rendez- 
vous, pursued the vocation of trappers, hunters or traders through- 
out the adjacent country, and not unfrequently visited our Territory. 
These representatives of the white race among the red men of the 
remote West seldom returned to civilization. The discovery of the 
gold and silver mines, the settlement of the country, the develop- 
ment of the various industries here, the history of towns and com- 
munities, sketches of various officials and administrations; the story 
of our social disorder; the perils, sacrifices and labors of our early 
pioneers; the material, social, intellectual and religious progress of 
our people — all justify the attention of the society. These various 
subjects the society has sought to care for in a spirit of fidelity to its 
mission. It has not considered that it was its province to pass judg- 
ment upon events, but to gather facts with impartial justice. It does 
not trouble itself to approve or condemn, but to preserve." 

It is introduced here because it so fully explains the objects of 
the Historical Society and some of its history. 

Notwithstanding the almost total destruction of nearly all the 
Library and manuscripts of the Society by the great fire of the 9th of 
January, 1874, the officers and members have labored with unfalter- 
ing zeal to replace what was lost and to gather new books and 
precious manuscripts for its future publications. Although much 
cramped for means, they have succeeded beyond their most sanguine 
expectations. The manuscripts gathered number over 3,000 pages; 
the books and pamphlets will number more. Many rare and valu- 
able books have been purchased, but the greatest source of increase 
to the Library is from the government publications at Washington 
and from exchanges with kindred societies and State publications. 
The Library contains upwards of 2,400 bound volumes, and 450 
bound volumes of the territorial newspapers, some commencing as 
far back as 1864, and are considered by the Society as valuable 
beyond price. Nearly every paper published in Montana is sent to 
the Society gratis, and these are finely bound and preserved in a 
fire-proof vault, as are the manuscripts. As a rule the editors or pro-

prietors thus contribute their papers to our Library free of charge. 

Many of the early pioneers, County, Territorial and Federal 
officials, and persons who contribute to the archives of the Society, 
have or can be elected honorary members. The manuscripts already 
collected contain narratives of early events and personal history, 
precious beyond any price. 

A number of diaries, which were made by persons who crossed 
the plains from St. Paul or Leavenworth in 1863 or 1864, have been 
collected. These are full of interesting events and after the lapse of 
twenty-five years read like a romance. Many more are supposed to 
be in the hands of those who wrote them, and the Society would like 
to obtain them. If sent to the Librarian they will be copied and re- 
turned if the owners so desire. 

The persons named in the act incorporating the Society are: 
Hez. L. Hosmer, Christopher P. Higgins, John Owen, James Staurt, 
W. F. Sanders, Malcolm Clark, F. M. Thompson, William Y.Graham, 
Granville Stuart, W. W. De Lacy, Caleb E. Irvine and Chas. S. 
Bagg. These incorporators met on the 21st of February, 1865, at the^ 
office of Dance & Stuart, Virginia City, Montana, and made a tem- 
porary organization and appointed a committee on permanent organ- 
ization, and framed a constitution and by-laws. These were subse- 
quently reported and adopted. On April 20, 1865, the Society met 
and elected the following named officers for the ensuing year: 

President, Wilbur F. Sanders. 
Vice-President, Granville Stuart. 
Corresponding Secretary, Wm. E. Cullen. 
Recording Secretary, Cornelius Hedges. 
Librarian, Chas. Rumley. 

It is a noticeable fact that all are now living in Montana after 
more than twenty-five years. They evidently came to stay.

HOW THE SOCIETY TRANSFERRED ITS LIBRARY 
AND PROPERTY TO THE STATE. 



The following is a copy of the first two sections of the Act, ap- 
proved March 4, 1891, authorizing the making of the transfer: 

'• HISTORICAL SOCIETY." 



^^ Be it Enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 

"Section l. That the Historical Society of the State of Montana, 
now organized under the provisions of an Act of the Legislative 
Assembly of the Territory of Montana, entitled, an ' Act to incorporate 
the Historical Society of Montana,' approved February 2, 1865, may 
become the Historical Society of the State of Montana, by complying 
with the terms, conditions and provisions hereinafter contained, and 
such terms, conditions and limitations as may hereafter be enacted 
for its government or control by the Legislative Assembly. Said 
Society shall be the trustee of the State, and as such shall faithfully 
expend and apply all money received from the State to the uses and 
purposes directed by law, and shall hold all its present and future 
collections and property for the State, and shall not sell, mortgage, 
transfer or dispose of in any manner, or remove from the capital any 
article thereof, or any part of the same, without authority of law or 
the consent of the Legislative Assembly; Providedj\}cizX this shall not 
be construed to prevent the sale or exchange of any duplicates the 
Society may have or obtain. There shall be an Executive Committee 
of said Society, of which the Governor, Secretary of State, and Attor- 
ney General shall be ex-officio members, and take care that the 
interests of the State are protected. 

"Sec. 2. The Society may have a librarian who shall receive a 
salary of six hundred dollars per annum, to be paid out of any funds 
in the State Treasury not otherwise appropriated. The Public Printer 
shall cause to be bound in suitable binding all newspaper files and 
other printed matter which the Society has or may hereafter have.

under direction of the Library Committee, and on the approval of the 
Governor, and such printer shall print such circulars, labels and other 
matter as may be required by said Committee for the use of the 
Library." 

The remaining sections relate to the duties of the Society and its 
officers, and the Act will be found on page 199 of the Second Session 
Laws of the Legislature of 1891. 

In accordance with section 4 of said Act, the officers of the 
Society, on the 1st day of April, 1891, at a meeting held for that pur- 
pose, passed a resolution accepting the terms and provisions of the 
Act donating to the State all books, papers and other property then 
owned by said Society, and delivered the same to the Secretary of 
State. In this manner the Historical Library became a State institu- 
tion for which the State is to hereafter provide.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN FOR 1893-94. 



To His Excellency^ yohn JE, Rickards^ Governor of Montana^ and 
Ex' Officio Member of the Executive Committee of the His- 
torical Society of the State of Montana; also 

7o Hon, Cornelius Hedges^ Vice President and Acting President 
of said Society : 

Gentlemen — I have the honor to present this, the second 
biennial report of the Librarian of the Historical Society of the State 
of Montana for the years 1893-94. This report contains, besides 
other matter, an appeal to the friends of the Society, stating defi- 
nitely its purposes and objects; and also gives a statement of its 
receipts and expenditures from the first day of December, 1892, to 
the first day of December, 1894, the close of the fiscal year. This 
statement is taken from the books of the State Auditor and Treas- 
urer, where said accounts are kept and where all vouchers are filed. 

A catalogue of the library of the Historical Society, including the 
collections of the miscellaneous division of the Montana State Library, 
which was, in accordance with the act approved March 9, 1893, trans- 
ferred to the library of the Historical Society, has been prepared and 
is ready for publication. 

Owing to the very large number of pamphlets in the library, 
the above mentioned catalogue is divided into two parts. Part I. is 
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devoted to the books, newspapers, maps, charts, etc., etc., and is ar- 
ranged under five divisions, viz: 

Division 1. — United States. 

Division II. — State and Territorial. 

Division III. — Miscellaneous. 

Division IV.— "The Granville Stuart Collection." 

— "The Henry Guthrie Donation." 
Division V. — Newspapers, maps, atlases, charts, etc., etc. 

Part II. relates solely to the pamphlets in the possession of the 
Society and may be classified as follows: 

Division I. — United States. 
Division II. — State and Territorial. 
Division III. — Foreign. 
Division IV. — Miscellaneous. 

The Society hereby acknowledges with gratitude the generosity 
and liberality of the commissioners of Lewis and Clarke county in 
giving it the splendid rooms in the court house which it has occupied 
for its library since July 5, 1887, without cost or charge; also to the 
noble and public-spirited editors and proprietors of the newspapers of 
Montana, who have donated free of charge over 450 volumes of their 
publications to it since 1864 to the present time; also to the many 
citizens who have given diaries, letters and works of historic value 
and many manuscripts which will in the future be of great worth in 
illustrating our history. 

I wish to make a few suggestions which I think necessary for 
the good of the library and its management. 

First — All publications made under the authority of the State, of 
every description, should be deposited by the person printing the 
same, to the extent of at least five copies of each in the library of 
this Society, for reference only, and not to be removed therefrom. 
As it is, we have an incomplete set of laws, journals of the legisla- 
ture, and but few reports of Territorial or State officers, except those 
the Librarian has collected under great difficulties. 

Second — There should be a small contingent fund set apart upon 
which the Librarian can check for the payment of postage, dray age, 
janitor work, for shelving and other small items of expense for the 
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use of the library, which he has now to pay for first out of his own 
pocket and then wait for reimbursement from the State. From two 
to three hundred dollars would be sufficient for this purpose, and the 
Librarian should give bond in double the amount so set apart. 

Third — Whereas there is novv in the library a large number of 
letters and many valuable diaries and other contributions of great his- 
toric value which are poorly written — many in dim pencil marks — 
which need to be re- written and properly edited, the Librarian should 
be allowed to employ an assistant — a copyist or typewriter — to put 
this valuable matter in good shape for preservation or for the printer. 
Six hundred dollars would be a moderate estimate for this work for 
the next year. 

Fourth — A decided effort should be made relative to securing 
Indian and other relics. All Indian relics in the State will soon be 
beyond purchase, and never will be reproduced. The old Society, 
for want of funds, never did or could purchase any, or even pay for 
preserving the forms of the wild animals, birds or fishes native to 
Montana. This should be done now, as far as possible. There has 
been deposited in the library rooms a large case of fine and valuable 
Indian hand work, which the Society can buy at reasonable cost. I 
know of no other collection in the State that can be purchased ; also 
cases in which to display the collections in the library should be pro- 
vided. Each article could then be properly labelled and tell its own 
story. As it is now, the accommodations are entirely inadequate. 

Fifth — My last suggestion is that the library and everything con- 
tained in it should be insured to, I think, the amount of $15,000. It 
will be for a committee of the Legislature to consider the above 
suggestions and examine the condition, needs and wants of the library.

Its Objects and Purposes. 



The following is quoted bodily from the able introduction to the 
first volume of the "Transactions of the Society," and was written by 
Colonel W. F. Sanders, who for twenty-five years was its President: 

"This Society was incorporated by an act of the Legislative As- 
sembly, approved February 2, 1865. To it was confided the trust of 
accumulating information illustrative of the early history of the region 
of country in what is now (1876J the Territory of Montana. The 
trust seemed at first to be a barren and thankless one. There is not, 
probably, in the United States a region of equal area about which so 
little information can be gleaned as that parallelogram along the 
northern border, which contains the springs of the Columbia and the 
Missouri. In the discharge of the trust thus confided to the Society, 
it was sought to gather from this barren field such information as 
books could afford, and to acquire from adventurers and early pioneers 
whatever of interest their memories had preserved. 

"The Territory seems to have passed between two lines of early 
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travel across the continent. To the north, the fur traders of Montreal, 
passing through Lake Superior to Lake Winnipeg, and thence up the 
Saskatchewan, across the Rocky Mountains to the Flatbow river, 
proceeded down the Columbia. At a later day, but early in the pres- 
ent century, adventurous traders from St. Louis and New York, pass- 
ing up the Platte and through the South Pass, crossed Green River 
to the Lewis Fork of the Columbia, and passed by Fort Hall down 
towards Astoria. 

"The travelers along the northern line of communication do not 
seem to have deflected so far from their route as to have, familiarized 
themselves with the topography or geographical features of the Ter- 
ritory. Those who journeyed along the southern line, making Deer 
creek, Green river. Cache valley or Fort Hall their rendezvous, pur- 
sued the vocation of trappers, hunters or traders throughout the adja- 
cent country, and not unfrequently visited our Territory. These rep- 
resentatives of the whit^ race among the red men of the remote west 
seldom returned to civilization. The discovery of the gold and silver 
mines, the settlement of the country, the development of the various 
industries here, the history of towns and communities, sketches of 
various officials and administrations; the story of our social disorder; 
the perils, sacrifices and labors of our early pioneers; the material, 
social, intellectual and religious progress of our people — all justify the 
attention of the Society. These various subjects the Society has sought 
to care for in a spirit of fidelity to its mission. It has not considered 
that it was its province to pass judgment upon events, but to gather 
facts with impartial justice. It does not trouble itself to approve or 
condemn, but to preserve." 

It is introduced here because it so fully explains the objects of the 
Historical Society and some of its history. 

Notwithstanding the almost total destruction of nearly all the 
library and manuscripts of the Society by the great fire of the 9th of 
January, 1874, the officers and members have labored with unfaltering 
zeal to replace what was lost and to gather new books and precious 
manuscripts for its future publications. Although much cramped for 
means, they have succeeded beyond their most sanguine expectations. 
The manuscripts gathered number over 3,000 pages; the books and 
pamphlets will number more. Many rare and valuable books have 
been purchased, but the greatest source of increase to the library is 
from the government publications at Washingtoi\,and from exchanges 
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with kindred societies and State publications. The library contains 
upwards of 7,000 bound volumes, 3,000 pamphlets and 450 bound 
volumes of the Territorial and State newspapers, some commencing as 
far back as 1864, and are considered by the Society as valuable beyond 
price. Nearly every paper published in Montana is sent to the Society 
gratis; these are finely bound and some of the earlier newspapers are 
preserved in a fire-proof vault, as are the manuscripts. As a rule the 
editors or proprietors thus contribute their papers to our library free of 
charge. 

Many, of the early pioneers, county, Territorial and Federal 
officials, and persons who contribute to the archives of the Society, 
have or can be elected honorary members. The manuscripts already- 
collected contained narratives of early events and personal history, 
precious beyond any price. 

A number of diaries, which were made by persons who crossed 
the plains from St. Paul or Leavenworth in' 1863 or 1864, have been 
collected. These are full of interesting events and after the lapse of 
twenty-five years read like a romance. Many more are supposed to 
be in the hands of those who wrote them, and the Society would like 
to obtain them. If sent to the Librarian they will be copied and 
returned if the owners so desire. 

The persons named in the act incorporating the Society are: Hez. 
L. Hosmer, Christopher P. Higgins, John Owen, James Stuart, W. 
F. Sanders, Malcolm Clark, F. M. Thompson, William Y. Graham, 
Granville Stuart, W. W. DeLacy, Caleb E. Irvine and Charles S. 
Bagg. These incorporators met on the 21st of February, 1865, at 
the office of Dance & Stuart, Virginia City, Montana, and made a 
temporary organization and appointed a committee on permanent 
organization, and framed a constitution and by-laws. These were 
subsequently reported and adopted. On April 20, 1865, the Society 
met and elected the following named officers for the ensuing year: 

President^— Wilbur F. Sanders. 
Vice President — Granville Stuart. 
Corresponding Secretary — William E. Cullen. 
Recording Secretary — Cornelius Hedges. 
Librarian — Charles Rumley. 

It is a noticeable fact that all are now living in Montana after 
more than twenty-fiwe years. They evidently came to stay.

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HOW THE SOCIETY 

Transferred Its Library and Property to the State and How the Miscel- 
laneous Division of the Montana State Library Became Con- 
solidated with and Made Part of the Library of the 
Historical Society of the State of Montana. 



The following is a copy of the first two sections of the Act, ap- 
proved March 4, 1891, authorizing the making of the transfer: 

"HISTORICAL SOCIETY." 



^^Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 

"Section u That the Historical Society of the State of Montana, 
now organized under the provisions of an Act of the legislative As- 
sembly of the Territory of Montana, entitled, an <Act to incorporate 
the Historical Society of Montana,' approved February 2, 1865, may 
become the Historical Society of the State of Montana, by complying 
with the terms, conditions and limitations as may hereafter be enacted 
for its government or control by the Legislative Assembly. Said 
Society shall be the trustee of the State, and as such shall faithfully 
expend and apply all money received from the State to the uses and 
purposes directed by law, and shall hold all its present and future col- 
lections and properly for the State, and shall not sell, mortgage, trans- 
fer or dispose of in any manner, or remove from the capital any article 
thereof, or any part of the same, without authority of law or the con- 
sent of the Legislative Assembly; Provided^ that this shall not be 
construed to prevent the sale or exchange of any duplicates the Soci- 
ety may have or obtain. There shall be an executive committee of 
said Society, of which the Governor, Secretary of State, and Attor- 
ney General shall be ex-officio members, and take care that the inter- 
ests of the State are protected. 

"Sec. 2. The Society may have a librarian who shall receive a 
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salary of $600 per annum, to be paid out of any funds in the State 
Treasury not otherwise appropriated. The Public Printer shall cause 
to be bound in suitable binding all newspaper files and other printed 
matter which the Society has or may hereafter have, under direction 
of the Library Committee, and on the approval of the Governor, and 
such printer shall print such circulars, labels and other matter as may 
be required by said Committee for the use of the library." 

The remaining sections relate to the duties of the Society and its 
officers, and the Act will be found on page 199 of the Second Session 
Laws of the Legislature of 1891. 

In accordance with Section 4 of said Act, the officers of the 
Society, on the first day of April, 1891, at a meeting held for that 
purpose, passed a resolution accepting the terms and provisions of the 
Act donating to the State all books, papers and other property then 
owned by said Society, and delivered the same to the Secretary of 
State. 

After the Trustees had accepted the conditions of the Act of 
March 4, 1891, the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana at 
its third regular session passed the following: 

"An Act placing the books, papers and other property of the 
Historical S6ciety of the State of Montana, under control of the 
State, and providing for the appointment of Trustees to manage the 
same. 

^''Be it enacted by the Legislative Asscfnbly of the State of Montana : 

"Section i . That the books, papers and other property now in 
the custody of the Librarian of the Historical Society of the State of 
Montana, or which may be added thereto, shall be under exclusive 
control of a board of five trustees who shall be nominated by the 
Governor and confirmed by the Senate, and shall serve for the term 
of two years and until their successors are appointed and qualified. 

"Sec. 2. That the sifid Board of Trustees shall adopt such rules 
and regulations as may be necessary to discharge the duties of said 
Historical Society, which are now or may be defined by law. 

"Sec. 3. That all acts and parts of acts in conflict witli this act 
are hereby repealed." 

Approved March 2, 1893. 
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The Legislative Assembly also, in accordance with the sugges- 
tion of the Librarian in his first biennial report relative to the transfer 
of the Miscellaneous Division of the Montana State Library, passed 
the following: 

"An Act to transfer the Miscellaneous Division of the Montana 
State Library to the Library of the Historical Society of the State of 
Montana and to the care and custody of its officers. 

^^Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Montana: 

"Section i. That the books, papers, pamphlets, charts, maps, 
manuscripts, paintings, engravings, photographs and other property 
belonging to( ?) the State, now in the Miscellaneous Division of the 
Montana Library or which shall hereafter be added to it by purchase 
or donation, are hereby transferred to and made part of the Library 
of the Historical Society of the State of Montana, and shall be under 
the care and custody of the Librarian of said Society and the officers 
thereof." 

Approved March 9, 1893. 

In this manner the Historical Library became a State institu- 
tion, for which the State is to hereafter provide. 

• 

At the same session of the Legislature was passed "An Act to 
appropriate money for the Executive, Legislative and Judicial De- 
partments for the fisical years ending December i, A. D., 1893, and 
Deeember i, A. D., 1894." Upder this Act the appropriation to the 
Historical Society is as follows: 

"For fiscal year ending December i, A. D., 1893: 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 

For salary of Librarian of the Historical Society, $1,200. 

For printing and binding books and pamphlets and other neces- 
sary expedses, $750. 

For fiscal year ending December i, A. D,, 1894: 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT. 

For salary of Librarian of the Historical Society, $1,200. 
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For printing and binding books and pamphlets and other neces- 
sary expenses, $750." 

These sums, though small, will enable the Society to advance in 
its mission of usefulness. Its library and collections, already in ad- 
vance ef many similar ones in the older states, will now have an op- 
portunity for good, substantial growth.

Historical Society of Montana. 

Report of Librarian for the Years 1895-96. 



To the Honorable Cornelius Hedges, President of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the Historical Society of the State of Montana: 

Sir: — For the information of yonr honorable Board I have the lionor 
to present to your consideration the Third Biennial Report of the Li- 
brarian of the Historical Society of the State of Montana to cover the 
operations of this institution during the years 1895-'96, which have 
elapsed since the publication of its Second Report by the former Li- 
brarian, the late Harry S. Wheeler. 

Upon assuming the duties of this office on ?^ovember 6th, 1895, the 
Librarian was confronted by a mass of routine work that had accumu- 
lated during Mr. Wheeler's illness, while, at the same time, the unfin- 
ished condition of Volume 2 of our historical contributions, which was 
then in process of publication by the Society, made urgent demands 
upon his time and attention. Mr. AVheeler had edited a considerable 
portion of the manuscript for the volume and supervised its print- 
ing to page 140, from which point it became the duty of the present 
Librarian to carry on the work of publication to its completion. Ad- 
ditional manuscript was prepared and edited and the book gotten out 
at as early a date as possible, but it was finished, however, only after 
some unavoidable delays. Since then he has been occupied with 
duties incident to carrying on the regular work of the Society, and, in 
addition thereto, has endeavored to increase the number of volumes, 
I^amphlets, and Montana newspapers of the library and, more particu- 
larly, to gather from various sources material of interest and value rel- 
ative to the history and development of our Territory and State, to col- 
lect and preserve original, accurate, impartial testimony on all matters 
connected with the wresting of this domain from savagery; the organ- 
ization of law and order and government within the boundaries of Mon- 
tana; descriptions and legends concerning the characteristics, migra- 
tions, wars, and folklore of her aborginal tribes; the travels, advent- 
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ures, and life-histories of those who were the advance-guard of her pres- 
ent civilization — the explorers, traders, and trappers of the past, the 
prospectors and miners, the farmers and state-builders of the genera- 
tion now passing away, — and aught that may be of interest and value 
in the future regarding the lives and actions of those of the present 
period who have been or may be connected with the affairs of moment 
in the life of our young and vigorous Commonwealth. 

In carrying out this plan many letters have been written to old-tim- 
ers and pioneers of this region, to many of their relatives and descend- 
ents wherever they were located, and to numerous other individuals 
who by any chance might be able to furnish to the Society material re- 
lating to Montana of an historical or descriptive nature, whether in 
the form of letters, diaries, reminiscences and memoirs, essays and nar- 
ratives, chronicles, biographies, or in whatsoever form it might be. 
Literary finish, although most acceptable in an article, is not nor has it 
been required of contributors; for the reason that some of the most 
interesting incidents connected with the early history of this region 
have happened to persons who rarely took the recording pen in hand 
and whose lives were such as almost entirely to deny them its use. Con- 
tributions along the above lines, such as detail facts, are earnestly de- 
sired, and it is hoped that no person will hesitate to send in their reconi 
of events because he or she may be unable to write it down correctly; 
for once in the possession of facts the Society is well able to arrange 
them properly, where such arrangement is deemed advisable. The Li- 
brarian is pleased to state that his efforts in this direction have proven 
successful, in that the Historical Society has recently become possessed 
of a number of original manuscripts with the promise of more to come 
in the near future. This work mil be continued in the future as in 
the past, and it is here requested that all who possess such material as 
should be saved will see to it that in some form it comes into possession 
of the society. 



THE HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 



This Society has been in existence as a corporate institution for 
nearly thirty-two years, during which period we have seen Montana 
expand from a wilderness and the abode of the nomad tribes to become 
the home of an advanced and enlightened civilization, fostering the 
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arts of peace and in which industry and prosperity go hand in hand. 
It has been the dnty and privilege of the Society since its organization 
to gather and preserre for the future historian who may write of these 
times much of the records of their vast and far-reaching events; and in 
the face of many discouragements and untoward circumstances it has 
steadfastly endeavored to fulfil the aims of its projectors and the hopes 
of its friends. Fire destroyed much of its first and almost invaluable 
collections, and time and change are placing beyond our reach much 
that should be preserved in connection with the earlier conditions : the 
fauna of this r^ion, now rapidly disappearing or already having be- 
come extinct within the last few years; the utensils and weapons, the 
dress and ornaments of the Indian tribes, or the various objects which 
might serve to enlighten us upon the Archaeology and Ethnology of 
the Northwest; and such narratives and relics as would be of future 
interest which deal with the lives and works of the early dwellers and 
travellers in this section or tend to illustrate some incident in its history. 
The old affairs of the frontier are fast disappearing and the new come 
in to take their place; the frontier itself has passed into the Pacific sea; 
the countless vast herds of bison have gone, and the deer and elk, the 
big-horn and the prong-horn yearly shrink in numbers; the free rov- 
ing life of the Indian is being exchanged within the reservations for 
that of 'Viewers of wood and drawers of water," and the barbaric splen- 
dor that once made his race so picturesque is even now seldom seen and 
will soon be known but in the more fortunate museums; the trappers 
and traders with the tales of their romantic lives and their reminiscen- 
ces of stirring times along the "untrodden ways;" the accounts and ex- 
periences of those who ^T)lazed the trails" into this, then, terra incog- 
nita and founded the government upon which our present statehood 
is builded; these are all passing beyond our view. This state was the 
last stronghold of a warrior race, within our borders were played the 
closing scenes in the drama enacted by the contending forces of barbar- 
ism and civilization upon this continent, and through the future chron- 
icles will Montana be known as the land of western romance; she 
whose soil is consecrated by the blood of a knightly Custer's band; 
where Logan, Bradley, English and their comrades died, where Hale 
and Biddle fell ; where Miles and Gibbon and Crook and Howard and 
Sully campaigned; over whose mountains and through whose valleys 
and defiles passed the warrior Joseph on that march the like of which 
few ages can boast; upon whose rolling prairies battled and skurried 
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tho fierce hosts of GaJl and Crazy Horse and Red Cloud, of T^mo Deer 
and Two Moons and eonntless other chieftains, and of that unscrup- 
nlous schemer, Sitting Bull the medicine man ; and upon wliose kindly 
bosom sleeps many a nameless hero of our early time. What a vast 
mass of wonderfully interesting and valuable material might be gath- 
ered. Already much from our past that we should possess is irretriv- 
ably lost to us; but much still remains which in a few years will be be- 
yond our recall, and we here make our earnest appeal to all Montani- 
ans, individually and collectively, to aid us in the laudable enterprise* 
of saving to the State such proper material as may now be obtained. 
Montana has given much that was valuable to outride institutions, 
heretofore, and too little has been saved for the use of her own people. 
Let us do in this direction what we can for our own state, by adding 
our contributions to her history through the Ilist-orical Society or by 
placing some object of interest in its custody to be preserver! for the 
benefit of present and future Montanians. This, the Historical Soci- 
ety of the State of Montana, is a state institution, it belongs absolut-ely 
to the people of the State of Montana, and they should, one and all, 
take a personal pride and interest in its development and in advancing 
its aims. Because of its character and because it is a state institution, 
the Society naturally becomes the proper custodian of all matters and 
objects of interest and historic value relating to Montana. A re<»ord 
of all that comes into our possession is kept, wherein the gift is de- 
scribed and the name of its donor entered. 

In order the better to infonn the friends and patrons of the Society 
as to its needs and somewhat as to the class of material most desired, 
the following enumeration, taken in part from Volume 1 of its Contri- 
butions, is here given : 

1. Original contributions of hitherto unpublished manuscripts and 
diaries, of an historical or descriptive nature, dealing with incidents 
and events connected w4th the early settlement and development of 
Montana; also such as relate to the wars and fights \rith the Indians 
in Montana. 

2. ilanuscripts and diaries or published reports concerning and de- 
scribing the various trading and military forts and posts located within 
the boundaries of the present ^fontana and in the surrounding region, 
and detailing events occurring in connec^tion \vith them. Contribu- 
tions and publications concerning the history and description of the 
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trading posts in existence prior to the settlement of the territory are 
particularly desired. 

3. Manuscripts and diaries or published reports concerning Gov- 
ernment expeditions across the continent, to the Kocky Mountains, or 
up the Missouri, Columbia, or Mississippi rivers; those passing into 
and through what is now Montana being especially desired. 

4. Manuscripts and dairies or published reports of private expe- 
ditions of adventure or business upon the plains or to the Kocky Moun- 
tains, 

5. Manuscripts and diaries or sketches of travel and venture within 
the boundaries of Montana or in the surrounding regions, and pub- 
lished works of a similar nature. 

0. Original contributions and published works dealing with the 
fur trade, or giving the histories of the Northwest Fur Company, the 
(\)lumbia Fur Company, the Pacific Fur Company, the American Fur 
Company, the Missom^i Fur Company, the Hudson Bay Company, and 
of the independent expeditions of Captain Wyeth, Major Pilcher, Cap- 
tain Bonneville and others. 

7. Information as to the location of the various trading posts and 
forts of the fur companies along the Yellowstone, Columbia, and ifis- 
souri, and their tributaries; also on the upper Saskatchewan. 

8. Biographies of missionaries and the leading traders and trappers 
connected with the fur trade. 

9. Biographies of the Pioneers of Montana and contributions and 
diaries detailing their travels and experiences in this region; also bi- 
ographies of Territorial and State officers and other persons whose 
names are connected with important affairs in our history. 

10. Contributions and information concerning the settlement of 
towns, prospecting expeditions and the discovery of mines, and de- 
scriptions of current events, as seen from day to day. 

11. Histories of the Indian tribes, and such special information as 
to the tribes of the plains and the Rocky Mountains as will illustrate 
their characteristics, or give information of their wars, migrations, ex- 
peditions, treaties, reservations, hunting grounds,chiefs and numbers, 
with information of missionary labors in their behalf. 

12. Histories and other publications on Montana and the surround- 
ing regions; also Americana and general history. 

13. Legislative journals of the States and Territories under the 
jurisdiction of which Montana was at any time prior to 1864.

14. Files of newspapers, complete or partial, and single numbers, 
heretofore published in Montana, particularly of the earlier papers 
printed in the Territory. The fire of January Oth, 1874, destroyed 
the files then in the possession of the Society and it is greatly desired to 
obtain such others of the same period as are in existence. 

15. Maps, of Montana and the Missouri, Mississippi, Columbia and 
Saskatchewan valleys and water-sheds; particularly the earlier maps, 
and detailed niai)6 showing the routes of explorers and of campaigns 
through this region and of the battle-fields in and near Montana, 

16. Books for its library — ^historical, biographical or otherwise. 
The library, under restrictions adopted to presence it intact, is for the 
use of our citizens generally. 

17. Statistical and historical documents of the States and Terri- 
tories, published by them. 

18. Catalogues of works relating to American history, and any in- 
formation of books or manuscripts of local interest to the Society. 

19. Contributions to its cabinet. As this .is the only cabinet of a 
permanent public society presented for the whole State, it is hoped that 
whatever is appropriate, curious and rare will be preserved therein, and 
no longer scattered abroad. 

20. Contributions to its picture gallery — paintings and portraits 
of the Pioneers of Montana, the Territorial and State officials, and all 
other persons of whatever degree who have been connected witb im- 
portant events in our history. Pictures of objects, localities and events 
intimately connected with the settlement and development of Mon- 
tana, and of the early trappers and traders and of trading and military 
forts and posts of this region are greatly desired. 

A library' has been gathered which contains many valuable and in- 
teresting works of an historical nature connected with the winning of 
the West. Among the more interesting volumes of the collection may 
be noted the reports and collections of a number of the important His- 
torical Societies of the United States; four sets of original publications 
of Lewis and Clarke's travels in 1804-5-6, these being a two-volume 
edition published in Philadelphia in 1814, with map; a one- volume 
edition, London, 1814; a three-volume edition, I^)ndon, 1815, with 
map; and the large four- volume, indexed, edition, with maps and illus- 
trations edited by Elliott Coues of the Smithsonian Institution and 
published by Francis P. Harper, Xew York, 1893; also Jacob's The 
Life and Times of Patrick Gass. sole survivor of Lewis and Clark's ex- 
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pedition, published at Wellabiirg, Ya., in 1859; Bradbury's Travels 
in the Interior of America, Liverpool, 1817, (In this work was first 
published the tale of the wonderful escape from the Blackfeet Indians 
of John Colter, formerly one of T^wis and Clark's party) ; Charlevoix's 
Journal of a Voyage to Xorth- America, V. 1 and 2, London, 1761; 
T^onton's New Voyages to America, Vol. 1 and 2, London, 1735;* 
Alexander Mackenzie's Through the Continent of North America, 
I^ndon, 1801; Chastellux's Travels in North-America, Vol. 1 and 2, 
London, 1787; Alezander ITenrj^'s Travels and Adventures in Canada 
and the Indian Temtories, New York, 1809; Captain Riley's Narra- 
tive, Hartford, 1817; and Sequel, Columbus, 1851; Pattie's Personal 
Narrative, Cincinnati, 1833; Bumaby's Travels in North- America, 
London 1775; James's Account of an Expedition from Pittsburgh to 
the Rocky Mountains, Vol. 1, 2 and 3, London, 1823; Fremont's Re- 
port of the Exploring Expedition to the Rocky Mountains, Washing- 
ton, 1845; also Fremont's First and Second Expeditions, Washing- 
ton, 1845; Hunter's Memoirs of a Captivity among the Indians of 
North America, liOndon, 1823; Colton's American Indians, Vol. 1 and 
2, London, 1833; Buchanan's Sketches of the History, Manners, and 
Customs of the North American Indians, Vol. 1 and 2, New York, 
1825; Beltrami's A Pilgrimage in Europe and America, and the Dis- 
covery of the source of the Mississippi River, Vol. 1 and 2, London, 
1828; Schoolcraft's. Discovery of the source of the Mississippi River, 
New York, 1834; Brower's The Mississippi River and its source, Min- 
neapolis, 1893; and The Missouri River and its Utmost Source, St. 
Paul, 1896; Balch's The French in America, 1777-83, Vol. 1 and 2, 
Philadelphia, 1891; Roger's A Concise Account of North America. 
London, 1765; Domenech's The Great Deserts of North America, 
Vol. 1 and 2, London, 1860; Miguel Venegas's A Natural and Civil 
History of California, Vol. 1 and 2, London, 1759; Narrative and 
Critical History of America, 8 Vols., by Justin Winsor, published by 
The Riverside Press, Cambridge, 1889; and many other valuable 
works of history, travel, description and adventure. 

To the pioneers of Montana, who are so closely identified with its 
settlement and early development and the record of whose deeils the 
Society is endeavoring to gather and presence in as complete a form 
as possible, we appeal for aid to the end that our collection of the his- 
tory of the early events and of other matters of interest may be as full 
and exhaustive as can now be obtained. We hope the State and 
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County Pioneer Associations will do all that lies within their power to 
collect material of interest and value bearing upon the experiences of 
their members or upon public events with which they are conversant, 
such as took place within this region, for, otherwise, much valuable 
material will be lost to us. We would suggest that the presidents and 
other members of the organizations take the matter in hand, especially 
among the County and local societies, and that they personally inter- 
view all such individuals as by any chance might be able to contribute 
something of value and urge upon them the necessity of recording any 
facts in their possession worthy of being preserv^ed. The Society ap- 
l)reciates that many refrain from doing so either because of the lack 
of time or of the ability to set down much tjiat they otherwise might 
in such manner as they would wish to. As to the former, we feel 
certain that, were they to begin, they would find that the work did not 
seriously interfere with their affairs, and, as to the latter class, if they 
will give to us the facts in their possession in such form as they may be 
able, no matter how faulty the language, we assure them that their con- 
tributions will be thankfully received and that, thereby, they will be 
doing a duty to their State which should be performed. And from all 
other persons who may possess such material as should be preserved 
in connection with the history of Montana, the Historical Society 
cordially invites contributions. The Librarian will gladly afford any 
assistance in his power to those who may desire it in the preparation of 
papers for publication by the Society. 



CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE HISTORICAL SOCIETY OF HONTANA. 



While it is primarily the aim and work of the Historical Society to 
collect and preserve historical and other material, it is likewise its 
province to place that which is obtained, in any way connected with 
the story of the settlement and development of Montana, or that con- 
cerns the lives of her people, in some permanent and convenient form 
for distribution, for the purpose of disseminating among her citizens 
and the general public the information that has been gathered. The 
better to carry out this plan the Society publishes a volume of its 
papers under the title of "Contributions to the Historical Society of 
Montana,'' in which, besides the historical, biographical, and descrip- 
tive matter contained, is incorporated its transactions, act of incorpor- 
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ation, ordinances, officers and members, and all Legislative enactments 
aflFecting its welfare. 

By the exchange of its published Contributions for the collections 
of other Historical Societies and Associations this institution possesses 
a means of adding largely to its library, whereby is received much ma- 
terial relating to the history of the various states and localities of the 
United States. Many of the exchanges received are of great value, 
and many interesting papers are thus obtained. Our exchange list al- 
ready contains the names of some of the more important Historical So- 
cieties of the country, and the Librarian is constantly endeavoring to 
add to the number. Since the publication of our Volume 2 of Contri- 
butions the returns to the library by way of exchange have increased 
materially. 

The Society makes no pretence of publishing a connected account 
of the series of events that have taken place relative to the history of 
Montana, both before and since its organization as a Territory, nor yet 
beyond a certain point, as to its correctness, is an attempt made to 
weigh and sift what has been gathered, nor do we draw conclusions as 
to the relative importance of the events narrated, or follow out in them 
the relation between cause and effect; for that enters within the domain 
of the historian. It is not a history that this institution publishes, but 
rather, in a series of articles on various subjects connected with the 
history of this region and the lives of its people, while information 
relative thereto lies within ourreach, it endeavors to place in the way of 
the future historian a mass of important and reliable data for the com- 
ing work. Many of these writings are in the form of reminiscences, a 
number of them are diaries, and in them for the greater part some 
I)hases of the experiences and trials of the citizens of Montana during 
the formative period of its civlization are touched upon. Much of the 
contained matter is of abiding interest and some portions thereof read 
like romances, while all of it is valuable and worthy of being preserved. 
The Society may well congratulate itself upon the high character of 
the contributions heretofore published by it, and many encomiums 
have been received from various sources for the excellence of the ma- 
terial. 

The results of past endeavors promise well for what may be accom- 
plishd in the future, and the work of issuing its contributions in bound 
form should hereafter be continued more actively than in the past. It 
is hoped that from now on a volume may be gotten out each year; and 
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the Librarian Ls at present engaged, as opportunity offers, in the pre- 
paration of manuscript for the fortliconiing work, which will contain 
a collection of papers of uudouhted interest and value and which he 
hopes to publish during the coming year. In this connection the Li- 
brarian would suggest that Volume 3 be made to follow in print, paper 
and size more nearly after that of Volume 1 than of Volume 2 ; for the 
reason that by so doing the work may be completed for about one-half 
of what its cost would othenvise be.

NEWSPAPERS AND NEWSPAPER FILES. 



The Historical Society owes a debt of gratitude to the Press of Mon- 
tana, both to the proprietors and to the staffs thereof, not only for the 
many favors of which it has heretofore been the recipient, which it 
gratefully acknowledges, but for the public spirited policy which has 
placed in our possession a very full collection of the newspapers that 
have been published in Montana since the initial number of The Mon- 
tana Post was issued in Virginia City on the 27th of August, 1864. 
With but few exceptions the papers now in active existence in the State 
are being regularly added to the collection, which is now an almost in- 
valuable one as it is also one that it would be impossible to replace. 
They are sent to us as donations, as they have been in the past, and the 
Society thus receives each year a large amount of material of this class 
which contains the more important domestic and foreign news and in 
which is recorded with considerable fidelity the acts of our people and 
the more notable events that transpire from day to day in the various 
localities of our State, and in the surrounding regions. 

All newspapers forwarded to us are filed and, as they accumulate, 
bound for preservation and handy reference. Many of Montana's 
citizens find the collection a great aid in looking up matters connected 
with the history, the politics and the industries of our past and of the 
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preeent; its records are often consulted to prove questions that are 
sometimes connected with matters of considerable importance, and use 
of it is occasionally made bv the newspaper manager when his own files 
have become mutilated and no others are to be found than those be- 
longing to the Historical Society. WTiile the collection is of the great- 
est value to this institution it is no doubt of considerable benefit to the 
publishers of our Montana i)apers to have their works preserved with 
the other files that have been gathered, and we hope our newspaper 
friends will appreciate that the Society takes considerable pains and 
is at some expense to save the material thus prasented to it by them m 
order that it may be of some future benefit to themselves as well as to 
our people at large. 

Besides the above donations by the publishers, the Society is greatly 
indebted to Mr. Frank C. Patten, Librarian of the Helena Public Li- 
brary, and to Hon. W. F. Sanders for files of many Montana papers not 
heretofore in its possession. Of a number of newspapers in the collec- 
tion the files are either fragmentary or have only a few numbers miss- 
ing, and these should be filled up before the Librarian has them boimd. 
We hope those who can do so will send in to us bundles of newspaper.^ 
and by so doing assist in filling up the incomplete files. Particularly 
do we request all who have files or single numbers of the earlier 
papers of the Territory to send the same to the. Soc»iety, for there are a 
number of earlier publications of which we possess but few numbers 
and of some none at all. AVhat bec*omes of the office files, many of which 
are bound, of such papers as for any reason cease to be published? All 
such as are likely to be lost or destroyed should be sent to us for preser- 
vation, either as donations or in trust. 

Upon its completion copies of Volume 2 of our C-ontributions to the 
Historical Society were sent to all the various newspapers then being 
received among the files of the Society, for the purpose not only of 
showing our appreciation of their generosity but of distributing the 
knowledge regarding Alontana and her i)ast contained in the work. 



THE niSCELLANEOUS LIBRARY. 



By Legislative enactment, approved March 9th, 1893, the Miscel- 
laneous Division of the Montana State Library was ^^transferred to and 
made part of the Library of the Historical Society of the State of Mon- 
tana," and in this way the Society was placed in possession of a large 
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and valuable collection of public documents, both of the United States 
and of many of the States and Territories. Since then the Hbrar^^ 
has received many documents from similar sources, and this portion 
of the library of the Historical Society is growing satisfactorily. It is 
to be hoped that the citizens of Montana will do what they can to assist 
the growth of their State Library and, in such directions as it appears 
to them will increase its efficiency and add to the mass of information 
upon various subjects therein contained, that they will make such dona- 
tions to its collections as they see fit. Such works as may be received 
from such sources will gladly be given their places upon our shelves 
and acknowledgment made of the same upon our records.

The Pamphlets belonging to the library number nearly 4,000, of 
which, however, there are many duplicates which have not as yet been 
sorted out. Of the Government Documents, those of Congress upon 
our shelves number 2,078, of which 13 volumes are for 15th-34th, and 
2,065 volumes for 35th-53rd Congresses. Thus we have missing from 
a complete set of these valuable documents 902 between the 15th and 
24th, and 364 volumes from the 35th to the 53rd Congresses. The 
Superintendent of Documents, Hon. F. A. Crandall, has inaugurated 
a Clearing House at. Washington for the purpose of more evenly distri- 
buting the United States Documents among the libraries of the country 
whereby we have a means of filling up the vacancies in our set by re- 
turning to him those duplicates in our possession, the postal frank of the 
Government Ir^rinting Office saving the expense of transportation to 
the Historical Society. The Society has on hand as duplicates nearly 
2,000 bound volumes, of which the greater part are Government docu- 
ments. Besides the above list of publications belonging to this institu- 
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tion it would be well to state that, upon leaving for liis post of duty as 
Fnited States Minister to Uruguay and Paraguay, the Hon. Granville 
Stuart, placed his valuable library of 643 volumes in trust with the So- 
ciety. This collection contains interesting works on many subjects, 
travel and adventure being particularly well represented. 

The Librarian is at present engaged in making out a catalogue of the 
Library, in which the various subjects will be classified te such an ex- 
tent as will greatly aid those who desire to look up any particular mat- 
ter. The work will probably be finished during the corning summer. 
As to the character of this library, it is mainly one of reference, and 
is not a circulating library except as provided by law and as permis- 
sion is granted to take books out under the rules of the institution. All 
citizens of Montana and the visiting strangers are cordially welcomexl 
to the rooms, and the Librarian will be pleased to aflFord such assist- 
ance to them in their researches as he may be able to give. 



nUSEUn AND RELICS. 



The collection of relics belonging to the Society is not such as the 
State of Montana should possess, and means should be taken te augment 
it by the purchase of such relics of the olden time as can be obtained. 
Judging by the changes that have taken place in this region within the 
last ten years it is probable that in a few years many of the more valu- 
able relics connected with past events in the histery of this region will 
be unobtainable. While it is possible to get these valuable and inter- 
esting objects it would seem that it should be done. 

Indian Relics should be obtained for they will soon have disappeared 
and it is most unlikely that they will ever again be reproduced. Prob- 
ably the finest collection of Indian relics to be obtained in this region 
has for some time been left in the custody of the Society, in trust. This 
collection should be purchased now, for it may be withdrawn, and it 
can be obtained at the present time for a reasonable sum. It would 
seem to be a wrong to allow it to be finally disposed of to some other 
institution. 

The relics connected with the settlement and development of Mon- 
tana are but few that rest upon our shelves. In many private collec- 
tions \yithin the borders of the state will be found numbers of rare and 
curious and valuable objects that are intimately connected with the 
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hiwstory of this region and which should belong to the Historical Society. 
The contents of private collections may be scattered at any time, and for 
this reason our people should place the more interesting and valuable 
curios in some permanent institution like this Society, some State in- 
stitution where they would not be likely to become separated and lost 
to our fellow citizens. 



PICTURES AND PORTRAITS. 



The collection of portraits belonging to the Historical Society con- 
tains a considerable number of the pictures of our pioneers and repre- 
sentative citizens, many of whom are now deceased. Among the number 
may be mentioned those of our former Governors: James M. Ashley, 
who gave the name of "Montana" to our State; Benjamin F. Potts; 
Acting Governor, Thomas F. Meagher, for whom Meagher County is 
named; Avith photographs of former (Governors Green Clay Smith, 
Preston H. Leslie, Joseph K. Toole, and our present Governor, John 
E. Rickards. Besides this group we have portraits of Hon. James Fer- 
gus, for whom Fergus County was named, <franville Stuart, our former 
President and now U. S. Minister to Uruguay and Paraguay, our Presi- 
dent Cornelius Hedges, (ieorge M. Pinney, first Marshal of Montana, 
W. W. UeLacy, who drew the first map of Montana, the original now 
being in the possession of the Society, Chief J ustice D. C. Wade, Jus- 
tice Henry X. Blake, Judge Hiram Knowles, and of the pioneers W. 
W. Alderson, Editor of the Avant Courier, A. M. Holter, Malcom 
Clark, J. "X." Beidler, William Fayerweather who first discovered 
gold in Alder Gulch, and numerous photographs of others. Besides 
these the members of the Constitutional Convention, and of the Six- 
teenth and last Legislative Assembly,of the Territory and the First, 
Second, Third, and Fourth State Legislatures adorn the Library. We 
are always glad to receive additions to our collection of portraits and 
pictures of places and events, and desire the friends of the Society to 
remember it in this direction.

LAWS AFFECTINQ THE SOCIETY. 



POLITICAL CODE. 

Section 2381. The State Library consists of two separate depart- 
ments — First, the Law Library; Second, the Historical and Miscel- 
laneous Library. The former is under the control of a Board of Five 
Trustees, of which the Chief Justcie and the Associate Justices of the 
Supreme Court shall be ex-officio members, the Secretary of State and 
State Auditor, of which Board the Chief Justice is President and the 
Secretary of State, Secretary. The latter shall be under the control 
of the Board of five Trustees, appointed by the Governor with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate. The members of both Boards shall 
serve without compensation, and the term of those not serving ex-offi- 
cio shall be for two years and until their successors are appointed and 
qualified. 

Section 2382. The powers and duties of said Boards are as follows: 

1. To make rules and regulations, not inconsistent with law, for 
their own government and for the government of the libraries commit- 
ted to their care. 

2.. Till otherwise provided, to rent suitable rooms for the libraries 
and provide necessary furniture, fuel and light for the same. 

3. To appoint their respective librarian and prescribe their duties 
not otherwise provided for. 
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4. To sell or exchange duplicate copies of books and pay the money 
arising therefrom into the library fund of the department to which it 
belongs. 

5. To see that the books and other property of the respective de- 
partment are in order and repair. 

6. To draw from the State Treasury at any time when needed for 
legitimate and authorized expenses any moneys belonging to the fund 
of their respective departments. 

7. To report to the Governor biennially a statement of all im- 
portant transactions with suggestions of what they deem necessary for 
the increased utility of their respective departments. 

Section 2384. It is the duty of the librarian of each department: 

1. To be in attendance at the Library during office hours. 

2. To purchase, under the direction of the Trustees, all books, 
maps, engravings, paintings, furniture and supplies for the libraries. 

3. To number and stamp all books, maps, papers and pamphlets 
belonging to the library and keep a (catalogue thereof, and, as the 
means are provided therefor, to have the same printed and distributed, 
under the direction of the Trustees. 

4. To have bound all books, pamphlets and papers when directed 
thereto. 

5. To keep a register of all books and property belonging to the 
libraries, the additions made each year and the cost thereof. 

6. To keep a register of all books or other property taken from the 
library under the authority of the Trustees. 

7. To establish and maintain a system of domestic and foreign ex- 
change of books, maps or other publications and to obtain from the 
Secretary of State such number§ of all State publications as may be 
needed to supply the demands of the system established. 

Section 2385. All persons during library hours are permitted to 
examine the libraries and their contents. During sessions of the Legis- 
lative Assembly the members thereof may take books from the librar- 
ies and State officials may do so at any time. Law books may be taken 
from the library to the court room by any attorney and returned the 
same day. 

Section 2389. The fund of the Law Library Department of the 
State Library consists of the fees collected and paid into the State Treas- 
ury by the Secretary of State, and twenty per cent of all fees paid into 
the State Treasurj' by the Clerk of the Supreme Court, and any appro- 
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priation specially made for this department by the Legislative Assem- 
bly. The fund of the Historical and Miscellaneous department of the 
State Library consists of the receipts from the sale of any of its publi- 
cations, authorized to be sold, and of any appropriation specially made 
in its behalf by the Legislative Assembly. 

Section 2391. The annual salary of the Librarian of each depart- 
ment is twelve hundred dollars, payable out of the general fund of the 
State Treasury. 

Section 2392. The Librarian must execute an official bond in the 
sum of one thousand dollars, to be approved by the Governor and de- 
posited with the Secretary of State. 

Section 2393. In addition to the duties prescribed in the forgoing 
section the librarian of the Historical and Miscellaneous department 
shall, under the direction of the Trustees thereof: 

1. Procure by purchase, exchange or donation, as far as means and 
opportunity allow, all books, writings, letters, journals, and narratives 
of pioneers, as well as autographs, maps and charts illustrative of or 
relating to the history of Montana as a Territory or State. 

2. He shall also procure specimens of the metals and minerals, of 
the flora and f aima of the State, together with natural curiosities and 
antiquities, preserving, designating and displaying the same under 
rules prescribed by the Trustees. 

3. He shall procure copies of all newspapers published in the State, 
also so far as possible of all books, magazines, pamphlets, written or 
published in the State, and have the same suitably bound for reference 
and preservation. 

4. He shall each year publish a volume of transactions and contri- 
butions, under the supervision of the Trustees, who shall also direct 
the distribution of the same to promote exchanges and secure addi- 
tions to the library. 

Section 2394. The librarian of either department of the State Library 
is authorized, to pay reasonable freight, express and mail charges upon 
books or other articles sent to the library by the general. State or foreign 
governments or private parties, taking proper vouchers therefor, and 
upon presentation of such vouchers to the Board of Examiners and the 
allowance thereof, the same must be paid out of the State Treasury 
from the particular library fund to which they are chargeable. 

Section 2395. All accounts for the rent of library rooms, fuel, light 
and other necessaries, and for the purchase and printing of books, fur- 
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nitiice and fixtures, moist be made out by the librarian and approved bv 
the State B«urd of Examiners and paid out of the State Treasury from 
the library fund to whch they are properly chargeable. 

Section 2396. There is hereby appropriated annually for the salary 
of the librarian of each department of the State Library the sum of 
twelve hundred dollars, and for the purchase and printing of books and 
other necessary expenses the further sum of one thousand dollars to 
each of said departments. 

Approved March 13, 1895. 

In force July 1, 1895. 



RBCOMMENDATfONS. 



I would recommend that the following matters be placed before 
the Legislature for action, namely: 

That an appropriation be made for the purchasing of the Indian 
Relics now in the custody of the Historical Society, and 

That an appropriation be made for sending out a proper person to 
collect historical and other material from the Pioneers and from others 
who may be in the possession of manuscripts, diaries, relics and curios 
illustrating early times in this r^on. A person who could interview 
many of the elderly people of Montana in person could get valuable 
and interesting reminiscences of life here during the earlier period of 
our history and other material of an historical nature, and that too 
where such people seldom take up a pen for wTiting and pay little heed 
to letters. He could also add materially to the museum while many 
interesting relics niay be obtained which will soon disappear.

Report of Librarian for the Years 1897-98. 



To the Honorable Wm. B. Hundley, President of the Boaxd of Trustees. 

Sir: — I have the honor to present for your consideration the fourtli 
biennial report of the Librarian of the Historical Department of the Montana 
State Libraiy for the years 1897-98. . 

Having assumed the duties of this office on December 1, 1898, the Lilbrarian 
was confronted with the fact that a report was due in ten days. Owing to the 
short time given to look over the affairs of the Library, will explain, we 
trust, any lack of desirable information as to its condition at this time. As 
library work has grown In recent years to be a science, your librarian opened 
at once a correspondence with other librarians all over the United SStates. 
writing to each state and territory such a communication as would put her 
in touch with them. It is a pleasure to say these replies indicate plainly 
that Montana is quite in the lead of the Pacific states and abreast with older 
Eastern states, as to the progress it has made in the Historical Department of 
Its Library, and that it has a valuable collection of Just the kind of material 
Wisconsin. Minnesota, New York, Massachusetts, California and Michigan 
regard as suitable lor the use of the student and literary citizens of oar 
commonwealth. In order to further fit herself for the new duties devolving 
upon her, your librarian began Investigating the origin and growth of such 
int-titutions, their aim, and scope of work, as presented in reports sent ovi 
by our U. S. Commissioners of Education. It is interesting to note the 
beginnings of these very useful agents of modern civilization and to study 
the motives leading to their organization. This investigation has proved 
so interesting and helpful to her, she has ventured to impart to you much 
of the knowledge gained by the research. 

STATE LIBRARIES. 
The existence of libraries at the seat of government in ancient and modem 
times, is a fact so common as to indicate that there are reasons permanently 
operating which lead to their establishment. Beginning with the libraries of 
the kings of Assyria, carved on stone or clay, or of the Ptolemies at Alex- 
andria, written on papyrus or parchment, we may trace government libraries 
forward through Constantinople and Rome, till we find them flourishing as 
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one of the chief glories of the capitals of modern Europe. The examples of 
the Old World could not be rapidly followed in the New. In America, under 
the administration of foreigii governors, ruling over colonies in the spirit 
of the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, there was little to favor the 
growth of libraries in connection with the government In the British North 
American colonies, it was not till after the Revolution, and more than thirty 
years after the formation of the Constitution of the United States, that any 
general tendency was manifested to establish libraries as a constituent part 
of the state system. There were indeed in the older states collections of the 
laws and legislative proceedings of the state, preservd in one or two legisla- 
tive libraries, for which librarians were chosen each session, and intended 
solely for the use of the members of the legislature. There were also, the 
offices of the governors and of the heads of departments, books purchased 
on account of temporary official necessities or which had been presented by 
sister states or foreign governments or individuals, which having accumu- 
lated, waited for some special, care to be exercised to render them available 
for public use. 

These collections became most naturally the foundation upon which to 
organize state libraries; yet other causes to which we shall presently refer 
operated to give a definite impulse to the measure. As to the fact that such 
collections existed, the records of Pennsylvania show that there was a 
library at its capital as early as 1777, and resolutions respecting it were 
passed in 1781. New Hampshire also has claims to the possession of one 
before the Revolution. Probably when the records of the older states come 
to be examined with this point in ^iew, each of them will be able to supply 
documentary evidence of the early existence of such collections, which were 
occasionally referred to as the library of the state. That of Pennsylvania 
was not formally established till 1816, when three libraries of the state house 
were by a law incorporated into one; nor was the library of New Hampshire 
organized till 1818. Tennessee, a comparatively new state, is reported to have 
had a library of eight thousand volumes at its capital, without any evidence 
to show that it had been created by law; for it was not till 1854 that its legis- 
lature voted to establish a state library. Vermont, in providing for a libra- 
rian in 1825, required him to take charge of all the books and documents then 
existing in the state house. These instances are sufficient to illustrate the 
fact of the accumulation of books at the capitals previous to the dellnite 
organization of the state library. 

The most noticeable of the causes which led to their formation was a 
resolution of the state of Massachusetts in 1811. requesting its Secretary of 
State to correspond with the proper officers of the several states for the pur- 
pose of securing an annual exchange of statutes for the use of the executive 
and legislative departments, and to offer three sets to each of the states that 
should agree to forward their statutes in return. The proposition was favor- 
ably received, and there commenced the system of exchanges now existing 
between the states which created the foundation of state libraries. Yet it 
was not till 1826 that even Massachusetts established a state library "for 
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the use of the legislature." The act required the collection from the public 
offices into one place, and the purchase of "such books, maps and charts, 
works of science and the arts as may tend to illustrate the resources and 
means of internal improvement of the Commonwealth, or of the United 
States." The plan of Massachusetts was forwarded and a further impetus 
given by a law of Congress of December 27, 1813, ordering one copy of each 
of the journals and documents of Congress to be given to the executive 
department of each state. South Carolina had a legislative library In 1814. 
New York established a library for the use of the government and of the 
people of the state, and it has since that time continued, annually, to make 
appropriations for its enlargement. Ohio owed the creation of its library, 
in the same year v/ith that of New York, to the action of Governor Worth- 
ington, who purcbrsed, in 1817, in Philadelphia, with the money of the con- 
tingent fund, a large number of books, and on his recommendation the next 
legislature organized a library. The period from 1816 to 1819 included the 
organization of five state libraries — in Illinois, New Hampshire, New York, 
Ohio and Pennsylvania — the whole number of states being twenty-two. Be- 
tween 1824 and 1829, seven libraries were erected — in Indiana, Massachusetts. 
Maryland, Missouri, New Jersey, Vermont and Virginia — with twenty-four 
states in the Union. From 1836 to 1840 eight states libraries were established. 

No period has been so remarkable for the increase of state libraries and 
the number of books in them, as that of the last twenty-five year& During 
this time, one state after another has adopted the policy, until at the present 
moment there is such a library in every state and territory. The territories 
organized within the last thirty years have been provided on their organiza- 
tion with such libraries. Congress appropriated five thousand dollars In 
1836 for the purchase of a library for Wisconsin Territory for the use of the 
legislature and the supreme court. The Territory of Oregon had an appro- 
pi iation from Congress in 1848, of like amount, for the same purpose, in 
1850 New Mexico received an appropriation of five thousand dollars, and in 
1854 five hundred dollars additional for her territorial library, which in 1856 
r umbered about two thousand volumes, comprising the standard text t>ooks 
on the various branches of common and civil law and equity, the reports 
of the United States and the state courts and the codes of the several states 
and territories, besides a number of congressional documents. The library 
then contained the manuscript records of the Territory, dating back more 
tl.an three hundred years. This collection of records is probably the oldest in 
the United States. Indeed, it came to be the rule to appropriate in the act 
organizing a territorial government funds for the purchase of a library. It 
was a recognition by the most enlightened body in the nation, of the value 
and necessity of a library, for the welfare of new communities, that they 
might be developed and sustained under wise laws. 

With the accumulation of books at the capitols and state houses, as a 
r"oult of iheir inierchang^s of statutes and journals of the legislatures, the 
necessity of a library organization for their control was still further im- 
pressed upon the ninds of the legislators by the resolutions of South Caro- 
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Una in 1844, which were communicated to the state, proposing an addi- 
tional exchange^that of the reports of the Judicial decisions of each state. 
The proposition has been accepted by all the states. 

Among the causes operating to stimulate the development of state libra- 
ries, the disinterested and zealous exertions of Alexandre Vattemave, ol 
Prance, should not be overlooked. His addresses and appeals, made per- 
sonally to the legislatures of many of the states, in favor of international 
exchanges of stat^ publications and duplicate works with the states and 
cities of Ehirope, awakened a hopeful readiness to carry out his plans, and 
stimulated measures for the increase of state libraries. Washington Irving 
declared the scheme to be worthy of the civilization of the age, especially 
on account of its tendency to germinate libraries promptly and without loss. 
Sixteen states accepted the obligations and expenses of this system of inter- 
national exchanges, in a greater or less degree. 

The management was conducted at Paris, by Vattemave, until his death, 
-which occurred in 1864. The plan did not continue to be sustained, during 
the whole of this period, by all of those states that engaged in it, some of 
them declining to contribute annually to the necessary expenses. This 
abandonment was not merely because the classes of books received were 
chiefly in foreign languages, but because that, irrespective of their value, it 
cost more to bind them than the whole sum the legislature was disposed to 
allow annually for the increase of their libraries. Yet, as early as 1856, M. 
Tattemave had sent from France alone one hundred thousand volumes, be- 
sides those which he had secured from other states of Europe, and had re- 
ceived in return. - eighty thousand volumes from this country. The ex- 
changes carried on by M. Vattemave operated in many ways to develop and 
Tivify intellectual and sympathetic relations between the people of the Old 
and New World. Since his death, the system has been pursued on a more 
efficient and practical basis by the Smithsonian Institution, which, through 
Its various agencies abroad, is very successfully facilitating exchanges, not 
only between states, but between societies and Individuals. 

OP WHAT COMPOSED.' 

The annual increase of books in these libraries is from three sources — 
purchase, exchange and gift The funds for purchase are chiefly from the 
annual appropriations made by the legislature of the several states. There 
is a tendency to a moderate Increase In the amount of these appropriations. 
In the larger states it averages from one thousand Ave hundred to Ave 
thousand dollars. California gets seven thousand dollars. Wisconsin makes 
liberal appropriations for Its Historical Library, as Is shown by a recent 
letter from there. One report congratulates the legislature upon the number 
of works to be found In the library adapted to the wants of the agriculturist, 
the merchant, the banker and the statesman. Another report says the library 
is specially designated to contain books on legislation, government, politics, 
history, statistics and political economy. 

Another says, a glance over the purchases will show that the mechanic j» 
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and engineer's call can now be gratified. These state libraries are in some 
cases also museums of natural history of the state or section, and contain 
the manufactures, drespes and antiquities of the aborigines. Others possess 
portraits and busts of distinguished citizens, with coins and medals. There 
should be, besides books, manuscripts and maps. The last two will be tne 
largest, of course, in the oldest libraries. Manuscripts are constantly needed 
for personal and town history. These libraries are emphatically *'Refertfice 
Libraries,* more particularly for the use of heads of departments, officers, 
legislators, judges, superintendent of public instruction, etc. information 
is in demand at all times from state, county and town, for maps and charts 
on file in th€«e libraries. 

HISTORICAL SOCIETIES. 
It will readily b& seen by the foregoing account of the origin ot state 
libraries, that the material gathered has been from the first of two distinct 
classes, or kinds; thus the way has been prepared for the division of state 
collections into two departments, which has been done by a large number of 
states, that portion pertaining to the law forming the law department, placed 
in charge of the supreme court. The part for valuable reference, the histor- 
ical and miscellaneous matter forming another department, under the man- 
agement of citizens chosen for their fitness for the duties devolving upon 
them. In most of the states historical soci,eties spn^ig , into existence at 
about the same time state libraries were begun. Not connected at all were 
these great institutions for good, but a glance at the dates of their organiza- 
tions show us this: The master minds planning the foundations of our several 
governments builded wiser than they knew, far-reaching are the results of 
their efforts to gather the literature and, art of their day and generation for 
the use of later generations. These historical societies for years existed by 
private contributions, fees or memberships, but the reports show that they 
are rapidly being merged into state organizations, each society, by vote, 
placing in the hands of its state all its valuable collections of books, mann- 
scripts, maps, relics, curios, minerals, fiora, fauna, or whatever it may be, 
to be cared for at public expense. There are letters on file in our office, 
received within the past week, showing how this is being done even now, in 
some of the states of our United States. It was declared by the first one ot 
these historical societies, organized in 1791, and afterwards called the 
"Massachusetts Historical Society," that its object was "to collect, preserve 
and communicate materials for a complete history of the country." No limi- 
tation or aim was made in behalf of the state, or of New England. Later, in 
1804, the New York Historical, and in 1823 the New Hampshire Historical 
societies, were organized, each "for the purpose of discovering, procuring and 
preserving whatever may relate to the civil, literary and ecclesiastical history 
of the United States, and of this state in particular." Pennsylvania declared 
its object to be "the elucidation of the civil and literary history of the state." 
The principal means employed for accomplishing the object aimed at have been 
the establishment of libraries, the collection of manuscripts, thfe forming ot 
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museums of historical memorials and of the natural history of the region^ 
and the printing of historical documents. Their purpose is to collect and 
render accessible to the public the materials for history; as far back as 185t> 
a report shows the states of Maryland and Georgia made the libraries places 
of deposit for valuable state historical records. In addition to books and 
manuscripts, these early historical societies formed museums, and have seau- 
lously collected in their halls memorials of their aborigiQes» of their arts ana 
customs, relics of the prehistoric races, and of the founders and early settlers, 
with portraits of distinguished citizens and cabinets of coins. In these 
respects they resemble, as far as our circumstances will permit, the archaeo- 
logical societies which exist in Great Britain. Old manuscripts and rare books- 
are also collected and preserved, that t^ie poor student may peruse and have a 
chance to investigate. One writer shows how this historical fervor has been 
manifested in a remfirkable degree in the Western States. The Minnesota 
society was created by an act of its first territorial legislature. These pioneer 
founders of the Atlantic states saw that they had not only to preserve the 
memory of French and early settlers, but that they were in the presence of 
the monuments of departed races, though already abraded by the hand of 
time, were certain to be more rapidly effaced by the hand of man. It is 
especially in those states that the legislatures have encouraged the societies 
by annual grants of money, free apartments, or as in Michigan, have pro- 
vided for the care of the collections of the state society in the state library. 
Several of these libraries, your librarian made a personal inspection of two- 
years ago, and that of Wisconsin, located in the capitol building at Madison, 
she will speak of at length. It has a gallery of paintings, and a cabinet ot 
curiosities, antiquities and Revolutionary relics. The collections are free to 
the public to Inspect. It publishes yearly volumes of reports and collections 
to be exchanged .with kindred organizations. It had over twenty years ago 
three hundred manuscripts, 64,000 ))ound volumes and pamphlets, 
complete sets of leading periodicals of this country and Great Britain. LArge 
collections of American genealogy. Of course the specialty is the history ot 
Wisconsin and the Northwest, including Indian history. It has a fine collec- 
tion of European history, however, and a large collection of general ana 
scientific literature. It has newspapers and magazines bound from a fund 
called "a binding fund,*' which in 1876 was $4,000— now |6,000. It had then a 
yearly income of $3,500, a grant from the state, for the benefit of the library, 
which does not include salaries, stationery and other incidental expenses, 
which are also paid by the state. This is related, simply to show how the 
historical library is prized by neighboring states. Of course, in as large an 
Institution as it has grown to b6, they have to employ a librarian, an assistant 
and a cabinet keeper, all paid by the state. We might quote from many 
other states, showing what great value is placed upon these institutions 
and how they are fostered and liberally provided for by the state legislature, 
but this one instance should sufllce. 
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THE HISTORICAL SOCIETY OF MONTANA. 
It has been incorporated since 1865, Feb. 2— nearly thirty-four years. Too 
much praise cansot be given to the men who asasmed the trust of accumu- 
lating information illustrative of the early history of Montana. Like ttie 
Revolutionary fathers of Massachusetts, New York and Pennsylvania, it has 
been their duty to gather and preserve for future historians, valuable material 
in the form of diaries, or journals, manuscripts, records of various kinds. 
Although they too have relinquished their trust to th^ state, yet we should 
ever remember the debt of gratitude we owe to the pioneers of Montana, who 
organized, fostered and kept alive the Historical Society of this state for 
twenty-six years, and who in April. 1891, turned over to this new and rapidly 
developing commonwealth an excellent collection of books and material such 
as is usually found in the possession of an historical society. Its library Is 
already in advance of many similar ones in the older states, but its colleeticNis 
of minerals, flora and fauna and Indian relics (of which we will speak later) 
are not what they should be. 

VOLUME III. "CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE HISTORICAL SOCIETY." 

It has been a part of the plan of the founders of the Historical Society to 
publish each year (See Sec. 2393, article 4), as is the custom with other statee, 
material collated from the contributed manuscripts and records on hand. 
These manuscripts contain narratives of early events and. personal history, 
and are precious beyond price, and out of this contributed matter, two vol- 
umes have been published, ably edited by the librarians in charge at the 
time of their publication. These books^are neatly bound, of good paper — 
excellent histories, and not expensive, either, at $2.50 per volume. It does not 
reflect credit upon us that of volume 2 over 700 copies are yet on hand of the 
1,000 published, although It has been out two years or. longer. A copy 
should be In every home In Montana, where books are found at all, and our 
school children should be familiar with Its contents. It might be an induce- 
ment to our citizens to purchase volume 2 if they knew what it contained.

CONTRIBUTIONS TO THE HISTORICAL SOCIETIES. 
Of the first volume, twenty-three copies remain; of the second volume, 
over 730 copies are on hand. The flrst year of its publication, Mr. Sanders 
•disposed of, in various ways, as his report shows, 251 copies. The past two 
years and a half only nine have been sold — live of volume 1, four of volume 2, 
eight exchanged and five donated. A strenuous eftort should be made this 
year to sell at least 300 copies, as this is a source of revenue; according to 
fiection 2389 of the code, it is to be a part of our fund or income for defraying 
expenses of the library. There will be, by another year, it is hoped, a larger 
exchange list, too, as it is planned to secure exchanges from scien title and 
liistorlcal societies all over the world, thus the number on hand, it may be 
safely calculated, will be reduced one-half. The price, it seems, might be 
reduced to $2 per copy without detriment to the cause. The manuscript of the 
library has not been increased since Mr. Sanders retired. Selections from 
these contributions had been made partly for the third volume by him. It is 
suggested that when that volume comes out it should also contain reminis- 
cences, or personal experiences, journal extracts and interviews from some 
of the pioneer women. The silent, but potent factor, in the social life and 
^owth of the new community should not be ignored; the courage displayed, 
the privations endured, the loyalty to husband and father; these traits should 
be held up in the printed page as worthy examples for our youth to emulate 
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ODd follow. Correspondence has been opened with a number of these noble 
women who crossed the plains in the *60's^ and we are sure some will respond 
to our request. This third volume should contain maps of places deecribea, 
pictures of places, also. The **Iowa Annals," a similar work from that state, 
abounds in these helps, and a letter from Major Brackett to Mr. Sanden* 
three years ago urges the use of maps in our publications. It Is also sug- 
gested that, in print, paper and size, volume 3 be made like volume 1, as the 
cost is less. 

ACCESSIONS. 

By a glance at the U. S. reports, we see these libraries obtain the annual 
inci*ea8e of books from three sources — purchase, exchanges and gifts. The 
funds for purchase are chiefly from the annual appropriations made by the 
legislatures of the several states. We have no appropriation especially for 
that purpose; so our accessions by purchase must be limited until the legis- 
lature changes its policy toward this department of the state library. We have 
shown what kind of books are required to meet the wants of our people, or of 
any people, indeed. It is also contemplated that upon the shelves of historical 
libraries there should be books that cannot be found anywhere else. There 
comes to our table notices of very valuable books that ought to be on our 
shelves, but without means to purchase, we are compelled to put them aside, 
and these are generally books sold by subscription and cannot be purchased 
in future years. A book committee chosen by the chairman, to whom these 
matters could be referred, would be a wise step, we think. The second source, 
"exchanges." It will be readily seen that this is an important part of the 
librarian's duty — to secure a large exchange list. These exchanges consist of 
reports from difterent bodies of men — scientific, historical, etc. These books 
cannot be bought, and become scarce and rare, after a few years. By gifts, 
cur library increases very slowly. We have two valuable collections — one 
owned by Granville Stuart, we hold in custody; the other, "The Henry 
Guthrie Collection," was given us; its value, lies in ihe age of the books and 
the scarcity of the copies; it consists of two classes of work — Law and 
Miscellaneous. You will observe the dates show that a part of them are over 
two hundred years old, dating back to 1658. They are in a good state of 
preservation, considering their Journeys about the world.

There are at present about 12,000 volumes in the library, bound and 
unbound. Of this number the larger part are government documents. Many 
of the states are represented by Journals and senate documents. Proper 
shelving and arrangement of these books will make them easy of access for 
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reference and readily found by the student when desired. The librarian will 
make herself perfectly familiar during the winter with the books and tnefr 
contents, and will gladly aid the visitor in procuring the needed information. 
It is absolutely necessary in a library of this kind (for reference only) tHat 
the librarian should take the place of a catalogue — in otlier words, should be 
a live catalogue. There is no way by which a knowledge may be obtained, 
as to the increase of the number of volumes since April 1, 1897; we simply 
roughly estimate the number now on hand and give a classification of them. 
An accession book should be procured for the purpose of keeping accurate 
and systematic account of the additions to the library. At a cost of |5 tnis 
book can be secured, and it is indispensable tq a well-regulated library. As 
this is a reference library, good use can be made of it by citizens over the 
Btate, if they will communicate with the librarian, making known tne 
desired data or information wanted upon a given topic. Editors, writers for 
literary clubs, reading circles, debating societies and kindred organizations, 
as well as the citizen at home, the pupil in school, the teacher— all classes, 
should write to this institution. The books are yours, the librarian is a 
public servant placed here to do your bidding, and through her you can make 
almost as good use of the library as though you had the books in your own 
homes. 

BULLETINS. 
Bulletins should be sent out to high school teachers, particularly, notifying 
them of the rich historical works here for the student of U. S. History to 
examine. Among these are Michigan's 27 volumes of "History of Pioneers," 
• Massachusetts History," "The War of the Rebellion," 60 volumes; this latter 
work is exceedingly valuable add includes Federal and Confederate olticiai 
papers. There are histories from nearly all of the states and territories, with , 
which to augment the knowledge obtained from their text book used, whether 
it be a history or geography. The same may be said of the sciences. Liet the 
children and teachers feel that we are coadjutors of theirs; we are a part of 
the school system in a broad sense, and should be a powerful factor in the 
education of our youth. As has been stated at the beginning, Montana Histo- 
rical Library is in the lead; but the law calls for more than this, €tnd we 
think a very important avenue for delightful instruction to the young has 
been neglected. 

THE FLORA, FAUNA. MINERALS, ETC. 
The fauna of this region is very rapidly disappearing, with nothing as yet 
in the possession of the society to meet the requirements of section 2393, under 
duties of librarian, and it is feared this cannot be done without means to 
purchase the specimens owned by private individuals. It says in article 2, 
"He shall also procure specimens of the metals and minerals, of the flora 
and fauna of the state, together with natural curiosities and antiquities, pre- 
serving, designating and displaying the same, etc." In order to make a 
beginning in these divisions of the library, some fifty letters were written 
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to leading mine owners of gold, silver, copper, marble, asbestos, coal and 
granite, and have received four kind responses — one from Hon. W. A. Clark, 
of Butte; another from Hon. Henry Knippenberg, of Glendale; and also from 
Mr. Henry filling and Mr. Gsler, offering to ctgrry out the suggestions in the 
letter, namely: to give us a cabinet filled with specimens from their mines. 
These cabinets we will have as soon as the gentlemen can get them ready. 
Letters have come to us recently from State Librarians, asking for the ex- 
change of valuable books for specimens of our minerals, Indian relics, nora 
and fauna, of which we are thought to have a large collection, as we should 
have. It would be amusing, if it were not a shame, that although we have 
one of the best libraries in the west, yet we have not a single specimen of the 
materials in which our state abounds, or has abounded in the past Fine 
collections which our worthy citizens would be glad to sell at mere cost to 
the state, are passed by, and these prize specimens shipped east or south, to 
those states that appreciate such stores of wealth and scientific value. There 
are at the present time the following collections for sale, of which your libra- 
rian has knowledge, and which should certainly be the property ol the state 
before another year: S. K. Davis, Helena, cabinet of minerals; Frank Leon- 
ard. Llbby, cabinet of minerals; Mrs. Vlning Cook, of Boulder, collection ot 
fauna. I^wis King, of Anaconda, has a splendid collection of Indian relics, 
f.ne buffalo, etc. A large exhibit of fauna 'owned by parties in Livingston. 
Our own Helena taxidermist also has splendid specimens for sale. Mrs. 
K. M. Fitch, of Sheridan, has twenty-four choice specimens of flora, scien- 
tifically mounted and labeled, for which she received a diploma from the 
World's Columbian Exposition: she might be induced to part with them. 
Mrs. Clinton Moore, of Butte, will no doubt assist in augmenting the Boze- 
man College collection of the Rocky Mountain plants. Letters were also 
written to the Board of Lady Managers, asking them to Join me in an appeal 
to Bozeman College, for the collection of flora prepared in 1893, for Chicago. 
A generous response came from Mrs. Rickards and Mrs. Cooper, stating the 
college would also give the collection made by its students, this last year. 
A letter was written to Mr. George Gray, Sun River, for his old map ot 
Montana; no response as yet. Have written several other appeals, one for an 
old newspaper, owned by a gentleman in Park county, who declined to give it 
up. One to Saco for a moose head; no reply. My predecessor, Mr. Sanders, 
stated, as a reason for recommending the sending out of a person to gather 
material, which would otherwise be lost, that "you might write and write and 
write letters, but they would not answer." This is known now to be a fact 
by your librarian; stamped envelopes have been enclosed in vain. If It Is 
possible to get these valuable and interesting things by such a course, it 
^ould seem that it should be done, for the museum is incomplete, meagre 
and not creditable to our state. The collection of relics could be greatly en- 
larged by a gift from each of the many homes, having perhaps one or more 
things, seen only by the few friends of a small circle, while it would, if in 
possession of the libraiy, become a potent factor in the education of the 
many students coming to its walls for information. It is to be hoped that our 
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citizens will give heed to the suggestions made by the last librarian, and In- 
deed made in each report issued from former librarians, **Place your relics In 
the custody of the Historical Society." 

We shall also be glad to receive additions to our collections of portraits 
and pictures of places and events. There should be a collection oi pictures 
rertaining to the early history of our schools, pictures of pioneer teachers, 
bchool houses, and by it should be placed the exhibit shown at the World's 
Columbian Exposition and at Omaha this year; both of these collections have 
been asked for by letters to Profs. Klock and Young. When we recall the 
fact that this is the only cabinet of a permanent public character preserved 
ior the whole state, it is hoped that whatever Is appropriate, curious and rare 
will be sent to it to be preserved and cared for. An effort is being made to 
procure curios from Manila and the Philippines. Letters have been written 
to many of our soldier boys, requesting them to send things to us. Sergeant 
Asa Fisk forwarded one article, as the first Installment — ^an immense cigar, 
with the startling inetlllgence that little bits of tots smoke them., it is 
nearly 61-2 inches long and 2 1-2 inches around its widest part; we are to 
lecelve some elephant tusks from Mr. Fisk, also. Later on, in future years, 
this addition to the museum will be visited often and with interest by thoso 
studying "Our War with Spain." 

Laws Affecting the Library. 

For the convenience of our friends at home, and for the information or 
interested persons abroad, we give a copy of the law of the state pertaining 
to the Historical and Miscellaneous Department of the State Library. 

POLITICAL CODE. 

Section 2381. The State Library consists of two separate departments— 
First, the Law Library; second, the Historical and Miscellaneous Library. 
The former is under the control of a Board of Five Trustees, of which the 
<'hief Justice and Associate Justices of the Supreihe Court shall be ex-otncio 
members, the Secretary of State and State Auditor, of which Board the Chief 
Justice is President and the Secretary of State, Secretary. The latter shall be 
under the control of the Board of Five Trustees, appointed by the Governor 
with the advice and consent of the Senate. The members of both Boards 
shall serve without compensation, and the term of those not serving ex- 
oflficio shall be for two years and until their successors are appointed and 
qualified. 

Section 2382. The powers and duties of said Boards are as follows: 

1. To make rules and regulations, not inconsistent with law, for their 
own government and for the government of the libraries committed to their 
<;are. 

2. Till otherwise provided, to rent suitable rooms for the libraries and 
provide necessary furniture, fuel and light for the same. 

3. To appoint their respective librarians and prescribe their duties not 
otherwise provided for.

4. To sell or exchange duplicate copies of books and pay the money aris- 
ing therefrom into the library fund of the department to which it belongs. 

5. To see that the books and other property of the respective department 
are in order and repair. 

6. To draw from the State Treasury at any time when needed for legiti- 
mate and authorized expenses any moneys belonging to the fund of theli 
respective departments. 

7. To report to the Governor biennially a statement of all important 
transactions with suggestions of what they deem necessary for the in- 
creased utility of their respective departments. 

Section 2384. It is the duty of the librarian of each department: 

1. To be in attendance at the library during office hours. 

2. To purchase, under the direction of the trustees, all books, maps, en- 
gravings, paintings, furniture and supplies for the libraries. 

3. To number and stamp all books, maps, papers and pamphlets belonging 
to the library and keep a catalogue thereof, and, as the means are provided 
therefor, to have the same printed and distributed, under the direction of 
the trustees. 

4. To have bound all books, pamphlets and papers when directed thereto. 

5. To keep a register of all books and property belonging to the libraries, 
tho additions made each year and the cost thereof. 

6. To keep a register of all books or other property taken from the library 
under the authority of the Trustees. 

7. To establish and maintain a system of domestic and foreign exchange 
of books, maps or other publications and to obtain from the Secretary of 
State such numbers of all state publications as may be needed to supply the 
demands of the system established. 

Section 2385. All persons during library hours are permitted to examine 
the libraries and their contents. During sessions of the Legislative Assembly 
the members thereof may take books from the libraries and state officials 
may do so at any time. Law books may be taken from the library to the 
court room by an attorney and returned the same day. 

Section 2389. The fund of the Law Library Department of the State Li- 
brary consists of the fees collected and paid into the State Treasury by the 
Secretary of State, and twenty per cent of all fees paid into the State 
Treasury by the Clerk of the Supreme Court, and any appropriation specially 
made for this department by the Legislative Assembly. The fund of the 
Historical and Miscellaneous Department of the State Library consists of the 
receipts from the sale of any of its publications, authorized to be sold, and 
of any appropriation specially made in its behalf by the Legislative Assembly. 

Section 2391. The annual salary of the librarian of each department Is 
twelve hundred dollars, payable out of the general fund of the State Treasury. 

Section 2392. The Librarian must execute an official bond in the sum of 
one thousand dollars, to be approved by the Governor and deposited with the 
Secretary of State. 

Section 2393. In addition to the duties prescribed in the foregoing section 
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the librarian of the Historical and Miscellaneous Department shall, under 
the direction of the Trustees thereof: 

1. Procure by purchase, exchange or donation, as far as means and 
opportunity allow all books, writings, letters, Journals and narratives of 
pioneers, as well as autographs, maps and charts illustrative of or relating 
to the history of Montana as a Territory or State. 

2. He shall also procure specimens of the metals and minerals, of the 
flora and fauna of the State, together with natural curiosities and antiquities, 
preserving, designating and displaying the same under rules prescribed by 
the Trustees. 

3. He shall procure copies of ail newspapers published in the State, also 
as far as possible of all books, magazines, pamphlets, written or published 
in the State, and have the same suitably bound for reference and preserva- 
tion. 

4. He shall each year public a volume of transactions and contributions, 
under the supervision of the trustees, who shall also direct the distribution 
of the same to promote exchanges and secure additions to the library. 

Section 2394. The librarian of either department of the State Library 
is authorized to pay reasonable freight, express and mall charges upon 
books or other articles sent to the library by the general, state or foreign 
governments or private parties, taking proper vouchers therefor, and upon 
presentation of such vouchers to the Board of Examiners and the allowance 
thereof, the same must be paid out of the State Treasury from the particular 
library fund to which they are chargeable. 

Section 2396. All accounts for the rent of library rooms, fuel, light and 
other necessaries ,and for the purchase and printing of books, furniture and 
Hxtures, must be made out by the librarian and approved by the State Board 
of Examiners and paid out of the State lYeasury from the library fund to 
which they are properly chargeable. 

Section 2396. There Is hereby appropriated annually for the salary of the 
librarian of each department of the State Library the sum of twelve hundred 
dollars, and for the purchase and printing of books and other necessary ex- 
penses the further sum of one thousand dollars to each of said depart- 
ments.

SUGGESTIONS. 

1. It is the custom in other states to turn over all reports published by 
the state to the State Library to use for exchange, and it should be here, 
wc think. 

2. A register should be kept of the visitors from abroad, and table and 
chairs should be provided for students or members of literary clubs who 
come to the rooms in search of information from the books found only on 
our shelves. There will no doubt be a much larger number of this class ot 
visitors, as it is the purpose of the librarian to place an extended notice each 
fortnight in the daily papers, of the new books coming to us, and their con- 
tents noted. 

3. If it meets your approval, an effort will be made by the librarian 
during the vacation month (August) to visit each county seat, and interview 
the citziens upon matters of vital interest to this institution, or rather to 
their institution. Plans will be inaugurated to have local historical clubs 
formed, whose object will be to send data to this office, suitable for volumes 
of hi.story, to appear in the future; to secure relics, curios, speci- 
n.tents of minerals, flora, fauna, etc., by purchase or gift. The circles 
will bring people in touch with the library. It may be that membership fees 
erals, flora, fauna, etc., by purchase or gift. It may be that membership tees 
can be adopted. Counties will soon vie with each other as to the largest 
collection sent here, and articles of beautiful furniture, such as cases 
for birds, minerals and relics, may be purchased by these societies, due 
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credit being given them by the labels on the articles. Where pioneer asso- 
ciations exist in the county, the affairs will be left with them, but in the 
ab8ence of such a society, a little circle will be formed, if possible, and 
great good will come to the cause from these bodies of men, women, glria 
and boys. Reports from these societies should be published in the biennial 
report; also mention of their work in the local papers as often as they are 
heard from. In this way Mr. Sanders' recommendation may be met and 
compiled with, without Incurring any additional expense for a person In the 
field. 

4. It Is to be regretted that a complete file of letters received has not been 
kept, as they become excellent documentary evidence for history In future 
>ears. If the board will secure files your librarian will place properly all of 
past administrations that are remaining. 

THE PRESS. 

The library Is under obligations to the press of the state for the copies of 
dallies and weeklies sent, of which there are ninety. They, In turn, should 
be thankful to us for binding and preserving their files, so that If their office 
Is destroyed by fire they can come here for matter of history desired for their 
columns. It would seem a prudent thing to consider the advisability of lim- 
iting the number to be bound, however. Other states select certain papers, 
perhaps two from each county, or the leading papers of each city; It resolves 
Itself into a sort of "survival of the fittest. Some Oi. these papers are so 
short-lived as to scarcely be worth the expense of binding and preserving. 
The board should look over these papers before being sent to the binder and 
make selections from them. 

You will observe by reference to the expense account of '97 *that the 
binding of the papers cost a good deal more than half of the annual appro- 
priation. 

INSURANCE. 
The librarians have referred from time to time to the matter of Insurance. 
This seems a wise suggestion, as the books and papers are of great value; 
manj of them cannot be replaced at any cost. At least $10,000 should be car- 
ried, for we are not paying rent, fuel nor light bills, owing to the generosity 
of the Lewis and Clarke County Commissioners. It therefore seems that the 
state can well afford to carry Insurance. 

NEW QUARTERS. 
It would seem that now Is the proper time to look over the plans of the 
now room and make suggestion as to changes, if any are needed. The floor 
Fpace is about what we now occupy; surely additional space will be needed 
very soon after moving In, If the library and museum grow, as It has every 
evidence of doing to-day. The arrangement of the glass partitions should be 
looked after. It will be netessary to plan the room so that the librarian 
may have an oversight of the whole of It at a glance. A committee chosen 
for the purpose, or a visit from the entire board to the architect's office, will 
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enable you to decide to your own satisfaction of the merits of the quarterfl 
assigned the institution of which you have charge. 

COURTESIES. 
For valuable instruction and helpful books, your librarian is under great 
obligations to Mr. Frank Patten, of the Helena City Library. His counsel 
and excellent suggestions as to the management of the library, the arrange- 
ment of its interior, methods of keeping books, etc., are certainly fully 
appreciated by her, and gratefully acknowledged. She has also received 
courtesies from Mr. John F. Davies, of Butte Library, in kind letters and 
donations of books and pamphlets, for which she is thankful.

To His Excellency, Robert B. Smith, Governor of Montana: 

Dear Sir: — I have the honor to transmit herewith the biennial report 
oi the Librarian of the Historical and Miscellaneous Department of the 
State Library, as required by Section '2382 of the Political Code. 

We trust its contents will enable you to see that through the untiring 
yeal and persistent effort of the LibraVian, an excellent beginning has 
been made towai-ds systemizing the mass of useful material, which had 
been accumulating for the past thirty-six years, but which for many 
reasons was unclassified and somewhat disorganized, when she entered 
upon her duties two years ago. The conditions would have daunted a 
less courageous spirit, but it has been a pleasure to note the change 
from week to week wrought by the painstaking hand whose taste, edu- 
cation and experience has i)eculiarly well fitted her for the place. The 
state papers are ke})t scrupulously neat and orderly, easily found by the 
daily visitors; material for historical research obtainable in a few mo- 
ments upon any subject represented upon its shelves. 

We feel that the selection of the Librarian was a wise one. 

We earnestly hope this resume of the past two years labor ^^ll en- 
lighten you, as well as the members of the Legislature, fully as to the 
needs of the department, and that its suggestions may meet with your 
approval, and be found worthy of your favorable recommendation for 
a generous response to its modest requests. We concur heartily in the 
estimate of expenses; parsimonious action will cripple one of the most 
important State Institutions. 

The last Legislature increased the appropriation slightly, but at least 
three times the amount will be needed to equip the librar}' properly. To 
l)jnd the papers and pamphlets each year, to secure a cabinet for the card 
catalogue, and to bind two-hundred volumes in book form for ex- 
change, to publish a volume of Contributions to the Historical Society, 
for office expenses, for purchase of books we cannot secure by exchange, 
for framing of pictures and documents, for purchase of relics and 
curios, we should have $3,000 for 1901, and a like sum for 1902. This 
is a moderate estimate, it seems to us, considering the value to every 
citizen of our young state, of the work it is doing, and the priceless ma- 
terial it is gathering and storing for use in years to come. 

The department is under renewed obligations to the Board of 
County Commissioners of Lewis and Clarke County for giving it, free 
of charge, commodious rooms with heat and light, in the u])per floor of 
the Court House.

Report of Librarian for the Years )899-)900* 

To the Honorable William B. Ilundley, President of the Board of 

Trustees. 

Sir: I have the honor to present for your consideration the fifth 
biennial report of the Librarian of the Historical Department of the 
^lontana State Librar}^ for the Years 1899-1900. 

The labors of the past two years have been crowned with success, evi- 
denced by the large number of valuable donations, the increased at- 
tendance of persons seeking historical data, the many calls for news- 
paper files, the constant arrival of letters from other states and coun- 
tries inquiring for the reports and books of the society — asking also 
how it is maintained — its relation to the State, etc. It should be a 
source of gratification to the pioneer lawmakers of the territory to see 
the successful outcome of their well laid plans for a State Library, and 
to the founders of the Historical Society to know that its work is so 
well established and that Montana is so far ahead of its near neighbors 
in this respect. Oregon organized only in 1897, Illinois in 1889, Iowa in 
1892, Idaho Historical Department not yet formed, Dakota no Histor- 
ical Library — even California with several local Historical Societies, 
has just organized a State Department whose sole object is to preserN'e 
its history. 

HISTORY, OEGAXTZATIOX AND GROWTH. 

For the infonnation of the citizens of our ovm Commonwealth, and 
for the benefit of those with whom we exchange, it seems best to devote 
a little space to the histor}' of the organization of our State Librar}*, 
how it has grown by the foj^tering care of the Territorial Legislatures, 
and the earnest efforts of hopeful men of literary turn of mind who 
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kept alive the Historical Society in its infancy. We find the expressed 
intention of the first promoters of each department of the institution, 
and the original aim set forth in the Journal of our first lawmakers, 
who met December, 1864, at Bannack, the first capital. Page 453 of 
the Public Laws of the Territory of Montana of that General Assembly 
under *^an act defining the duties of Territorial Auditor," read as fol- 
lows: '^Section 6 — lie shall keep his office at the seat of government in 
connection with the library of the Territory, which office shall be fur- 
nished with all needful maps, cases for books, stationer}% etc." 

The Auditor was ex officio Librarian for years, and thus the founda- 
tion of the Miscellaneous and Law Departments was laid. In the same 
volume of the laws of that first session, page 620 under Private and 
Special Tjaws is '*An act to incorporate the Historical Society of Mon- 
tana." It reads thus: Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of tho 
Territory of Montana: 

Section 1. That in order to collect and arrange facts in r^ard to the 
early history of this TenMtory, the discovery of Its mines, incidents of the fur 
trade, etc., H. L. Hosmer, C. P. Higgins, John Owens, James Stuart, W. F. 
Sanders, Malcohn Clark, F. M. Thompson. William Graham, Granville Stuart, 
W. M. Delacy, C. B. Irvfaie and Charles S. Bagg, their associates and suc- 
cessors are hereby made and constituted a body politic, under the name 
and style of the Historical Society of Montana. 

Sec. 2. Said coriwration may have and use a common seal, and alter the 
same at pleasure, and shall have power In its coiT>orate name to sue and 
be sued, to contract and be contracted with, plead and be impleaded, in any 
of the courts of law and equity In this Territory, and own such real es- 
tate as may be necessary for the transaction of their business. 

Sec. 3. The persons herein named, or a majority of them, shall meet 
at such time and place as may be designated by a call signed by at least 
three of the persons named In this act. to l>e published in some newspaper 
in this territory,, and choo<»e a president, secretary, treasurer, historian and 
a board of five trr.stees, which offlceis shall continue in office one year, 
or until others are chosen in their place. 

Sec. 4. The board of directors, or a quorum thereof, shall have power 
to form such by-laws and ordinances as shall from time to time seem to 
them needful and proper, and to alter and amend the same at their pleasure 
in accordance with the constitution of the Tlnited Stiites and the laws of 
this Territory. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after Its 
passage. 

Approved February 2, 18^. 

The bill was council bill No. 15, introduced by F. M. Thompson of 
Beaver Read Count v, now of Greenfield, Mass. 
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As the second and third sessions were declared null and void by act of 
Congress we pass them. The next notice of a desire to create a li- 
brary came in the fourth session, 1867, when Col. Sam Word introduced 
H.B.No. 26, entitled. '*An Act to provide, for a Territorial Library," see 
page 92 of House Journal of that se&sion; page 104 of same Journal 
shows that J. M. Anderson of Edgerton (now Lewis and Clarke) county 
a chairman of committee on Territorial affairs, reportetd bill back 
with recommendations that it be indefinitely postponed, which report 
was received.^' 

In 1869, Laws of fifth session, held Dec. 7, 1868, to January 15th. 
1869, page 121 reads as follows, and is found in Council Journal of that 
session on page 272, under H. J. M. No. 8 — House Journal page 249, 
J. M. Sweeney introducing it. 

**To the Honorable the Senate and House of the United States In Cou- 
ffresB assembled: 

Your memorialists, the legitilative assembly of the Territory 
of Montana, respectfully ivpresent, that thei-e has been organized In this 
territory, a society known as the Historical Society of the Territory of 
Montana; that the stwiety being organized for the purpose of preserving 
such historical incidents as are worthy of preservation, and generally for 
the advancement of literature in this ten-itory; that the said society is givatly 
in need of means for the purpose of maintaining its organization and the 
carr>'ing out of the beneficial designs of its inception. 

Your memoriaUsits, understanding it to be tlie custom of the general govern- 
ment to foster such institutions in the several territories, would respectfully 
Inquest your honorable body to appropriate for the relief of said society 
the sum of three thousand dollars. 

And your memorialists will ever pray. etc. 
Approved January 15, 18(>9. 

Page 545 of the Laws of Montana Territorv, 1871-72, chapter 56 says: 
Sec. 1. There shall be elected or appoin.ted in the Territory of Montana 
the following oflficers to-wit: First, one Delegate to Congress. Second, Mem- 
bers of the Council of the Legislative Assembly. Third, Members of the 
House of the Legislative Assembly. Fourth, Tenitorial Treasurer. Fifth, 
one Territorial Auditor, icho shall be ex-offido Librarian, 

Thus we see caiTied out from 1864 the plan of the Auditor acting as 
Librarian. 

In 1873 council journal of Extraordinary session, page 149, shows that 
the Historical Society was recognized as an important institution, and 
Oxrens' bill for an appropriation for it and the law Library called C. 
B. No. 70 was signed by Gov. Potts. The sum of $150 for Historical 
Society, $200 for Law Library. 

Next we have eighth session, 1874, the year after, a house concurrent 
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resolution appropriating $500 to the Historical Society. J. C. Kerley 
offered the resolution, see page 88, house journal. An effort was made 
in the ninth session, 1876, see page 40 of Council Journal to have the 
report of the Historical Society printed, but failed. 

While appropriations have been made from time to time for the His- 
torical Society, and the Territorial Library, yet no doubt the appeal of 
Judge Conger and Judge Wade of 1881 hastened the plan for a better 
organization of the law Library — we give it in full as found on i)age 
.■>5 of Council Journal of twelfth session Territorial Ijegislature. 
"To the Honorable President of the CouncU, and Speaker of the House: 

The honorable, the Judj^es of the Supreme Court would respectfully rep- 
resent through you to the Le^fislative Assembly of the Territory of Monitanfl, 
now in session, that the transcripts decisions and other papers pertaining to 
the records of the Supreme Court have greatly accumulated; that they arc 
of great value to the public of the Territory; that the clerk of this court 
is not provided with any office or other place for the suitable and safe key- 
ing of these records, and, thercfore, tliey are now, and have been stored 
away in boxes, and sheltei^ in the open hall of the court house, of Lewis 
& Clarke County, liable to be lost or destroyed, to the great inconvenience 
of this court, and the scandal of public justice in the territory of Montana, 

They would therefore most earnestly request that a law be passed au- 
thorizing the clerk of this court to procure a suitable office and proper place 
for the safe keeping and arrangements for all the records and documents 
of the Supreme Court: and that means may be appropriated for carrying 
into effect— this, tlieir request." 

Because of this appeal no doubt, a bill was framed by our elect gover- 
nor. Honorable J. K. Toole, who was president of the council of that 
session. It is found on page 66, Council Journal of twelfth session, called 
C. B. No. 10, "An Act regulating the Montana Library," which became 
n law February, 1881, and is the first recognition by the Territory of 
the necessity of an Historical Librar}" separate from the T^w and Mis- 
cellaneous. We give it in full below, as it marks an epoch in the organ- 
ic life of our present system of the State Library. 

An Act Eegulating the Montana Library. 

Be it enacted by the I>egislative Assembly of the Territory of Mon- 
tana: 

Sec. 1. The books, i>amphlets, papers, maps and charts, paintings and 
engravings, and other things belonging to the Territory now in the Terri- 
torial Library, and in the Territorial law library, or which shall be here- 
after added to the same, shall constitute the Montana Library. 

Sec. 2. There shall be two divisions of the Montana library, one of 
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which shall embrace all miscellaneous works, books, pamphlets, maps and 
charts, paintings and engravings, and the statutes and other books, required 
hy law to be deposited in the office of tlie Territorial auditor, and shall 
bo knoA^Ti as the miscellaneous division of the Montana library. The other 
shall embrace all boolcs of reports and otlier law books, and shaJl be known 
as the law division of the Montana library, which shall be kept in the office 
tif the clerk of the supreme court, and of which the clerk shall be ex- 
iifficio libraHan. The governor and secretary of the Territory, the disti-ict 
attorney of the judicial district in which the capital is situated, and the 
president of tlie council, shall constitute a board of directors of the mis- 
cellaneous division; and the judges of the Supreme Court shall consti- 
tute a boai"d of directors of tlie law division of tlie Montana library. 

Sec. 3. The board of directors of the miscellaneous division 
are hereby authorized and rt»quire<l to procure suitable room or 
looms, with the necessary furniture, shelving and other fixtures for 
the use of said division of the llbraiy. and cause tlie books, papers, etc., to be 
properly placed therein. They sliall have power to appoint some suitable 
person to take charge thereof as libi*arian, with an annual salai-y of three 
liundred dollars, to lye iwiid quarterly by the Territorial ti'casuror out of any 
money in the treasuiy not otherwise appropriated. The salary account shall 
be approved by some meml>er of the board of directors of the miscellaneous 
division and tiled in the office of the auditor, who shall draw his warrant 
therefor. For the purpose of fitting up the miscellaneous division of the 
library room, there shall be appropriated the sum of two hundred and fifty 
dollars, payable to the board of directors of said division; and any balaiice 
of said sum not used for tliat purpose, may be by said board expended 
as an additional amount for the purchasing of books and papers to be 
added to the library division under tlxeir charge. The board of directors 
sliall audit and approve the accounts for fuel and lights necessary for the 
use of the miscellaneous division of the library, and, upon presentation, the 
auditor shall draw a warrant on the treasurer tlierefor. 

Sec. 4. Each board of directors sliall have power to make such rules and 
regulations, not inconsistent with this act for the regulation of the division 
of tlie library under their charge, as they may deem proper and may pre- 
scribe penalties for any violation thereof, >\liich shall l>e collected in the 
f^me manner as for non-return or injury' of any book as provided in this act. 

Sec. 5. The directors of the law division of the Montana library may 
sell or exchange any surplus or duplicate copies of books, or sets of reports 
In such divisdon of the library, and use the money arising from such sale in 
purchasing other la^ books or reports for such library. 

Sec. 0. There sliall be established and maintained with the miscel- 
laneous division of the Montana library an historical department, the ob- 
ject of which shall bo to collect, preserve and publish the national and 
politVal history of the territoiy. lor this pun)ose the librarian of said 
division shall procure, as far as possible, all writings, histories, letters, 
lectures, essays, maps, chart*? and books relating to said Territory, and Its 
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liistoiTi and carefully preserve the same. lu like manner he shall ]>rocupe 
specimens of geolo^', iQineralogy, and l>otanj% and cause tJie same to be 
carefully la!)eled, with the date of procuring the stime, and the location 
where produced: and, in case of voluntary contributions, the name of the 
donor shall be added tJieix3to. He shall cause the same to be carefully 
paclied in boxes and cases, suitable for examination, and retain the same 
within the library. The said librarian shall also procure full copies of all 
newspapers lieretofon^ or hereafter published in the Territory, and cause 
the same Lo he bound in suitable volumes, and deposit and keep the same 
in the lil)rary. In like manner he shall procure at least one copy of all 
liamphlets, magaziries and books published in the Territory for the use of 
the library. 

Sec. 7. It shall be the duty of each librarian to make out a written 
f-ataloguf., conveniently arranged in alphabetical order, of all books, mr.ps, 
charts, and paniphlets. iu the division of the library under his charge, 
adding t tie re to as the library is Increased, which shall be kept for the use 
of persons authorized to withdraw books. They shall also cause all books 
and property belonging to each division of the library to be properly 
stamped, or marked, with a printed or stamped label, on the inside of the 
cover, containing the words "Montana library— law division,"— (or)— "Mon- 
tana library— miscellaneous division,*' as the case may be, and also to write 
the same words on the thirtietli page of each volume, at the bottom, ami 
sliall, one month prior to each regular session of the legislature, make out 
and deliver to the governor, a full catalogue of all such books and property 
in his possession. A copy of such catalogue shall be sent by the governor 
to the speaker of the house of representatives on the meeting of the house, 
and published with the book edition of the journal of the legislature. Said 
librarians are hereby autliorized to pay reasonable freight, express and 
mail chai*ges upon books or other documents sent to either division of said 
library by the general or state governments, or by private parties, taking 
proper vouchers therefor; and, upon presentation of such vouchers, the ter- 
ritorial auditor shall, at the end of each quarter in the year, issue a warrant 
upon the Territorial treasurer in favor of such librarians for the amount 
due for such frelglit, express and mail charges at the time. Said librarians 
sball also make out and post in some convenient and conspicuous place a 
statement of the rules and regulations of tlie library. 

Sec. 8. Each librarian sliall, on or before the twentieth day of De- 
••ember in each year, report to the governor the condition of the division 
under his charge, stating the number of volumes contained therein, the 
number of volumes purchased during the past year and the cost then»of; 
the number of volumes received by donation; the number of volumes in- 
jured or not returned, if any, and the amount received in compensation 
therefor, and such suggestions and further information as maj be deemed 
by him desirable. 

Sec. 9. The librarians of each division of the library are hereby directed 
to exchange statutes, journals, legislative documents and other books witli 
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ether legislative bodies and librartaDs as they shall deem proper, under the 
direction of the board. 

Soc. 10. The librarians shall transfer, each to the other, all the books, 
pamphlets, papers, etc., which, by the terms of this act, belong to the two 
divisions respectively, now in their possession, or which shall hereafter 
come into their possession as such librarian. ♦ 

Sec. 11. All persons shall l>e permitted to visit the library and examine 
and read the books tliei*ein, and may take out any book and retain the same 
lor three weeks by depositing a sum of money, equal to double the value 
of the book, witli the librarian, which sum shall be returned to the owner 
ou the return of the book. The governor and all officers of the Territory, 
:ind tlieir clerks actually engaged in the service of the Territory, judges 
of the supreme court, district and probate courts. United States attorney 
and marshal!, all licensed attorneys, members and ex-members of the legis- 
lative assembly, ajid their clerks, and sergeant-at-arms, shall Imve free 
access to the use of the books of the library, and have the liberty of taking 
the same out under such regulations as may be prescribetl by the board of 
'fcirectoi*s of either branch of said library; but no public officer, or other 
person having tlie right to take books out of the library, shall have the 
jmthority to give any other person an order to take any books out of the 
same; and if any person having such right shall give such order, or other- 
•wise obtain books fi\)m the same to l)e used by any other person not 
having tlie right, such person shall thereupon forfeit all right to take books 
therefrom. 

Sec. 12. If any i»erson injure, or fail to return any book taken from 
the library, he shall forfeit and i>ay to the librarian of the division to which 
it belongs, for the use of the library, double the value thereof, or of the set to 
which it belongs, if a set is broUen by its loss, to be recovered in an action, 
in the name of the Territory of Montana, in any court of compete at juris- 
diction. 

Sec. 13. Tlie board of directors of the law division of the library are 
liereby authorized to rent for the period of two years, and thereafter for 
the same period, a suitable room for the office of the clerk of the supreme 
court, and also cause to be procured the necessary' fuel and light therefor, 
to l)e paid for out of any money in the Territorial treasury not otherwise 
appropriated. In the m^ner and form as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 14. For the rent of office an account shall be made out in favor of 
the lessor of the premises for the quarter's rent due, which account shall be 
signed by the clerk of the supreme court and approved by one of the judges 
of the 8ui)reme court. 

Sec. 15. The fuel and light accounts shall be made out by the clerk 
for the amount necessary to be used in his said office, and sworn to by 
him, and in like manner appro^ ed. Tpon the presentation of these several 
accounts to the Territorial auditor, he shall rtle the same in his office and 
draw the proper warrant upon tlie Territorial treasurer. 

Sec. 16. There shall be appropriated the sum of two hundred and fifty 
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dollars, to be paid out of any money in the Territorial treasury, to the 
board of directors of the law divisdon of the library upon their request to the 
auditor therefor, and by them expended in the purchase and procurement 
of office fixtures, and material suitable to the furnishing and necessary u«e 
of the clerk of the supreme court, and for the proper care and placing of the 
hooks, reports and official records, papers and documents pertaining to his 
office as clerk of tlie supreme court librarian. 

Sec. 17. There shall be appropriated, in like maimer, the sum of three 
hundred dollars as the annual salary of the clerk of the supreme court 
and ex-officio librarian, to be paid quarterly in like manner as other Terri- 
torial officers. 

Sec. IS. There shall be appropriated, in like manner, to each of the two 
divisions of the llbraiy, the sum of one hundred dollars annually, to be ex- 
pen<lcd by the board of directors In the purcliase of books, papers, etc., 
for the use of the several divisions of the library imder their charge. On or 
before the Jirst day of June, 1881, and each year thereafber, before said 
date, it shall be the duty of the territorial auditor, upon the request of a 
majority of either of the board of directors, to draw his warrant on the 
Territorial treasui^r, payable to their order, or the order of one of them, 
for said sum of one hundred dollars, and to deliver to said directors said 
waiTant. 

8€C. 10. All acts and parts of acts in conliict with this act are hereby 
repealed. 

Sec. 20. This act shall take effect and be in force from and after its 
l)assage. 

Approved February 21, 1881. 

We hear nothing more of the Historical Department of the Terri- 
torial library for ten years, but the legislature appropriated for the His- 
torical society right along until 1891. 

In 1887 the appropriation to the Historical Society is given for the 
purchase of manuscripis, as it so states in the laws of that session. 

In 1891 a bill drawn up by Mr, Cullcn, introduced by Judge Hedges, 
in the senate, and ardently supported in the House by such sturdy 
pioneers as Hon. A. M. Holter and William Thompson of Butte, offer- 
ing to turn over to the State Library (upon certain conditions specified 
in the bill), all material collected by the Historical Society. We are 
acting under that law with some slight amendments made in 1895. 

We give also an act in relation to the law and miscellaneous division 
of the Montana Library. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Mon- 
tana: 

Sec. 1. That there be, and is hereby appropriated out of any monejs 
in the territorial treasury the smu of live hundred dollars for the purpose 
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o: furnishing and fitting a proper and suitable room or rooms for the law 
division of the 3Iontana library, and consultation room for the Justices of 
the supreme coiirt of the Territory of Montana, to be expended by and 
under the authority and direction of tlie justice of the supreme court of the 
territory of Montana. 

Sec. 2, That there be appropriated the sum of two hundred and fifty 
dollars out of any money in the territorial treasury, not otherwise appro- 
priated, for the use and benefit ot the miscellaneous division of the Montana 
Library, to be expended by the board of directors of said division in the pro- 
curing of shelving, cases, }uid binding of books and papers of said division 
ol the Montana Ldbrary. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the territorial auditor, upon the request 
ot the boiai'd of directors of the law and miscellaneous divisions of the 
Montana library, to draw his warrant on the territorial treasurer, payable to 
their order, for the said amount of money so appropriated by this act in 
sections 1 and 2, or so much thereof as may be required by the several 
board of directors for the purposes mentioned therein. 

Approved March 5, 1883. 

We have in 1889 the largest appropriation ever made for either de- 
partment of the library. Page 171, General Laws of the 16th Legisla- 
tive Assembly, 1889. An act concerning the Montana Law Library. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Mon- 
tana: 

Sec. 1. That in addition to the annual appropriations now provided by 
law for the Montana law library, there is hereby appropriated the sum of 
tfhree thousand two hundred and fifty dollars, for the purpose of pur- 
chasing such reports and text books and statutes, and other law books, and 
having the law library insured as may be deemed necessary and proper for 
said library by the board of directors. The money hereby appropriated shall 
be expended under the direction of the board of directors and for the pur- 
pose aforesaid only, and said board shall render to the next legislative as- 
sembly an itemized account of all reports, text books, statutes, and other 
law books purchased under tlie provisions of this act, and the prices 
paid therefor. Upon presentation of vouchers approved by the chairman 
■ of the board of directors for sums expended under this act, the territorial 
auditor is hereby authorized aiid directed to draw his warrant for pay- 
ment thereof upon the territorial treasui-er, who shall pay the same out 
of any moneys in the treasury not otherwise appropriated. Section one 
thousand five hundred and seventeen of the fifth division of the General 
]^ws of Montana, is amended so as to read as follows: 

Section one thousand five hundred and seventeen. It shall be the duty 
of the governor by and \\ith the advice and consent of the legislative council 
immediately after the passage of tliis act and biennially thereafter to ap- 
point some suitable person to be librarian of the Montana library, who shall 
receive a monthly salary not to exceed ninety dollars per month, and shall 
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perform such duties as shall be required by the board of directors; and 
there is hereby appropriated annually for the salary of the librarian the 
sum of one thousand and eighty dollars, and section one thousand five hun- 
dred and thirty-one of the fiftli division of the Compiled Statutes of Mon- 
tana, is hereby modified so as to conform to the provisions of this act. 

This act shall take eiTect from and after its passage. 

Approved March D, 1889. 

Page 189- 201, Laws of Montana, Second Session, 1891. 

HISTOKICAL SOCIETY. 
An important Step is Taken at This Session. 
A Bill for an Act concerning the Historical Society of the State of 
Montana and making an Appropriation therefor. 

Be it enacted by the Legislative Assembly of the State of Mon- 
tana: 

Sec. 1. That the Historical Society of Montana, now organized under 
the provisions of an act of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Montana, entitled an '*Act to incoi-porate the Historical Society of Montana," 
npp roved Februarj* 2, 1865, may become the Historical Society of the State 
of Montana by complying with the terms, conditions and provisions herein- 
after contained and such terms, conditions and limitations as may hereafter 
be enacted for its government or control by the Legislative As- 
;^embly; said Society shall be the ti-ustee of the State, and 
as such shall faithfully expend and apply all money received from the State 
to the uses and purposes directed by law, and shall hold all its present and 
future collections and property for the State and shall not sell, mortgage, 
transfer, or dispose of in any manner or remove from the capital any article 
thereof or any part of the same, without authority of law or the consent of the 
Legii^ative Assembly, Provided, that this shall not be construed to prevent 
the sale or exchange of any duplicates the Society may have or obtain. 
There shall be an Executive Committee of said Society, of which the Gov- 
ernor, Secretary of State, and Attorney Cieneral shall be ex-offleio members 
and take care that the interests of the State are protected. 

Sc. 2. The Society may have a librarian who shall receive a salary of six 
hundred dollars per annum to be paid out of any funds in the State Treasury 
not otherwise appropriated. The public printer shall cause to be bound 
in suitable binding all newsi>aper files and other printed matter which the 
Society has or may hereafter have, under direction of the Library Committee 
and on the approval of the Governor and such printer shall print such cir- 
culars, labels and other matter as may be required by said Committee for 
the use of the library. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of said Society: 

First To collect books, maps, charts and other papers and materials 
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illustrative of the liistory of this State in particular and generally of the 
Northwest. 

Second. To procure from pioneers narrative of their exploits, perils and 
adventures. 

Third. To procure facts and statements relative to the histmy, progress 
and decay of tlie Indian tribes within the State. 

Fourth. To collect and preserve fosils, specimens of ores and minerals, 
objects of curiosity connected with the history of the State and all such 
books, maps, writings, charts, or other material as will tend to facilitatje his- 
torical, scientific and antiquarian researcli. 

Fifth. To bind, catalogue and carefully presei-ve all unbound books, 
manuscripts, pamplilets and especially newspaper flies containing notices 
now in its possession or which it may hereafter receive. 

Sixth. To biennially prepare for publication a report of its collections and 
such other matter relating to the transactions of the Society as may be useful 
to the public. 

Seventh. To keep its rooms open at reasonable hours on business days 
for tbe reception of the citizens of tlie State and others who naay wish to 
\isit the same. 

Sec. 4. For the purpose of aiding in the performance of the duties hereby 
imposed there is hereby appropriated annually to said Society the sum of 
seven hundred and flfty dollars to be expended by the president, secretary 
and librarian of said Society under the direction of the Executive Committee, 
and whenever it shall publish any volume of its collections or contributions 
the auditor shall draw his warrant on the State Treasury in favor of the 
treasurer of said Society for the cost thereof, Provided, the whole cost shall 
not exceed the sum of seven hundred and fifty dollars, but no warrant shall be 
drawn upon the State treasury in behalf of said Society unless it shall file 
in the office of the Secretary of State within six months from and after 
the approval of this act a duly certified copy of a resolution passed by its 
Board of Directors accepting the terms and provisions of this act and do- 
nating to the State all books, paperg and other property now owned by said 
Sociely. 

Approved March 4th, 1891. 

When the Historical Society accepted the conditions of the Act of 
March 1, 1891, the State really received only its own, for it had from 
the year 1871, made an appropriation of sums of money ranging from 
$150 to $750 per annum for the support of the Historical Society, a pri- 
vate corporation, recognized as doing an important work for the terri- 
tory. 

Let us turn to the messages of the early governors regarding li- 
brary work. It is greatly to the credit of the men holding this office 
that they were alive to the best interests of our commonwealth. 

Council Journal, Fifth Session, Page 21, Governor's message. 
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HISTORICAL SOCIETY. 

"An effort to revive the Historical Society of the Territory, which promises 
to be successful, has beeu recently made at Helena, The importance of 
this institution to the Territory is incalculable. It will necessarily gather into 
its cabine<t, specimens of the mineral wealth as well as of the geology and 
fossil remains with which the territory aboundis. Pix)i)erly conducted it may 
be an epitome of the Territory itself, and hence forward, at all times, 
illustiute its progress and development more thoroughly than c-ould be done 
by any of the ordinaiy reseai-ches of vLsdiorw. sti-angers and savant. It was 
formerly the custom of the Government, upon the organization of a new^ 
territory, to appropriate an amount ranging from ?2,500 to $5,000 to provide 
for it a library. Our Territory having been organized in the midst of the 
great civil conflict, now so happily closed, this appropriation was, from pru- 
dential reasons, withheld. I would suggest to the Legislature that they now 
unite in a petition or memorial, setting forth the fact of the organization of 
the Historical Society, and ask for the customary appropriation."

A Memorial was presented to congress — see House Joint Memorial 
!No. 8 on page 272 of above journal — asking congress to appropriate 
$3,000, but the memorial was not granted. Montana never received a 
cent from congress for Library use. 

Governor's Message, Page 38, House Journal, 9th session, 1876. 
^'Your attention Is invited to the ivixjrt of the judges of the supreme 
court, for the years 1874 and 1875, accounting for the appropriation for the 
lerritorial Law LibraiT, wliich are sul>mitted herewith. The report conveys 
no information as to the condition of the library, except that the books are 
scattered, and that the appropriation for 1875 has not been expended. It ap- 
pears to me that you should not hesitate to provide by law for the or- 
ganization of a territorial library, with rules and regulations for its govern- 
ment. A suitable building should be secured, and a librarian appointed to 
collect the books together, and have charge of the same under such rules 
as you may prescribe. It is not creditable to the territory to allow the library 
to remain uncared for, and, unless you make provision for its preservation and 
Increase, I recommend the repeal of the annual appropriation and the 
return of the amount of the last warrant to the territorial treasury." 

"I transmit, for your information, the reiwrts of the president and 
treasurer of the Historical Society of Montana, sho\\ing the exi)endltiire 
of tlie aimual appropriation, for said Society, for the years 1874 and 1875."

officio librarian and has charjre of the ten-ltorial libraiy, I i-ecommend 
that the law library l>e transferred to his custody, under such regulations 
as may enable him carefully to preserve the same."

This library, that is the law. miscellaneoua 
awft WatoiicaJ departments^ should all be made one great, growing, interest 
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ill the territory. Already it is one chief attraction and subject of praise 
and wonder to all strangers who visit the capital, and tt is the pride of 
Montana's people as they point to it and realize that its present proper- 
tlons and extent far exceed like Interp rises and departments in many of 
the states. This one intei^est in Montana sliould be nursed and made to 
grow by the legislature. I trust you will open a liberal hajid to its 
encouragement."

All of these appeals by our governors have been heeded, as you can 
readily see from the legislative enactments which followed each mes- 
sage. 

We call your attention next to the work of the Historical Department 
for the past two years, and place that which is regarded as mot^t im- 
portant in the lead — namely, the newspapers. 

XEWSPAPERS. 

Upon assuming he duties of the office we found the newspapers of 
1897-1898, in need of immediate attention, preparator)^ to binding. The 
files were gone over carefully, sending to the offices for missing and 
torn iiuml>ers, which, after a iai)se of two years or several months, made 
it almost a miracle to secure the required copies. After a month's 
earnest effort we were enabled to send to the binder in fairly good shape 
the papers of 1891-98. The weekly papers, 4 page, 2 years in one vol- 
ume — to have fewest possible volumes to pay for — daily ])apers as large 
as the Standard, in four volumes each year. 

The value of these newspaper volumes depends largely upon the keep- 
ing of every number in good condition. It is like a leaf torn from a 
book to lose a daily or weekly issue from a year. The plan adopted by 
your librarian during the past two years is that of daily inspection of the 
papers received (of which the library has at least ninety), and by send- 
ing at once for missing dates, or if a torn one comes, by requesting a 
whole one, for the binding file, we have at the end of the year, our vol- 
ume ready for the binder. 

The relative value of the newspapers being a mooted question, cor- 
respondence was opened with historical librarians of the various States 
of the Union, and prove interesting witnesses to the wisdom of keeping 
the newspapers of the State. In a state reference librarv^ as this is, the 
files of State papers are consulted more, perhaps, than any other single 
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class of books. Let me quote from a few of these letters, as to the 
binding and preserving of the newspapers. Warren Uphaiii, of the 
Minnesota Historical Library', says: '*Files of all i}ewst)apers published in 
^Minnesota as a territory and state, since 1849, have been gathered and 
preserved by this society. Its number of bound newspa]>er volumes at 
the beginning of 1899 is 3,889, and its number of bound newspapers, 
daily, weekly, nnd monthly, regularly rceived is 121, these being do- 
nated by the editors and publishers who appreciate the importance of 
having them placed on file where they will be i)reserved for all coming 
time.'' 

"This department of the library is a j)nceless treasury of materials for 
future historians, showing the development of Minnesota, of its counties, 
and of its separate townships, from their beginning to the j)resent date.*' 

"The newspaper collection is kept in aji extensive fire proof vault, 
which is a part of the Society's rooms in the cat)itol. It is accessible to 
all who wish to consult it, and is so aiTanged that any paper of any date 
can be readily found." 

"All of our nearly 450 State newspai)ers regularly received l)y our 
Society's Library are bound for permanent preservation, and we now 
have about 3,900 of these bound newspaper volumes. They are much 
consulted, even those of the small and distant towns; and we regard them 
as the most useful source of history for future research. Kansas sur- 
passes lis in this work, and Wisconsin does three-fourths as much as 
onr Society." 

William Engle, Harrisburg, Pa., State Librarian, says: "We bind 500 
volumes. I think you would be making a mistake if you do not require 
all your books, meaning reports, papers, etc., to be bound, whether they 
are worth it or not. What today seems worthless, in 10, 20, or 50 years 
from now may be considered priceless volumes. Fifty or sixty years ago 
many of our State publications were either unlK)und or bound in j)aper; 
the result has been that of many of these no copies exist and some of 
them to-day would be worth their weight in gold if they could be ob- 
tained. The expense of binding a large numl)er of books in cloth is 
very little, and I trust that your State will see its way clear in binding 
everything it publishes." 

Albert Bates. Librarian, Hartford, Conn., State Historical Society, 
writefi: "I.»ocal papers grow more valuable as time goes on, and you will 
not regret keeping them all, even if unable to bind all at once." 

J. G. Bradley, Librarian, Wisconsin, says: They receive three-fourths 
at least of their State pa])ers, and advises us to receive and bind all of 
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the leading papers in each county of the state, so as to have all parts of 
the state well represented. 

Charles Aldrich, Librarian, Historical Department, Iowa, quotes their 
law as follows: 'To subscribe for and preserve files of at least two papers 
in each county of this state containing the official jniblications, and 
cause same to be bound, etc.*' 

New York State Libi'ary: 
'*Our practice is to put into binding wliati?vcr is wortli preserving. 
We bind our newspapers in 1-2 Duck clotli.*' 

Xebraska State Historical Society: 
"I regard tlic newspapers as the most valuable record obtainable of the 
local records of the State, and would advise j'ou not to throw aw^y a 
single" copy of any paper. I am hunting now high and low for old papers of 
any description of Nebraska, and they arc the hardest things to find you 
ever hunted for. We are now trying to save every issue of every papw. 
Save them if you caji only pile them up indiscriminately. I even save 
all duplicates in the hope of being able to clip them sometime, knowing 
liesides that they will l>e necessary to supply missing papers from the 
files that aire supposed to be complete. The papers of a town are the only 
reference books of the contemporary history of a town In which they 
are printed and they will be needed as sources of history by and by. 

Ohio State Librar}^: 
**We have bound regularly twelve of our leading dailies. We think 
of adding to this list I should like to have kept in the library if w^e had 
the room, one or two of the official papers In each county In the state. 
Yours Is a young state and it seems to me It would be well to keep In 
bound form as many as possible of its papers. One hundred years hence 
they will be very valuable. Oliio would give a large sum of money for 
files of the newspapers published within her boundaries from 1800 to 1820." 

Oregon State Library: 

"We only biud a few, but it is for want of funds. If we had sufficiewt 
funds we would like to bind all the newspapers that come to the library." 

Connecticut Historical Society, PTai-tford: 

"There are no state requirements as to what newspapers we shall 

Meep and bind. We Mnd the two principal papers of the city and one 

New York paper, and keep files of three or four other state papers. 

T>ocal papers grow more valuable as time goes on. and I think you will 

not regret keeping them all, even If unable to bind all at once." 

Xew Jersey State library: 
"We have a complete bound file of the two leading organs, published 
in Newark and Trenton, and of one Independent paper.*' 
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California State Library : 

Our law reads as follows: "To have bound all books and papei*s that 
ivquire binding." 

Vermont State Library: 

"Our daily paper and two or tliree weeklies are kept. During the 
session of the Legislature we have four or live daily papers which we 
bind. By the Vermont statutes each county clerk is required to procure, 
bind and preserve for the use of the county a copy of the newspapers, not 
exceeding three, published therein, the )nost historical, and all other in- 
formation valuable to the public. 

Kansas Historical Society, Topeka: 
"Our Hisitorical Society was established by the Kansas State Editorial 
Association, and the papers of tlie State have always been its warmest 
supporters. By the gift of their papers the editors and publishers become 
memliers of the Society. They are of great assistance in securing appro- 
priations from the legislature, besides promoting the work of the Society 
in many ways. It has been our experience that the weekly newspapers 
publish the local news of the communities they represent, and in this way 
save the local history of those communities. It would be difTieult to dis- 
criminate as to their relative value in this regard, therefore we save all. 
The weeklies are bound in annual volumes in quarter binding, costing 
from 35 to 50 cents per book; the dailies in semi-annual volumes in half 
binding, costing from $1.50 to |2 per book. The monthlies, quarterlies, and 
etc., are bound in one or more volumes according to their bulk." 

Kansas newspapers: 

The Historical Society of Kansas is fast attaining a reputation equal 
to Wisconsin. Each of these societies owe to the untiring eiforts of 
librarians like our Col. Wheeler, wedded to the cause and who Iiave 
held the position many years because of tlieir fitness. Kansas reports 
through its new librarian, chosen at the death of F. (i. Adams, as fol- 
lows, most of which is very like our condition in Montana, on news- 
papers, particularly. It is a source of regret to us that our register has 
not been kept like theirs, showing the visitors to each department or 
division of the Historical library. 

He says: "From December 21st 1899, to Januai-y 13th 1900, 304 per- 
sons visited the rooms in the south wing. Of this number 129 called for 
222 books and eight maps. This was an average of about sixteen visitors 
per day. This room contains the assortment of Kansas books and general 
Historical works. At the room in the west wing tlie visitors for the same 
time averaged 98 per day. TJiis room contains iwrtraits. curios and relics 
In which the public interest seems to center. We had hoped to have 
some measures of the absorbing dt^Ire general among all classes, for relics 
and pictures, but our count is not sufficient. We have a large quantity of 
valuable museum material, but now sadly piled up. 
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lu view of tlie criticisms wliich liave been common concerning the news- 
pajier iwrtion of this collectiou, the figures are gratifying and significant. The 
iiewsi>jii)er rooms iiad 715 visitors, 189 of whom consulted 918 volmuea. la 
addition tlie (H>rresi)ondence of tlie office required the use of 155 of these 
iiewspaper volumes to answer. A great many people believe tha^t this news- 
paper room must someday be curtailed be<-ause of the space required. Some 
extraordinary stones are told of the value these newspaper files have been to 
public officers, property oAvners and litigants, from which it is apparent that 
the people have made ten-fold more than they have cost the state. I aon not 
saying this with any bias I>ec^use I liave entertained doubts about the 
practicability of so large a collection, and as to curtailing or discriniimLt- 
ing it is enough to say that the most msignifieant issues have been of the 
greatest use in dollars and cents to those who needed them. Every officer 
in the building has frequent use for these newspapers in obtaining data 
that each could not keep for himself and which it is not to be had from 
any other source, This newspaper room is tlie mecea of politicians and 
newspaper writers." 

KveiT word regarding the ])apers is as true of our citizens a« of Kansas. 

The past two years ex]x?rienee Jms taught me, and the ad\'ice from 
otlior lihrariaDS, tfiat the recommendation of our l)iennial report is not 
a broad eoiongh policy for our nowspa|>er work. 

Your librarian very soon discovered tlie files of newspapers were in- 
complete for years prior to consolidation of Historical Society with 
State Miscellaneous Department. Upon inquir}^ from the former li- 
brarian of the Miscellaneous Department, Miss Guthrie informed us that 
Mr. Arthur Curtin had kindly cared for twelve or fourteen boxes of 
old files of newspapers for her, for many years, at least ten years. We 
are greatly indebted to this gentleman, as he did not charge us anything 
for their storage. We had tlicni brought up, looked over carefully, 
and had bound a number of much needed volumes from 1872 to 1888. 
Miss Guthrie had kept complete sets, so wo could fill out many missing 
dates in volumes bound by the Historical Society. This was one of 
the dirtiest, slowest tasks undertaken during the past two years, an as- 
sistant had to be engaged to aid mo in it. A month was consumed in 
the work, but the value of the newspaper collection was greatly en- 
hanced by the efl^ort. 

SHELVIXG yOJl NEWSPAPERS. 

In a State reference library the files of our State papers are con- 
sulted more perhaps than any other single class of books. They are 
in large volumes and difficult to handle, and the general handling of 
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them is very wearing upon the books, and es|)ecially is this true where 
several volumes are stacked upon the same shelf and where they are 
dragged off and on the shelves, as must be in our shelving, for we are 
forced to keep them upon book shelves. Much can be added to the 
utility and convenience of the Library as well as to the care of the 
newspapers themselves, which cannot be duplicated, by expending a 
small amount of money for rolling shelves made especially for news- 
papers. We now have 900 volumes of newspapers, some of which are 
used almost daily, for which we need proper shelving, and it will be 
economy from everj^ possible point of view to furnish such shelving at 
the earliest opportunity. The garret is stacked full of valuable files of 
]»apers that should be bound and another store room in the north garret 
of the Court House contains piles of old papers of Montana to be used 
in scrap books. This work will require an assistant and is one of the 
most important steps to be taken in the near future. That of clipping 
matter upon given topics of State interest, for example, all of the cam- 
paign news, with election returns etc. One scrap book of the death 
notices of our citizens over the state. One of business enterprises per- 
taining to the 3umber interest, one on the mining project, etc. These 
books are used in all well regulated libraries. They save the regular 
files of the newspapers from so much handling. They make easy of 
access, if an index is placed in the book almost any topic of state history 
desired. I trust this work will receive your hearty support.

COMPLETE SETS. 
Completing files of state societies' proceedings has been a ver>' dif- 
ficult matter, but we hope in future these reports will be filed without 
our asking. Mr. Jacob Loeb was ver}' generous in his response to the 
call for files of Knights of Pythias and other Grand Lodge proceedings. 
Mr. Garrett for Odd Fellows' Magazine, Bishop Brewer for Episcopal 
Magazine of the state and convocation proceedings, Mr. Hovey and Mr. 
Sizer for Engineering Society reports, and Bev. Van Orsdell for M. E. 
Church. 
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Duplicate of our Laws, Council and House Journals, pamphlet form, 
sell for $1.00 per copy, from Statute Publishing Co., Washington, D. C, 
but they only offered us 50 cents per copy. We, therefore, have given 
some to our State schools, and sent some to State Historical Libraries, 
who gave us so much valuable material. We have sorted some 2,500 
duplicates from the library, and are now ready for taking the lists for 
catalogue. Tho^e duplicates have been sent back to the government 
and to the state schools. 

CATALOGUE. 
In reply to a query from the Librarian of the Historical Librar}^ of 
Montana, the following were received from the Societies and State Li- 
brarians of the country: 

"The New Jersey State Llbi^ry has no system of catalogues. I have 
been trying to Induce the Legislature to have a card catalogue introduced, 
and have made a classification of books and I am hopeful of succes. 

As ours Is almost entirely a reference library, you will see that I think 
the card system is a good one for such libraries; in fact, it appears to me 
that there is no end to the benefits that might be made to accrue." 

From the Rhode Island Historical Society the following: 
"In reply to your querj' of Oct 10, would say that we are using the card 
catalogue system, and do not see how any other system could be superior 
for every day use in the library." 

From the Ohio State Archaeological and Historical Society the fol- 
lowing: 

"We use the A. L. A. Standard Accession book and the card system for 
our library and feel tliat it is the only correct system for the convenience of 
all concerned." 

From the Historical Department of Iowa the following: 
"We use the Dewey ^rstem and the card catalogue. We think the card 
s^Tstem .saitisfactory for any libraiy. Of course. It is convenient to have a 
}irinted catalogue also if there are funds for it." 

From the Minnesota Historical Society the following: 
"We have all our books and pamphlets catalogued by cards of authors 
and subjects. This seems to u« far better than any book catalogue but the 
latter is iij use by the British Museum, the largest librarj^ in the world. Our 
card calsalogue now has about 72,000 cards, referring to about 65,000 bodks 
and pamphlets." 

From the- Michigan State Library the following: 

"The Dewey system of classification is used in the Michigan. State. Library, 
the csQjtalogue we are now making, being, a classed catalogue. The. card. Sys- 
tem ia the onJy perfect system for a reference or any other library.*' 
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From the State Historical Society of Wisconsin the following: 
•*\Ve use, with raodifl cations, Cutter's catalogue rules also, with numer- 
ous modifications to suit our libraiy, his system of classification. 

Of course we use catalogue cards— could not conceive of a reference or 
any other libraiy of imi>oitance doing without them." 

From the Indiana State Library the following: 

"We are using the primed catalogue and the cai'd c^italogue, the printed 
(catalogue chiefly for those persons who do not come into the library to look 
up reference, and the card catalogue for all other uses. We could not dis- 
l»ense with the card catalogue at all. We are re-cataloguing our entiire 
library inchuling public documents and clasi^ifying by the decimal classifica- 
lion." 

From the State Historical Society of Iowa the following: 
"For reference library the card system is tlie best" 

From the IMissouri Historical Society the following: 
"We have been using an old-style card catalogue, but are on the point of 
changing to one of the later Card Systems." 

"We consider a *Cai*d Catalogue* as indispensable." 

From the Historical Society of Pennsylvania the following: 
"We use the caid catalogue in our libraiy (reference library only) author 
and subject cards." 

From the State Lihrary of South Dakota the following: 
"The state has never made appropriation for the cataloguing of the 
State Library, consequently we are unable to give you any pointers in regard 
lo the matter of which you speak." 

From Air. W. H. Scott, State Librarian, no place given. 
"Unquestionabiy the card system is the best, but very expensive at the 
start." 

From the Historical Society of Kansas the following: 
"In the library- of our Illstoiical Society we use the card system of 
cataloguing and think it is the most convenient and practicable. We use 
Chas. A. Cutter's 'Rules for a Dictionary Catalogue' and Dewey's Card Cat- 
jjlogue Rules.* They can both be obtained of the Library Bureau, 215 Mad- 
ison Street, Chicago. Mr. Cuttei-'s 'Rules' were originally published by the 
r. S. Bureau of Kducatlon, as Part II of the Special Report on Public Librar- 
ies. It was reprinted as late as 1891 and it i.s possible that a copy might be 
secured l)y application to the Superintendent of Documents, Govenunent 
Printing Office, Washington, D. C. 

We have not yet completed the card cataloguing of our library, but as the 
library is arranged according to the Dewey Decimal System of Claseificatlon 
it is easy of reference." 

From the Xew York Libraiy the following: 
"Replying to your inquiry' of the 19th inst, concerning the use of cards 
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for reference library catalogue, I do not tbink you could find anything more 
satisfactory. A cani catalogue is manipulated more easily tlian any other 
form of catalogue, and is now in general use in American libraries." 
From the CoDnectieut Historical Society the following: 
•*Thi8 library uses the card system for its catalogue, and I believe that 
the most desirable system for a reference library." 

•From the Illinois State Historical Library the following: 
"We are using the card catalogue, which we find in every way satisfac- 
tory for a reference library, as much fuller entries can be made on a card 
than would be possible in a printed list. 

We hope soon to send you a copy of our printed catalogue which is now in 
press." 

From the New Hampshire Historical Society the following: 
**l am now reclassifying our large library with the intention of re-catalog- 
uing, and propose to use the Dewey system. Tliat is used in the regular 
State Library, which has just finished cataloguing. The card system is the 
only one that can always be kept complete up to date. The Boston Public 
Library uses the Dictionary system^ and in some respects I consider that 
the best Presume you have the works prepared by the government for 
the 5,000 volumes library of the Chicago Exposition, exemplifying the Dewey, 
Cutter and Dictionary systems. Shall be liappy to aid you in any way I 
am able." 

From the State Law Library of Utah the following: 
"We use both the catalogue (book) and the card system. The card system 
is an excellent scheme, for when an accession is made to the librai-y, all 
tliat is necessary is to slip another card in the case and your catalogue is 
complete, and of course it is very inexpensive, that Is, after your ease has 
l»een bought. Personally. I think the book catalogue is a little the handier, 
arranged as ours is, by author and subject, both. Of course we also arrange 
the card case the same "way— by author and subject However, for a 
library that Is being added to all the time, I think a card case is a very good 
scheme." 

From the Tenneseee State Library the following: 
**We are very much '*out of date" as to both our catalogue and general 
library. A condition that will l>e remedied only when Tennessee abandons 
her two year term for the librarian." 

This is the only library reported as changing librarians, except for 
incompetency or through the death of the librarian. 

•From the State Library of Colorado the following: 
"The general literature of our library is catalogued under the **Dewey 
System," wliich wc find very useful and helpful to our patrons. However, 
if you wish a catalogue of the Library- to send throughout your State, you 
will be obliged to publish an "Author List" or a catalogue. If I can assist 
you in any way do not hesitate to ask me." 
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From the Maryland Historical Society the following: 
"This library employs the dietloDary catalogue system. We u«e three 
card catalogues, one for bound books, one for pamphlets, and one for manu- 
scripts of which we have a large collection.** 

From the Oregon Historical Society the following: 
"•siince our Society is yet in long clothes, so to speak, we have not 
adopted any system of cataloguing. Must come to it very soon, however. 
According to my observations, the card system is preferable to any other. 

From the Historical Society of the State of ^kfaine the following: 
'*I should say by all moans make your card index In oi*der to strengthen 
your memory of what your library contains. Many people prefer to aak 
(piestloms rather thim to search a catalogue and you need to l)e prepared f<r 
them. The fuller your card index the more useful your library nmy become." 
**\Ve began our M. H. S. Library index twenty years ago encloeed card. 
but since that many new systems have been introduced and I should now 
use a larger card." 

We have not room for a cabinet for card catalogue in our present 
crowded quarters, Init T trust the card catalogue vnW be used in the new 
rooms and put up in neat tasty case such as can be purchased from the 
T.ibrary Bureau of Chicago or elsewhere. 

DUTIES OF LIBKARIANS. 

Your attention is called to the section referring to the duties of the 
librarians of the two (2) departments. 
JMH'tion 2384. It is the duty of the librarian of each department: 

1. To be in attendance at the library during office hours. 

2. To purchase, under the direction of the Trustees, all books, maps, 
cnsrravings, paintings, furniture and supplies for the libraries. 

3. To number and stamp all books, maps, papers, and pan^>hlet8 be- 
longing to the library and keep a catalogue thereof, and, as the means 
are provided therefor, to ha^e the sjime printed and distributed, under the 
direction of the Trustees. 

4. To have bound all books, pamphlets and papers when directed thereto. 

5. TV) keep a register of all books aiul piroperty belonging to the 
libraries, the additions made each year and the cost thereof. 

6. To keep a register of all books or otlier property belonging to or taken 
from the library, under the authority of tlie Trustees. 

7. To establish and maintain a system of domestic and foreign exchange 
of lx)oks. maps or other publications, and to obtain from the Seeretaiy of 
State such numbers of all State publications as nwiy be needed to supply the 
demands of the system established. 

Sectiton 2393: In: addition, to. the dntiien. prescribad in. the tppmn^hm 9ec^ 
tloOi, the. librarian. of the. Historical and MiscellaneDus department shall, nniter 
the direction of the Trustees thereof. 
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1. Procure by purchase, excliauge or doiwition, an fai* ws means and oppor- 
Uinity allow, all books, writings, letters, journals, anil narratives of pioneers, 
as well as autographs, maps and charts, illustrative of or relating to the 
history of Montana as a Territory or State. 

2. He shall also procure specimens of the metals and minerals, of ihe 
flora and fauna of the State, together with natural curiosities and antiquities, 
preserving, designating and displaying the same under rules presciibed by 
the Trustees. 

3. He shall procure copies of all newspapers published in the State, 
jilso far as possible, of all books, magazines, iximphlets, written or pub- 
lished In the State, and have the same suitably l>ound for reference and preser- 
vation. 

4. He sliall each year publish a volume of transactions and contributions, 
under the supervision of the Trustees, who shall also direct the distribution 
of the same to promote exchanges and secure additions to the library. 

You will see the duties of Historical Librarian are much more arduous 
than the law department. The labor required in the Historical De- 
partment, no one pair of hands can do; your librarian has employed and 
paid from her salary for help a portion of almost every month. This 
she has done willingly and asks no retum, hut, for the removal to the 
capitol and the completion of the catalogue and extra labor on the old 
newspaper files now stored in the garrets, together with the prepara- 
tion of a forthcoming volume, ^'(/ontributions to the Historical Society 
of Montana,'' an assistant will be needed, beyond a doubt, for several 
months of the next year, if not all the time. 

MUSEUM. 

Article 2, of Section 2,393, presupposes the librarian has the gift of 
securing without funds, things of great value. The present incumbent 
does not profess to have a supernatural talent for begging, nor does she 
regard it as a requisite of a good librarian. She has, however., by per- 
sistent effort, been able to add quite a number of things to the museum. 
The college at Bozeman has promised in exchange for duplicate books 
sent them, to put up the flora for us, we will have to purchase the 
cabinet to install it, in the new rooms. 

The University at l^Iissoula has also offered in exchange for duplicate 
books sent them, to give us the insects of the state. They have sent 
c»ne case of buttei-fles, beautifully prepared, as a pledge of the speedy ful- 
fillment of their promise: but no clause of the librarian's duties ha<t been 
more difficult to perform than the articles quoted above, and for which 
there should be liberal appropriations. The state surely does not need 
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to beg from its citizens a creditable exhibit of its own resources, we are 
greatly indebted to Hon. Warren Toole for a lovely collection of Mon- 
tana birds and to W. A. Clark for Flathead Indian curios and bead work. 
These are the largest and most valuable contributions of articles spoken 
of in Section 2,393 the librarian is required to procure. 

The Allen collection should be purchased. Mr. Clark offers $300 if 
the legislature will give the other $G00. Hon. Ed Cardwell gave $5.00 
and Mrs. IXivid Williams donated $1.00. These came in response to sev- 
eral hundred letters sent out begging for it. A large number of old 
note books, merchandise account books and deeds and similar material 
of early days, ]iave been given us recently. Some valuable manuscript 
has been purchased and more should be secured from the old scout 
and Indian leader, William Hamilton, as well as many other of the early 
settlers. We have obtained also matter of interest for several chap- 
ters of future volumes, one from Mrs. Gilpatrick, the daughter of our 
honored citizen — James Fergus — this will appear in volume 4. Perhaps 
no document in the library has attained more attention than the Vigi- 
lante oath as taken by Captain Williams' band, December ?3, 1863. The 
Captain heads the list of signers. This was given us by Mr. John Lott 
of Twin Bridges. Another document of almost equal interest given us 
by Granville Stuart is the receipt for Henry Plummer's coffin. The 
certificate of the first election held in what is now Montana was given us 
by Mr. Stuart, also and has a great many names (30 in all) of the oldest 
old timers in Missoula County, Washington Territory, 1862. The num- 
ber of our documents, i)ortraits, etc., has doubled, yes, threefold, in the 
past two years, 'i'he walls are full and quantities stowed away to frame 
and to use in illustrating future books. We are glad to report a num- 
ber of valuable and interesting relics in our possession from the Span- 
ish-American War. The old cannon given by Col. Kessler, the flags, the 
organ, the truck from Santiago but we hope to have a room filled with 
such curios. Kansas and Nebraska report a very large collection, and 
the First Montana has made a name for itself of which we feel proud, 
but in twenty-five years from now, unless a muster roll and some officials 
records are placed in the archives of the Historical Department, little 
can be gathered from its history.

SALES. 

Letters were sent all school districts regarding Vol. II and offering it 
at the low price of $2.00 per volume, but few clerks rcBix^nded, com- 
pared to the 800 letters sent. 

MAPS. 

Greater care should bo taken of the maps. They constitute a very 
important part of the library and should be in a convenient form for 
reference. We have endeavored to secure a copy of every map ever is- 
sued in Montana. The oldest of which has been framed, but atlas form 
oil rolling shelves as newspapers are placed, would be a good way to 
keep a larger part of them. The librar}^ is in possession of a large and 
valuable collection, some dating back to 1794. We bave also the maps 
connected with the "History of the Civil War," sent us by the govern- 
ment and these should be placed easy of access. They are now in rolls 
in the garret. Maps of our neighbor states are often called for, par- 
ticularly Idaho, Utah, Arizona and California, where many of our cit- 
izens have investments. Thesehave been just tacked on the wall, or doors, 
and outside of cases, where they may be seen, but they will be soon 
destroyed in that way. Eecent maps of our new possessions, Cuba, 
Torto Rico and the Philippines, and a map of Alaska have been used 
constantly. The one of the Philippines is now mounted and framed. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

The correspondence containing valuable suggestions from the librar- 
ians of years of experience, has been a constant pleasure and a source 
of incalculable help. One before me from Mr. Prince of Bloomington, 
111., Historical Society of Mcljcan Co., when he sent their Vol. III. 
He says "You have at hand at least three subjects that deserve your 
attention and must be treated now or not at all. 

Ist. The old Mountain trapper and hunter, some of these must be 
left who, under skillful interviewing would afford rich results. 
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2nd. The gold hunters and prospectors before the advent of ma- 
chinery. 

3rd. The wild Indians before their subjection by the whites. The 
personal know^ledge of these things is rapidly passing; as matters of 
personal knowledge, they must be gathered now or not at all." 

It is with deep regret we had to re})ly ^that no appro})riation had 
been made for gathering such data. Our state is large, expense of 
travel very heavy, that we had able men for such work, and the librar- 
ian could do it also, but had no one to leave in her absence. 

Another letter of Wisconsin Librarian before me, from Mr. Thwaites, 
on the policy of permitting outside persons to copy our rare pic»tures 
for publication; use our manuscripts, etc. lie advises greatest caution 
in this regard. 

Still another from the president of the National Association of 
State Librarians, C. B. Galbreath, and Libi-arian of the Ohio State 
library, I give it in full with program, with the hope that in future you 
will see your way clear to aid your librarian in an effort to attend. Ev- 
ery number on the program presented sulrjects we should know more 
about. Trustee and Librarian alike could be greatly benefited by at- 
tendance at such a meeting:

Your attention is called to an excellent provision in the law of Indiana 
regarding this matter and to other equally appropriate suggestions from 
their report. 

CATALOGUE AND BUULETINS (INDIANA) 1898. 
Some Points Neglected. 

"Since the library was separated from the office of the Secretar}- of State 
and became an independent institution in 1841 (Acts 1841, p. 114), the 
laws governing the State Library has required certain duties of the 
Librarian. One of these duties is the preservation of several copies of 
the Legislative Journals of each session. The text of the law of 1841, 
which still remains the law, is as follows: 

Sec. 17, p. 118. It shall be the duty of the State Librarian to select 
from the journals and laws now on hand, twenty copies of the Journal of 
the House for each year, and ten copies of the Journals of the Senate, 
nnd thirty copies of the General Laws, and fifteen copies of the Local 
Laws for each year, including the Territorial Legislature; and he shall 
put the same in the room immediately south and adjoining the present 
library room, placing each year together, and mark the same; the copies 
remaining after the selection here directed shall be piled up in said room 
in yearly packages, and in good order, each year to be designated in some 
cheap and proper manner; and yearly hereafter he shaU select and put up 
a like number as aforesaid, laying awaj' the surplus as before directed. 

It would be fair to expect that from such a law the State Library 
might be able to produce at least one complete set of legislative docu- 
ments, but it is now impossible to do so. 
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xVnother excellent provision of the Indiana Law is given here. Fur- 
ther, the same act of 18 ii also requires the State Librarian to take 
charge of and preserve all legislative papers, as follows: 

Sec. IS), p. 118. It shall be the duty of the Principal Secretary of the 
Senate, and the Principal Clerk of the House to hand over to the Librarian, 
immediately after the final action of both Houses, each and every bill or 
joint resolution lost upon its final passage, and all petitions, meqnorialft, 
remonstrances, and communications from the Governor which are not 
journalized, and at the close of each session, they shall also haiid over 
to the librarian all bills laid upon the table and unacted on, together wltn 
those that were definitely postponed." 

Reports Indiana State Library, continued: 

**The same requirement Is made still more specific by the law of 1846 
TActs 184G, p. 76), Section 14. It would be fair to assume that we now 
possess In good order all legislative papers from 1841 at least to the pres- 
ent, but after three weeks work for three persons in the storage room of 
the basement in the most chaotic mass of material, it was discovered that 
wa have had not a legislative paper back of 1861, and only a handful or 
those of 1861, except some minutes of the Assembly from 1842 to 1847. 

Our Legislative History back of 1863, except the bills that became lawfe, 
is totally obliterated." 

I am placing no censure, but fulfilling the part of my official duty 
which requires the I^ibrarian to report tlie condition of the library." As 
It seems the time to agitate the subject of TRAVELING LIBRARIES we 
quote from same r<«port in regard to them. 

TRAVELING LIBRARIES. 

'"^Several Spates have esta])lished what they choose to call traveling li- 
braries in connection with their respective State Ijibraries, and all re- 
ports so far have indicated that they have met the fullest support from 
the people, and that niany otherwise barren spots have been made to 
hloom. These libraries consist of a collection of books, ranging from 
twenty-five to one hundred volumes, selected upon some subject or of 
a miscellaneous nature, which are furnished by the State Library and 
sent to schools, granges, Sunday schools, study clubs and such other or- 
ganizations as will become res])onsible for the care and return of these 
books. 

They are retained frm one to six months, and returned to the State 
Library. In a state where there is no general librarj' system they have 
been found very valuable and have grown very strong in popular favor. 

With such a given library system as we have already described, the 
traveling library would still be of great service to our State to study 
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clubs, which are always in need of specific helps, as most of them find 
themselves unable to secure, and as the ordinary public library does not 
provide. If such a system can never become generally helpful, the 
creation of this system merely for study clubs will meet in Indiana a 
ver^' hearty response from many of our most intelligent and progressive 
citizens, and will be a source of great good to the State. I shall be glad 
to see such a system established even if it start upon a very small scale. 
Merely for study clubs it can be conducted at small expense, and 1 am 
sure will become popular. I believe, however, there is no hoi)e of a 
travling library system ever administering to the intelligence of the 
whole State." 

COLLECTING MONTANA MATERIAL. . 

The State Library has done much towards collecting the records of 
our own life in the way of collecting books upon all subjects, written 
by residents of Montana, but it has not done what it should have done. 
While we have a collection that it would be difficult, if not impossible, 
to duplicate if destroyed, we know of a great many books written by 
residents of Montana which do not appear upon our shelves. I believe it is 
within the mission of the State Library to become an especial collector 
of our State history to the fullest possible degree. We should purchase 
all material that can in any way throw additional Wght upon our own 
history. 

We have not done it, and cannot until a larger fund is placed at the 
disposal of the library. There is scarcely a month in the year, in fact 
scarcely a week, in which some valuable document or relic or curio re- 
lating to some phase of our life is not sold from our State and taken 
to some foreign library while it should have been purchased by and pre- 
served in our State Library as a part of our State history. With our 
present funds we cannot compete in the markets with the larger and 
more progressive libraries in the East. 

We are losing almost daily valuable portions of our history which 
ought not to be permitted to go from us, and when it is once gone it is 
forever beyond the possibility of our reach. When the State's pride in 
its own life shall match the State's wealth such cannot longer continue. 

A MONTANA BIBLIOGBAPHY. 

Although we are unable to purchase all that our State has pro- 
duced, the Library has for the past ten years been making every poe- 
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sible effort to collect at least the names of writers and the names of all 
books, pamphlets and magazine articles which have been published in 
periodicals of national reputation. This is being done in the hope that 
soon we may publish a bibliography of our State of which we shall be 
exceedingly proud. 

LEGISLATIVE JOURNALS. 

The following is a wise suggestion from Mr. Henry: 

"Our Senate, House and Doeumentai*y Journals contain the political and 
financial history of the State, and are the only awHUum through which thb 
lieople can Inform themselves of the management of the State ajid the con- 
Tiiict of their oflicial servants. 

But tlie individual who attempts to inform himself upon the details 
of the management of the State's interest and resources will find himself 
in almost hopeless confusion. The reports are well made and clearly 
.«?tated, but thev are so put together and so totally lacking in all means oir 
search that the attempt to find a specific fact is an undertaking that only 
the most persistent wiU attempt 

This may not be a part of the Lil>iiai*ian's business, yet the fact ib 
so forced upon tlie attention of the Librarian almost every day that he 
feels constrained to say something botli for his own protection and for tha\ 
of the best pations of the Library. 

In almost all cases we lack indexes, and in some cases the title pages 
are insufllcient, and not frequently, tlie back titles are wholly without 
uniformity and sometimes wrong. 

I would respectfully recommend the committee or p|erson having thift 
sTork in charge to carefully inspect the Massachusetts and the Pennsyl- 
vania documents, and find if it will not be possible at slight additional ex> 
pense to make our documents of much greater value to all who care tt> 
use tlieni.* 

DISTRIBUTION OF STATE TUBLICATIOXS. 

**The distribution of State publications has so far not been well done 
and the reason for t)ie partial failure is very apparent, and no censuiv 
rests upon any one. No work is ever systematically performed for which no 
one is responsible. For this reason alone our State publications have beeis 
very poorly distributed. 

TTie law very specifically pix)vi(h« for the distributlooi of laws and 
Legislative Journals, but outside of these four publications there is no 
order provided, consequently no i)erson and no libi-ary, not even the State 
Library, ever has or can niake a complete collection of our State docu« 
ments. I have tried to keep trace of all publications for the past year and 
a half, but have found it quite impossible, and so far as I have suc- 
ceeded I have done so by picking many of them up here and there from 
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indivlduaifi. Where the Library has depended upon receiving the publica- 
tions from the officers in charge of the particular publication it has almost 
unifoimlj' lound that it failed to receive such report or other publicatloi*. 
Xever in a single instance has the Jjlbraiy received, since I have been In 
clMU'ge, a publication from any State Institution without persistent asking 
and not then in some cases. It is therefore clearly impossible to secure a 
tile of State publications/' 

It is supposed that the Historical Library is the distributing point for 
^loiitana reports — to effect exchanges — but the number required we 
cannot obtain; so a sort of hap-hazard way goes on. Each officer send- 
ing perhaps to one holding the same office in other states, but State 
Libraries and State Historical Societies are the proper place for these 
reports to be seen and read by the masses of the citizens of the states. 

THE UEMEDY, RECOMMENDED BY INDIANA LIBRARIAN MR. 
HENRY, MAY BE APPLIED HERE. 

**Tlie only remedy for the <lefect whicli I can see is for a law to Ik- 
enacted requiring tlie State Printer to deliver to tlie State Library a cei-« 
tain number of copies of each publication which comes from his preas and 
not included in the Documentary Journal. We cannot depend upon tht 
headH of the institutioirs, for we have written tliese in several inMances, 
and so far have failed uniformally. Complete sets of these reports should 
be sent to each State Library in tlie United States and to each library in 
its own State; thus we should send three hundred copies of each publica- 
tion not published in the Documentary' Journal and ten copies of each or 
those published in the Documentary Journal at present, and the numbe^ 
should be increased as the number of libraries in our State increase. 

The law which is to provide for all publications to be placed in the hands 
of the Librarian should also provide that he must once each year, probably 
in November, distribute as al>ove indicated one copy of each State publica- 
tion in his hands at the time, to each State Library and to each librrtrj* 
within the State. 

If the law provides for a larger distribution of docuifcentjs, it must 
also !ncrt»ase the ottice expense fund to at least $1000 per year. For the 
year Just closing, our distribution fund run so low that for" the last thref* 
months of the year we were unable to distribute our own publications.'* 

BOOKS AND BINDING FIND. 

From what has already been said of rlio original object of the State 
Library— of the intention of its foundcMs and th(* nature of the pur- 
]>ose to which it so far ha« been diroehMi — it is clear that the pur- 
(ha?os should be along lines of statecraft, which of course must con- 
tinue to more strongly emphasize the lines so far followed of maJcing 
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the State Library a library of historical reference. In order to do 
this, it seems scarcely desirable that we should continue to spend our 
funds upon such books as are used as mere text-books in their re- 
spective lines, and may be had at so small a price that any person 
can easily afford to own any one or a considerable number of such in 
his own private library. It is ray opinion that the State's ends will 
be better served, and this library will be an indefinitely better library in 
its peculiar line, if its funds were expended for great works too vol- 
uminous and too expensive to bo owned in the average private library 
or even in the smallest public libraries. What we purchase should be 
of such authoritative value as will render further search upon the par- 
ticular subjects useless; every work purchased should be in its particular 
field, the ultimate authority. The State Library should not com- 
pete with private libraries nor with any other library in the State in 
its particular line of purchase. The kinds of works I have just sug- 
gested are not numerous, they seldom appear, but they are very ex- 
pensive. Such works never have large sale, are expensive to pro- 
duce and consequently they come at a high price, in fact out of all 
porportion to size and make, if we should judge by comparative ap- 
pearance. 

ITie Indiana Librarian says regarding funds: '*Tli€ point brings us face 
to face witli w^hat is, and what with tlie exception of a single year, has 
l>een the most vital question in the duty of the State Library— the ques- 
tion of funds. With the funds now at the disposal of the Library we can 
buy but little of any real value to a great refejience library. We can 
buy good books, but not tlie type for the Library. With the ^1000 placed 
at our command for purchase and binding we are unable to do anything of 
any considerable value. Let me analyze the expenditure as it now rxuxi, 
that those interested may more fully comprehend the condition. First, 
our magazine list is painfully meager when we remember that historical 
library should be especially full of current material. As meager as is our 
list, it costs more than a hundred dollars per year, and the binding of 
these requires ahnoert: another hundred. In addition to this not taking into 
account that there is probably three hundred dollars* worth of binding 
now needing to be done upon books whose backs have worn away, such 
as must occur from year to year in increasing ratio. 

From the thousand doUars for the coming year subtract the sums In- 
dicated and we find remaining about three hundred dollars for purchases 
of new material. What will this bu3' of the class of material needed for 
this library. I will lUustrate by two examples now under consideration. 
We have a set of the Debates of the British ParUament which Is the com- 
pletest record of English political thought now extant; its value as his- 
tory need not be commented upon, every one knows It. Our set Is complete 
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from 1625 to 1885, and I have been In corresijondence with the best I^ndon 
Qrm to find at what price we can complete our set to date, and the best 
quotation obtained is more than four hundred dollars. Our remaining 
three hundred dollars will not buy it. 

Again, we have been contemplating the purchase of another set or 
books wMch will soon be out of the market. This Is a set Just issaed 
containing fac-similes of manuvscripts in European archives relating to 
America, 1773-83. It is clear that such a work Is the finest original-source 
collection on early American history extant and should by all means be 
owned by every State Library in the United States. 

The work consists of 25 volumes and costs 5|>25 per volume, total $625. 
We can not buy it with our appropriation. Shall Indiana lose such works 
for lack of fumls, or shall we have an appropriation commensurate with ou^ 
wealth that we may buy them. 

Ohio spends annu«lly three thousand dollai*s for purchase and binding. 
Is our necessity, our pride and our wealth only one third that of Ohio? 

We should have at le«st two thousand five hundred dollars annually for 
purchase and binding. 

For fifty years past our book fund has not progressed with our in- 
creasing wealth. In 1800 Indiana produced nine times as much wheat, sli 
times as much oats, fifteen times as much liay, four times as much wou^, 
as It did In 1840; but in 1841 the book fund of the State Library was four 
hundred dollars now it is one thousand dollars. We produce seven times as 
much wealth producing material and have a fund two and one-half times 
as large. 

In the same ratio of increase we should now have a fund of two thou- 
sand eight hundred dollars annually. In addition to the class of material 
already suggested, which we can not buy, there is the material of our owu 
State which is being taken from our state almost daily by libraries having? 
larger funds. Are we too poor to preserve our own libraiTV* 

What is said of Indiana hv Mr. Henry, their excellent librarian, may 
be said of Montana. The ratio of increase is a])])licable to our own state 
of Montana. 

In the light of these facts, and in the Interest of the history of our 
Nation and of our State, on behalf of every citizen of the State who de- 
sires the largest Intellectual life in the State, I respectfully ask the Sixt>- 
First General Assembly of Indiana to appropriate for the State Library an 
:aaVQual fund for the purcliase and binding of books of two thousand fivi- 
hundred dollars." 

The Indiana Librarian yon will see, is bound by conditions almost 
exactly like our own, but such stirring reports as Mr. ITonr\' gets out. 
will make a ditforent condition soon, and we liope his advice will 
arouse Montana legislators as well. 
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PURCHASE. 

Wo have bought from BurroAvs BroH., a very valuable set, the Jesuit 
Relations, t^dited by R. G. ThMaites. the Librarian of Wisconsin His- 
torical Society, $240 for seventy volumes. We liave also purchased 
Catlin's Works secured at an auction sale in Philadelpliia, (iranville Stu- 
art's History of Montana, from a second luind store in Xew York, 
Custer's Life on the Plains, My Captivity Among the Sioux, and a score 
01 more of books we needed (now out of print) were ol)tained througli 
auction sales. 

Among the valuable exchanges arc elegantly bound Revolutionary 
Histories from Massacliusetts, ^Maryland, Xew York, and many other 
of the older States. Also Genealogies, handsomely l)ound, large books, 
fine type and paper, and a hundred or more intensely interesting l)ooks 
from private individuals (in exchange for A'ol 11) valued at from $2.00 
to $5.00 per volume. 

The time is past for us to seek a market for our books. They are 
now being sought, and as the years go by will enhance in value. Even 
now we ought to have a second edition of Vol. I there are so many calls 
for it. 

RKGISTER. 

The Register recoinmended in the fourth biennial report has kept a 
record worthy of passing mention. It shows visitors have called from 
many states in the U. S. aiul from across the water also. From Maine to 
California, Canada to the Gulf, to the number of 2400. This does not 
include the regular callers for data from pa|>er, etc., ^nor does it in- 
clude the State Oihcials* calls, but it should be kept as Kansas keeps 
theirs, each visitor's errand noted. 

ACCESSION BOOK. 

The Accession book that was recommended in last report, was se- 
cured at once and shows 3000 books and pamphlets have been received, 
marked and acknowledged to the person sending. We should have an 
accession book for donations to the Museum in the future. 

IMPROVEMENTS IX THE INTERIOR OF THE LIBRARY. 

We have had 13 new additional book cases made as we found book$ 
stacked on the floor and in the garrets needing care and attention at 
once. We have purchased three more glass cases, one for birds, one 
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for the Clark Indian collection and one for the other relics and curios 
given ns. We have had all the old cases in the iirst two rooms painted 
in harmony with the carpet, (dark red). The tables, chairs and car- 
jiets received from the ^lontana Building at Omaha Exposition added 
greatly to the appearance and comfort of the rooms. These were given 
us through the courtesy of Gov. Smith and Hon. W. H. Sutherlin, the 
commissioner at Omaha. 

MISSIXG BOOKS AXD CURIOS. 

When we began to look over the library and compare with a list 
made by Col. Wlieeler we find some missing. Among the most valu- 
able a scrap book of Col. DeLacy's. ^Vmong the curios a pair of mastodon 
teeth presented by Mr. Chessman, an easel by Miss Clark, the pen with 
which Hon. W. A. Clark signed the constitution as its president. Great 
care has been exercised during the past two years, everything possible 
kept under lock and key. 

GOV i:rnm knt doc UMENTS. 

An earnest effort should be made to obtain all government reports 
needed to complete files. We have returned many volumes of duplicates 
to the Supt. of Documents, but they will not exchange "quid pro quo.*' 
Indeed they do not ha\e to send, many we need. They will have to be 
obtained through auction sales and second-hand stores. Being the 
only Library in the State where such a collection is found, it should 
be complete.

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WHY PUBLISH PIONEER SOCIETY RECORDS. 

Nothing is of greater interest than the origin and characteristics 
of our first settlers, their occupations, their manners and customs, their 
early struggles, their failures and their successes, and in general the 
experiences and environments which welded a most heterogeneous pop- 
ulation, with most diverse interests, into a homogeneous common- 
wealth, compelled by circumstances to be self reliant in a large meas- 
ure as they were so isolated by absence of railroads, (even good wagon 
roads), telegraphs, etc. 

Our volumes of course teem with the records of their actions. It is 
very fitting we should also publish the proceedings of the association 
organized of recent years for social purposes largely. It is, therefore, 
recommended that at least 100 pages of Vol. lY be set apart for the 
publication of the minutes of the Pioneer Society since its organization, 
and hercafter each year's proceedings with speeches made, also a table 
of necrology, be published in the latter part of the volume. 

This is a custom in other states. It is due the pioneers that the 
state publish, at its own expense, tliese very interesting yearly meet- 
ings, that they may become a part of tlie Archives of the Historical 
Society. These minutes may be prepai'ed by their secretary, and pub- 
lished as the Authentic Jounial of that body, over the signature of its 
oificers. 

VOL. III. 

A pressure of other Librar}^ affairs for the first few months of 1899 
prevented me from giving Vol. Ill the attention the work demanded, 
hence what has appeared like unnecessary delay in sending to the 
printer at the date we did, April 1, 1900. Since that the delay has 
been with the publisher, and no doubt could not be prevented. 

As no one was at hand who could relieve me of the labor of proof- 
reading, a not altogether inspiring task, as every one knows who is 
at all familiar with the varieties in spelling, and other complications 
in verifying statements of writers; ^Ir. A. J. Craven kindly came to 
my relief, and the society is greatly indebted to him for unselfish labor 
in its behalf in the preparation of the volume now in your hands. 
What we have done we have tried to do thoroughly, and have care- 
fully compared the proof sheets with our copies of the original manu- 
script, which we regard as most trustworthy history, hence we believe 
that no material errors will be discovered.

Volume II has paid for itself, and half of the number remains un« 
sold. It is a paying investment to continue the publication of the books 
each year as the law contemplates. There were sold $92.00 by Mr. San- 
ders, $33.00 by Mrs. Lippincott, and $130, this report, total $255, and at 
least $500 worth of exchanges have been received; covering the cost of 
Vol. II. Of Vol. Ill we will have 750 copies. It is a beautiful book — 
paper, type, all that could be asked of the Publishing Company. We 
trust its contents will prove of great interest and value to the general 
public, and be received with as much favor as the former volumes 
have been. 

It would be unwise to omit a publication for a single year. These 
books are highly prized by historians, historical societies, and librarians 
throughout the United States, as well as locally. As the field of 
liistorical research is explored, new discoveries of valuable material 
will be made. Placing in permanent records the names and acts of the 
pioneer settlers of Montana, as they pass away, or in historical sketches 
of the towns and cities they founded, is a duty the present owes to the 
past. The cost to the state is very small, and the labor on the part of 
those who perform it is a labor of love. Let us by all means preserve for 
the future the names and labors of our pioneers, in the volumes issued 
by the State Historical Society. 

The Society is hungry for history. We want much more to come 
from first hands, (as nearly all we have published has), the men and 
women who have helped to make the history they record, and which but 
for this society would never have l>een recorded, and even now perhaps 
forgotten. 

One writer has said, "Passing away'' is so eternally and irrevocably 
written upon the persons and events of those early days that it well be- 
comes us, not only in behalf of the memory of those sturdy pioneers, who 
braved exposure, the privations and dangers of a trapper's or miner's 
life, or trader's, or on the range, to work out for us, for the most part, 
the peace, security, prosperity and comfort that now surrounds us> 
to catch at and record in their passing what we may of the many inci- 
dents and events of those early days, ere they shall have passed beyond 
our reach, is our duty. 

'Tafising away" so plainly written in bold and sad relief, upon these 
local events of the past 36 years should not fail to remind us that we 
too, are slowly it may be, but surely passing away and what we as a so- 
ciety have to do to commemorate and record its vanishing events, must 
be promptly and quickly done. 
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VOL. IV. 

In accordance with the law, I most certainly recommend the publi- 
cation of Vol. IV early in the new year. Althougli these publications 
pay for themselves in the exchanges received and sales effected; but 
far more important that the revenue desired is the preservation in sub- 
stantial form of the work of the pioneers. For this reason, if for no 
other, a volume should be gotten out each year. In the older states, 
even where the societies are younger than ours, their Historical Society 
volumes can be seen u})on our shelves to the number of 28 volumes 
from Michigan, as many as 22 from Xew Jersey, and others regularly 
each year. Material enough is now ready, typewritten, from original 
manuscripts, with what was left over from Vol. Ill and one hundred 
pages devoted to Pioneer Society preceedings, with chapter of necrol- 
og}', for the past two yc^are. 

•The chapter on Pioneer Women, prepared for Vol. IV, should be the 
first only of a series of such contributions; and one on the Territorial 
governors should appear each year. 

APPKOPRIATIONS. 

The Iowa State Historical Department receives $6,000 per year for 
its work. The reports from Xebraska, Kansas, Minnesota, Missouri, 
Michigan all place the appropriations much higher, according to pop- 
ulation, wealth, etc., than our organization has yet reached. We shall 
need at least $500.00 extra for our catalogue. The card system, from 
extracts of letters given you is no doubt, the one to adopt for use in 
the library, but we should have bound in one volume with the law de- 
partment catalogue, a catalogue in substantial form, at least one hun- 
dred volumes, for exchange and another hundred newspapers and pamph- 
lets and volumes of Government reports, is the least we should expect 
for that work. Five hundred dollars for office expenses, $650 for Vol. 
IV, $350 for framing pictures, $500 for the purchase of books that we 
cannot secure by exchange. 

THE NEW QUARTERS. 

The rooms allotted the Department in the Capitol are inadequate to 
its requirements. The wall space has been measured, and will barely 
receive the books and papers now on our shelves. The corridors can 
be used for the museum, the west room will be needed for the bound 
newspapers, leaving but one roon^ for the remainder of the library. If

a door could be cut into the north room, now marked for Equalization 
Board, we could -have the use of that room, and for the present get along. 

Under the {Stairway leading up near the west entrance, a stairway, 
could be cut to the basement where two store rooms, directly under the 
library could be fitted up, with light and shelves we could place the 
material now kept in the west and north garret of the Court House. 

It is to be regretted that the quarters assigned one of the most im- 
portant departments, should be cramped in the beginning. It would 
be wise to furnish tlie rooms in modern style. Rolling shelves for news- 
papers, best plan of cabinet for catalogues, furniture not expensive but 
convenient, hannonious in design and comfortable without ostentation 
or display. The furniture we now have can all be utilized in storage 
looms in the care of material belonging to us. 

When the oflSces are removed it would seem fitting to place all the 
furniture, now in the different rooms of the state officials, whicji was 
used in the Montana State House at the World's Columbian Exposition, 
in the Historical rooms, to be preserved there. 

NEEDED LEGISLATION FOR THE LIBRARY. 

I am sure the Greneral Assembly will be quick to respond with legis- 
lation for the State Library if it shall be made to appear to that body 
than any legislation can be enacted which will improve the value or 
legitimate usefulness of the institution. 

Our usual appropriation for the purchase and binding of books should 
at least be increased, if the others are not. 

Recapitulation of Expenditures in Round Numbers, 1898-1900. 
We have expended about 

$400 in purchase of new books and manuscripts. . 
500 in binding newspapers, magazines, etc. 
300 in framing pictures. 
300 in book cases, and glass cases for curios. 
600 or $300 each year, for office expenses.

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Sixth Biennial Report* 






' Helena, Montana, Dec. i, 1902. 

To His Excellency, 

JOSEPH K. TOOLE, Governor of Montana: 

Sir: — ^We have the honor herewith to submit the 6th biennial 
report of the Board of Trustees of the Historical and Miscellan- 
eous department of the Montana State Library, according to a 
law enacted in 1895, which says that a statement of all important 
transactions must be made, with suggestions of what is deemed 
necessary for the increased utility of the department under the 
librarian, and also in accordance with Section 3822, Political 
code, which says, "All state and county officers who are re- 
quired to make and file reports in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the constitution, the general laws of the state and codes, 
shall prepare and file such reports on the tenth day of Decem- 
ber of each year ; which reports shall include the transactions of 
such board or officer for the fiscal year." 

This is also the 38th annual report of the Historical Society. 

The report of the librarian which follows gives in detail the 
work of this department of the State library during the past two 
years, and shows the growth of the collection, its condition and 
needs. A serious drawback has been lack of room in which to 
handle properly the work of the department, and we regret to 
say that the new quarters are. also lacking in space. 

The last preceding report of the librarian called attention to 
the pressing need for more room for this department of the li- 
brary, which with ordinary accessions is becoming a serious 
• problem. Much of the valuable property of the State, which it 
required years for the friends of the Historical society to collect, 
and which could not now be duplicated, is in danger of loss and 
damage, and is not properly available. If it is an utter impos- 
sibility to secure additional room in the capitol building, then the 
only solution of the question will be in the erection of a State 
library building adjacent to the capitol. 

If the state library is to perform its proper function and keep 
step with similar institutions in older and even some of our 
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neighboring western states, such a building becomes an absolute 
necessity. It is hoped that the legislative assembly may within 
Ihe near future make a start in this direction. 

We heartily approve the recommendations contained in this 
report, particularly the suggestions as to needed appropriations 
with which to carry on the work. It is a source of gratification 
to be able to state further,, that notwithstanding the arduous 
duties connected with the moving of the library, our librarian has 
also edited Volume IV of the Historical Contributions, which is 
to be a memorial number of the exercises connected with the lay- 
ing of the corner stone and dedication of the capitol building. 
The book is now in the hands of the printer, and we hope to 
distribute it before the adjournment of the legislature. 

In Mrs. Laura E. Howey we have a librarian whose services 
have been and are invaluable to this Department. She has 
given the various interests of the work under her charge intelli- 
gent, conscientious and industrious attention. Her recommenda- 
tions are made as the result of patient and thorough study of 
the needs of the miscellaneous and hostorical library and are 
entitled to and we trust will receive the highest consideration.

Report of Librarian for the Years 1900-1902. 

To the Honorable William B. Hundley, President of the Board 
of Trustees. 

Sir: We herewith present the sixth biennial report of the 
department in your charge. After thirty-eight years of homeless 
wandering it is a pleasure to be able to report we are at last 
"At Home" to our friends in the new and beautiful capitol 
building, first floor, west entrance. The rooms assigned the 
historical and miscellaneous department of the library, although 
not nearly adequate to the needs of the department, are very 
pleasant and well lighted, convenient and easy of access, and 
Hest of all is the fact that we are housed with all of the state 
officers. We are thus given the opportunity to become acquaint- 
ed with them and to have them seek the library for the infor- 
mation gathered elsewhere heretofore, not so conveniently to 
them. We hope to grow in their good graces and to become 
useful to them in their various departments of labor. It is our 
desire and only thought to secure the material needed by them. 
In short, we wish to be able to comply with the law which says 
the library is primarily for the use of the state officers. 

Although crowded into less than half the space occupied in 
the Lewis and Clarke county court house for twelve years, yet 
it is home. It is a comfortable feeling to know that we do not 
h-ave to move again soon. It is a pleasure to know that we 
ai e in a fireproof building with our treasures. It is good to have 
vaults where material may be kept comparatively safe. The two 
first-floor rooms assigned us are pleasant and free from mice, 
but the basement rooms are damp and have some mice, although 
an effort was made to get rid of them before moving. 

The crowded quarters assigned the department allowed no 
place for an office for the librarian. The little room, five and 
one-half feet wide by ten feet long, containing a large stationary 
wash-stand, affords barely room for the wraps of the young 
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lady assistants, who frequently envy the nice quarters assigned 
the librarian of the law department, with its roomy wardrobe, 
and looking-glass attachments, comfortable leather lounge and 
rocking chair. In the absence of an office of our pwn, we are 
indebted to the board of health for the use of its room while 
editing Volume IV and writing the biennial report, and we are 
also indebted to the secretary of state for the typewriter in 
use in this temporary office while performing these duties. 

History, Purpose and Aims of the State Library. 

In our fourth report we gave several pages of history of state 
libraries from the report of the commissioner of education, 
John Eaton. We wish now to speak only of some points not 
mentioned in the report of 1898. He says: 

"Onr state libraries come into view first in order of time 
prominently as libraries of the statutes, journals of the legis- 
latures, and state documents. As regards the aim of a state 
library in this branch of its collections, it cannot fail to be re- 
membered that these libraries are the only places in each state 
where it can be supposed that an untiring assiduity will be 
exercised to secure complete sets of all the publications of the 
state, and as far as possible, of the several states. In the apart- 
ments called the senate and assembly libraries of such states 
as retain them, only the statutes of the state and the later 
journals and documents of the legislatures are preserved. It 
is impossible to keep the sets complete under a system where 
the librarian is chosen solely for the actual session of the legis- 
lature, and has hardly time to become acquainted with his 
library, or to learn that a deficiency exists, except from in- 
quiries made after an absent volume. It requires the most watch- 
ful exertions to make the sets of state publications tolerably 
complete. It has been affirmed that there is not a state in the 
union, unless it may be a state lately admitted, which is in pos- 
session of a complete set of its own publications. In 1858 Ohio 
did not possess one, and Vermont did not in 1871. Massachu- 
setts reports that some of the papers known to have been print- 
ed by the state are hopelessly lost. 

'*No libraries except state libraries will collect with any 
perseverance the documents of the other states. In view, 
therefore, of the frequency, even within the short period of our 
national existence, of the destruction of libraries by fire, and 
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in view of the occasional calamity of war, it is under a system 
of exchanges existing between states, more surely than in any 
other way, that each state has a chance for the complete pre- 
servation of its official history during a succession of centuries. 
Although fifty states and territories may co-operate simulta- 
neously in preserving the same documents of each state, the 
accidents of time will continually be reducing the number of 
sets existing; and how few complete sets, if any, would re- 
main at the end of 300 years! Frequently only unique copies 
are found to exist of works which three centuries since were 
printed to the extent of thousands of copies. Of ninety-six of 
the works printed by Caxton 400 years since, thirty-five of the 
extant copies are unique. How many of these laws and debates 
at the end of a similar period would be extant to testify to the 
facts of the history of each state?" 

Montana has state documents fairly well preserved, but like 
Massachusetts, some are hopelessly lost. We have complete 
sets of some of the state officers' reports since statehood, but 
neither department has all the laws, nor has the historical de- 
partment nor the secretary of state all the journals of senate 
and house. Now that we are in our own home, if enough are 
printed and placed in one person's hands for distribution, the 
state ought to be able to have complete sets preserved from 
1902. We have the best files of government documents in this 
section. Indeed our legislators have not appreciated the val- 
ue of this collection as is indicated by the lack of support they 
have given it. Commissioner Eaton continues: 

"No period has been so remarkable for the increase of state 
libraries, and of the number of books in them, as that of the 
last fifty years. During this time one state after another has 
adopted the policy, until at the present moment there is such 
a library in every state and territory. The territories organized 
within the last fifty-five years have been provided on their 
organization with such libraries. Congress appropriated $5,000 
in 1836 for the purchase of a library for Wisconsin Territory 
*for the use of the legislature and the supreme court.' The 
Territory of Oregon had an appropriation from Congress in 
1848, of like amount, for the same purpose. In 1850. New Mex- 
ico received an appropriation of $5,000, and in 1854 $500 addi- 
tional, for her territorial library; which in 1853 numbered about 
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2,000 volumes, comprising the standard text books on the va- 
rious branches of common and civil law and equity, the re- 
ports of the United States and the state courts and the codes of 
the several states and territories, besides a number of congress- 
ional documents. The library then contained the manuscript 
records of the territory, dating back more than three hundred 
years. This collection of records is probably the oldest in the 
United States. Indeed, it came to be the rule to appropriate 
in the act organizing a territorial government funds for the 
purchase of a library. It was a recognition by the most en- 
lightened body in the nation of the value and necessity of a li- 
brary for the welfare of new communities, that they might be 
developed and sustained under wise laws. , 

"With the accumulation of books at the capitols and state 
houses, as the result of their interchanges of statutes and the 
journals of the legislatures, the necessity of a library organized 
for their control was still further impressed upon the minds of 
the legislators by the resolutions of South Carolina in 1844, 
which were communicated to the states, proposing an additional 
exchange, that of the reports of the judicial decisions of each 
state. The proposition has been accepted by all the states." 

In regard to the library that was to be provided by congress 
for Montana Territory, we find in the session laws of the sec- 
ond legislative assembly the following joint memorial to con- 
gress in 1866: 

"The Council of the Legislative Assembly, of the Territory, 
the House concurring, your memorialists would represent, they 
have learned from reliable information that an appropriation 
was made by congress for a Territorial Library for Montana, 
and that said library has been purchased and put in charge of 
a Government official, appointed for this Territory, that al- 
though said official has arrived in this Territory, and departed 
from it again, the said Library has not come to hand. 

"Therefore, your memorialists pray the Congress to appro- 
priate a sufficient sum for a Territorial Library for Montana, 
to be purchased and placed in charge of some discreet and 
proper person, to be sent in his charge, to the Librarian of 
the Territory, where it is, at this time, much needed. 

"Your memorialists instruct the Delegate from this Territory 
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to present the subject to Congress, for the securing of said ob- 
ject; and your memorialists will ever pray. 

"Concurred in, March 24, 1866/' 

This memorial evidently refers to the custom spoken of by 
Mr. Eaton in his report, which we have quoted. 

The documents of the state and territorial officers, the mes- 
sages of its governors, become a part of our history, and as 
such should be preserved. The state library has done much 
towards collecting the records of our own life in the way of 
collecting books upon all subjects, written by residents of Mon- 
tana, but it has- not done what it should have done. While we 
have a collection that it would be difficult, if not impossible, 
to duplicate if destroyed, we know of a great many books writ- 
ten by residents of Montana which do not appear upon our 
shelves. I believe it is within the mission of the state library to 
become an especial collector of our state history to the fullest 
possible degree. We should purchase all material that can in 
any way throw additional light upon our own history. We 
have not done it, and cannot until a larger fund is placed at the 
disposal of the library. There is scarcely a month in the year, 
in fact scarcely a week, in which valuable documents or relics 
or curios relating to some phase of our life are not sold from 
our state and taken to a foreign library, while it should have 
been purchased by and preserved in our state library as a part 
of our state history. With our present funds we cannot com- 
pete in the markets with the larger and more progressive li- 
braries in the east. 

We are losing almost daily valuable portions of our history 
which should not be permitted to go from us, and when it is 
once gone it is forever beyond the possibility of our reach. 
When the state's pride in its own history shall match the state's 
wealth, such conditions cannot longer continue. Although we 
are unable to purchase all the literary works our citizens have 
produced, the library has for the past ten years been making 
every possible effort to collect at least the names of writers 
and the names of all books, pamphlets and magazine articles 
which have been published in periodicals of national reputation. 
This is being done in the hope that soon we may publish a biblio- 
graphy of our state, of which we shall be exceedingly proud. 
For a new state we have a large number of notable writers. 
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Our library should have specimens also of the works of art 
from the studios of each of its artists of local fame and those 
of national reputation. Many of them have given one or more 
pieces of their handiwork, but we should have a complete ex- 
hibit. 

Purchase of Books. 

The historical and miscellaneous departments have never 
been able to purchase books. Many of our neighbor states have 
been slower to organize these departments, but not one of them 
is so indifferent to their care and enlargement as Montana. It 
is a shame to say that until the last legislature, which gener- 
ously appropriated $250 for books, we have never had an ap- 
propriation for that purpose alone. Commissioner Eaton says: 

''The legislatures of Wisconsin and Iowa make liberal annual 
appropriations to the state historical societies for the purchase 
of books of a general character." In this way the library of the 
historical society of Wisconsin has already reached 300,000 

<I902.) 

"The general department of the state libraries includes for the 
smaller libraries chiefly state papers, with the most necessary 
encyclopedias, and works of reference on statistics, political 
economy, and history, for the use of the legislature, a minimum 
portion of modern light literature, and incidental additions of a 
miscellaneous character. The larger libraries employ their 
larger appropriations in the purchase of books from a wider 
range, aiming not to supply the direct needs of the legislator on- 
ly, but to respond to the requirements and tastes of a cultivated 
people, looking forward to such measure of completeness in 
every department as the means at their disposal may allow. 
An opinion of the character of one state library is expressed in 
a report from its librarian, in which he 'congratulates the legis- 
lature on the number of works to be found in the library adapted 
to the wants of the agriculturalist, the merchant, the banker, and 
the statesman.' Anather report says : The state library is spec- 
ially designed to contain books on legislation, government, pol- 
itics, history, statistics, and political economy.' A third report 
observes, *A glance over the purchases will show that the me- 
chanic's and engineer's call can now be gfratified.' " 

Montana should purchase books along the lines of her inter- 
ests — geological, jnining, irrigation — as well as works of general 
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information. It should have everything on the fur trade, the " 
histories of the northwest, of the Louisiana purchase, and sim- 
ilar topics. Eaton further says: 

"The function of selecting the books to be purchased is an 
important one. The relative value for reference purposes of a 
book proposed, whether ancient or modern, is the prominent 
point to be considered. It is comparatively easy to select the 
most obviously indispensable reference books, and those re- 
lating to state history. With the present state of things, in a 
majority of these libraries, modern works, whether in history, 
science, or general literature, will be inquired for a hundred 
times where a work of more ancient date will be inquired for 
once. It is true that the need for works of all classes, periods, 
and languages is sure to be felt after the usual changes in the 
character of the population and the increase of wealth in the 
state, — already the capitals of at least twenty of the states are 
the seals of universities, colleges, or professional schools. But 
when the purchases first enumerated have been made, there 
may be a very limited fund remaining from the state appropria- 
tion ; hence the services of persons capable of making that selec- 
tion of books which on the whole, in view of the moderate 
means at command, will be the most useful, are of great im- 
portance. We must recognize that the selection is to be made 
from a list of works which, besides including the millions of 
books printed in past years, is increasing in all languages at the 
rate of more than 30,000 annually. It is a task of great respon- 
sibility, involving many perplexing questions ; and as the pro- 
ductions of the press are likely to increase in the same, if not 
greater ratio, in the coming years, and certainly in greater pro- 
portion in the United States, the necessity of discriminating 
judgment in making purchases presses with stronger force. A 
person of education acting as librarian, with an experience of 
several years, ought to be competent to suggest to the trustees 
the books which it would be most desirable to place on the 
shelves of the library. Receiving from them general principles 
to guide him or her in the selections, the librarian should make 
to them regular reports of his or her proceedings, and there- 
npon may receive special instructions. With this mode of co- 
operative support, he could not fail to make satisfactory pur- 
chases from the various sources of supply. This remark does 
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not apply to a purchase involving a large sum. The trustees 
and librarians are in a very favorable position for obtaining the 
aid of the best minds in the state to furnish lists of books de- 
sirable to be purchased in special departments. 

"Experience in his profession, a protracted connection with 
the library, and a genuine love of books, enhance the value of 
a librarian's services, and make it essential for the best interests 
of the library that his relations to it should not be interrupted 
for mere political considerations. Practically the long contin- 
uance of a librarian in his office in the service of the state is 
more likely to be cut short by his withdrawal on account of an 
insufficient salary." 

The Library Staff. 

Through the thoughtful kindness of the State Board of Ex- 
aminers we have had the assistance of one young lady con- 
stantly since July ist, and another added October ist. The 
former. Miss Pew, had served the number of months in the 
Helena Public Library required for qualifying her to a place 
upon the regular force. She has completed a course in the 
training school of the Helena city schools, and is a natural li- 
brary worker in all that the term implies. 

Melville Dewy says : "In library work, as in all other techni- 
cal work, the spirit is the all important thing. If one has be- 
dome fUled with the spirit of the wt)rk,has grasped the broad ideas 
of how and why library work exists, has shared in the enthusiam 
as to its future, the purely technical work will be mastered 
through this spirit. Miss Pew has this spirit, and has proven 
herself an invaluable helper, particularly in the care of the 
newspaper files, of which she has had almost entire charge for 
six months. 

The other member of the staff. Miss Fortune, spent the sum- 
mer in the study of library science in the University of Minne- 
sota. She too has many of the requisite qualifications for a good 
assistant. General education, temperament and habit — good 
nature, cheerfulness, promptness — all of these she possesses in 
no small degree. 

I vvould therefore recommend the employment of these two 
young ladies, at the same salary paid in the Helena public li- 
brary for the length of time they have given to the professional 
work. If the library is to be properly installed in its new metal 
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cases and the museum placed in the corridors, these assistants 
will be needed for the entire two years, as after proper shelving 
has been provided will come classification of the books and 
cataloguing, neither of which can be done until it is properly 
installed. 

If the appropriation is adequate to the needs of the cause, a 
person should be employed for a few months for scrap-book 
work and indexing the newspapers. This matter was brought to 
your attention in the fourth biennial report of the librarian, and 
lime has only strengthened our opinion that no more useful 
class of work can be done than this. The increased demand for 
our state history, as it would be collated in the scrap-books, 
or made easy of access by index cards, convinces one of the 
utility of this department even if we had no knowledge of what 
great value the system has been to other state libraries. The 
mining projects, the cattle interests, the agricultural develop- 
ments, the state school history, the biographical sketches or 
obituary notices of our prominent men and women, the political 
campaigns — each subject placed in book form or found by card 
— what a great saving of the time of the librarian, consumed now 
in hunting through large heavy volumes of bound newspapers, 
of which we have 1200 volumes ; and these none too well bound 
in the first place, are giving away rapidly and wearing out by 
<the constant handling, and by too often, alas, careless readers. 
This leads us to the all important subject, the care of the news- 
papers. 

Newspapers. 

The proceedings of the third annual meeting of state librar- 
ians, convened at Harrisburg, Pa., gives an able discussion of 
this topic under the head of "To what extent should a state 
library keep files of nespapers?" Mr. L. D.' Carver, state li- 
brarian of Maine for twenty-five years, led the discussion, say- 
ing among other things the following: 

'Tt would be well for every state librarian to request the leg- 
islature of his state to require that the publishers of the official 
state paper, and all publishers whose papers contain official 
notices, shall furnish the state library with two or more copies 
of each issue of these papers printed on fine, durable paper. If 
this proposition is carried out, some of our newspaper files re- 
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lating to government and official acts may last for a century or 
more in a tolefable state of preservation. 

"Let us all agree that it is the duty of a state librarian to keep 
in some permanent form all home papers and such foreign 
papers as the resources of his library permit. 

"Still it will remain true that the great majority of state li- 
brarians do not keep such files in any degree of completeness^ 
and it is sadly true that some state librarians have not a com- 
plete fife of the official state paper. 

"If a state librarian has complete sets of local papers, and 
the funds necessary for the outlay, it should be his duty and 
pleasure to secure and preserve the leading papers published at 
the great centers of business and intelligence in our own coun» 
try and foreign lands. A well equipped and amply 
endowed state library should keep on file two or more of the 
leading newspapers published in each of the leading cities of 
Europe and South America. As England, Scotland, Ireland, 
Canada and Australia are inhabited by a race of kindred blood 
and language with our own, it would be well to have two news- 
papers from each of these countries, or a greater number, if 
neces8»y, to keep us in touch with the acts, thoughts and cus- 
toms of the day among all English-speaking people. If we have 
become a world power, as our statesmen tell us we have, there 
is greater urgency and stronger reasons why our state libraries 
should preserve and keep foreign newspapers. On the Conti- 
nent of Europe two representative papers published at each 
capital city might be sufficient to keep the world student who 
haunts a library well informed and satisfied. Still it may be de- 
sirable to have more than this number to represent opposing 
theories, thoughts and political action in these countries. The 
saving minority, that exists in all countries and ages, should 
have some representation in this selection. For this reason it 
would be well to secure a few newspapers, representative of 
advanced thought in the world of science, ethics, religion and 
sociology. 

"In states where the library is not allowed sufficient funds 
for the purchase of newspapers, something can be done by the 
way of exchange. Several of our great daily papers have ex- 
cellent working libraries, with live and intelligent librarians.y' 
Any state librarian in this country can obtain one or more of ^ 
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the leading papers of New York in exchange for the current de- 
partment reports of his own state. 

"The value of newspaper files to the historian and to the 
student cannot be overestimated. The local columns of our 
county papers picture to the discerning mind the sentiments, 
manners, prejudices, customs and peculiarities of each neighbor- 
hood and community in a light that would otherwise be lost 
to the world; in a light that outshines the most famous de- 
scriptions of our great authors. Even the advertising columns 
of the New York Herald of today more truly represent the peo- 
ple of that great city than does Irving's famous history picture 
the primitive inhabitants of that island before the days of the 
Revolution. 

"I firmly believe it to be a duty that we owe to the future to 
put forth our best efforts in the work of preserving these daily 
records, so instinct with the spirit, sentiment, and intelligent 
enterprise of a great and growing people. There is a saying 
among lawyers that you should beware of the man with a 
diary. He is the most formidable witness who has written 
down facts and happenings at the time of theif occurrence 
with a total disregard as to the consequences in the future. No 
jury will disregard his evidence though a score of witnesses 
swear to the contrary from honest recollection. So it is that 
the newspaper of today with tolerable accuracy records the 
daily acts of a neighborhood, a state or an empire ; acts which 
may rise up to glorify a people long after their bones have 
crumbled to dust and their national existence ceased ; acts that 
stand out on the. printed page to meet the eye of the critic, the 
historian and the student of a history; hence an unassailable 
witness to our honor or shame in all time to come. To the 
end that our life with its hopes and fears, with its faith and 
courage, with its successes and failures, may be fully under- 
stood and appreciated, and truly described by those who come 
after us, let us labor unceasingly to preserve the fullest and 
best records a people can transmit to their successors — a file of 
the newspapers of our own day and generation. 

In reply to a question, Mr. Carver said he favored the ac- 
quisition of magazines in state libraries. 

Mr. A. H. Chase, of New Hampshire, said : The newspapers 
of our state do not require so much room for their preservation 
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as most of the states. There are about loo weekly papers and 
15 daily papers in the state. We now take them all at the li- 
brary. The weeklies we get without paying for them, for those 
who send us a complete file of their current issue are allowed 
to publish the laws of the state at the end of each session of 
the legislature. We have been endeavoring to put on file these 
papers from the beginning of their issue, and have just com- 
pleted a file of a Concord paper since 1809, with the exception 
of seven numbers. Of the newspapers outside the state I have 
been somewhat undecided as to what is best to do. We take one 
paper from each of the following cities: Boston, New York, 
Washington, Chicago, New Orleans, Denver and San Francisco. 
I think that the number should be somewhat enlarged. I am 
glad to learn that in some of the cities, newspapers are willing 
to send us their files in exchange for state publications." 

Dr. Reed of Pennsylvania said: "I believe that in a state 
library very great stress should be put on keeping newspaper 
files, those of our own state as well as outside. Newspapers, of 
course, are perishable, and of little value in a short time; still 
the fact that we find newspapers extant today that were pub- 
lished a generation ago, and with the apparent prospect of con- 
tinuing alive, for a hundred years more is some little proof 
against their perishability. 

"Since 1889 we have been doing much in Pennsylvania toward 
securing a collection of the newspapers equal to that of any 
state in the Union. We have added to our newspapers 600 to 
700 volumes per year, from the 68 counties in the common- 
wealth, besides the leading newspapers of the leading cities of 
the Union. We have just set aside a room in our state library 
building to be devoted exclusively to newspapers. We have a 
special appropriation for the sole purpose of securing as wide a 
range of newspapers as possible, $500, and are enabled to make 
a very good showing for the amount received." 

Herbert Putnam, Librarian of Congress, said: "We collect, 
bind and preserve pretty largely, and of course do not limit 
ourselves to the District of Columbia, nor now to the United 
States, although our previous attempt was only to secure co- 
temporary issues of newspapers of foreign countries, and did 
not extend beyond three or four papers, the London Times, for 
instance. In 1871 there was instituted the practice of taking 
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two leading papers from each state, representing the different 
political parties, binding, filing and preserving them. That 
practice has been continued. We receive at least 500 to 600 
leading newspapers, without the least expense devolving upon 
the library. We subscribe to more than 15 of the leading co- 
temporary newspapers abroad.' 

"We are not binding everything that we receive, but are bind- 
ing the leading papers, such as show industrial activity and 
furnish statistics, and also those containing the current indus- 
trial intelligence of the world. An attempt has never been 
made to colect and file all papers, as the range would be too 
wide. In the line of newspaper acquisition some 5000 periodi- 
cals are received as gifts. We expect to erect a plain, substan- 
tial building for keeping newspaper files and other periodicals." 

Mr. Galbreath of Ohio: "Requisitions are frequently made 
for material that can be found only in the newspaper files, and 
that has spurred us on to complete our files. There are com- 
plete files of newspapers, one since 1793, but most of these are 
in possession of parties who will not sell them, and we have 
concluded that if we cannot have these files we can at least 
furnish information •as to where they may be consulted, and I 
have prepared a bulletin of the newspaper files in other libraries 
of the state (Ohio). 

"In our state provision is made for the preservation of county 
papers in the county court house. We have a law requiring 
that copies- of official papers be bound and kept at the county 
seat of each county of the state. The law has been fairly well 
carried out in practice, and a number of the counties have com- 
plete files." 

The historical and miscellaneous department of the Wiscon- 
sin State libra'ry has over 30,000 bound volumes of newspapers, 
conveniently iirranged in a large well-lighted room. The law of 
Wisconsin requires the preservation and binding of all the news- 
papers. The law of Minnesota provides for one of each politi- 
cal party in every county of the state. Their historical de- 
partment now has over 12,000 bound volumes. One writer, 
speaking of the necessity of preserving newspapers, says: 

"Stenography and typewriting have done away with long- 
hand manuscript, journals, letters, etc., which have been used 
in the past as authoritative sources of history. The prominent 
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men of today make history rapidly and are too busy for anything 
beyond newspaper interviews, and manuscript can no longer be 
counted upon for sources of historic data. The newspaper will 
be the source to which the historian of the future will have 
to go to obtain necessary material or facts for his literary pro- 
ductions." 

In our state the calls are frequent for many purposes. Legal 
notices {where litigation has arisen over mining claims or land 
entries) are called for to see if they have been properly adver- 
tised the length of time needed, etc. Constant calls come by 
mail for biographical material to be used in cyclopedias or mag- 
azine articles. Statistics of all kinds are required of the librarian 
and. most of these questions can be answered only by the news- 
papers — marriage and obituary notices, the whereabouts of 
people, dates of great fires, cold winters, loss of cattle, and 
hundreds of questions requiring replies that can only be an- 
swered by the newspaper files. Our papers and magazines (126 
in number are now received) cost us originally the exchange 
of a volume of the Historical Society Contributions, and the 
binding has varied from $1.50 one year to 65 cents this past 
two years. As we bind two years of the Wicekly newspapers in 
one volume, and the dailies in from three to six volumes in one 
year, the increase in the number of volumes each year is not so 
great as is supposed — from 75 to 100 volumes each year of the 
current papers. But we have a large number of the older papers 
of the state incomplete, and we greatly desire a sufficient ap- 
propriation to have the necessary volumes bound. We should 
also have on file some papers from the larger commercial cen- 
ters of the United States. These can be obtained only by exchange 
of our volume, or by paying the subscription price, as we have 
found by correspondence. Miss Fortune has carefully prepared 
a statement of the bound newspaper files in the library, which is 
herewith presented. You will notice that few of these are com- 
plete. If money can buy the missing numbers they should be 
purchased. Col. W. F. Sanders, an incorporator of the His- 
torical Society in 1864, and president of it for 25 years, has said 
he would donate his collection of unbound newspapers to the 
state on condition that they bind them and preserve them as a 
distinct collection called the Sanders Collection. This is the 
finest private collection in the state, and the state library is 
the proper custodian of such a gift. 
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If we were properly housed we should have quarters for news- 
papers alone as large as all of that now occupied by the super- 
intendent of public instruction. The larger room should be used 
for the newspaper stacks of bound volumes, with reference 
tables in the center. In the dark rooms should be metal shelves 
made with large pigeon holes for placing current unbound pa- 
pers and magazines. The small room should be given to scrap- 
book, work and cataloguing of newspapers and office for the 
assistant in charge of that department. Nothing less than this 
amount of space is needed today to install, as other states have 
done, a collection of its newspapers. 

All of the newspapers in our valuable newspaper collection 
up to 1891 were accumulated by the Historical Society, and 
although all appropriations to this department were very mea- 
ger, giving it a bare existence yet it eked out sufficient funds 
to bind the volumes we now possess. The law enacted in 1881, 
forming the Territorial library into two divisions, namely, law, 
and historical and miscellaneous, plainly states the newspapers 
were to be cared for. Yet during the ten years from 1881 to 1891 
not a single volume was bound by the trustees of the Territorial 
library. The librarian of those two departments, as they had 
one librarian from 1886 to 1891, became discouraged in attempt- 
ing to keep these unbound volumes in her rooms in the court 
house, and took some thirteen boxes and placed them in a 
store room which was kindly loaned for that use. In 1899, 
when the present incumbent took charge of the historical and 
miscellaneous department, she at once sent to the warerooms 
for those boxes, with the hope that they might contain the vol- 
umes needed to complete sets in the newspaper files. The pam- 
pers in the boxes were found completely riddled by micd .and 
hardly fit even for scrap-book making. 

Too much praise cannot be given the newspaper men, who 
have always been our most loyal friends and supporters. In 
giving the files of their publications, and often duplicates, in 
publishing notices from time to time, in visits and encouraging 
talks, they have shown their appreciation of our department's 
work. 

Another class of friends highly prized is the authors in the 
country. We have received in exchange for the volumes of 
Historical Contributions the works of Edward Everett Hale, 
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with a kindly letter of appreciation of the society, also the works 
of many other prominent writters of the eastern states. All of 
these exchanges will be noticed in our book catalog. 

Exchange of Public Documents. 

The plan of exchange of public documents in this state is 
very unsatisfactory. The old saying, "What is everybody's 
business is nobody's business," is fully demonstrated in the 
methods pursued in sending out the reports of state officers. 
Your attention has been drawn to this in two previous reports, 
but no remedy has yet been proposed. The fault lies in part in 
the number of copies of documents printed. There should be 
not less than 300 copies of any report, and there shoulcl certainly 
be 500 copies of the senate and house journals. If the exchange 
could be left entirely to the secretary of state or to some one 
person, and all of these reports sent immediately to that person 
from the printer, it seems there could be a very much better 
distribution of them, and the giving of several copies by several 
different individuals ^to the same person or institution could 
thus be avoided. The person in charge of these documents could 
have a list of exchanges sent to him from the various officers, 
and thus all of the proper institutions would be provided with 
reports without waste. The state library would seem to be the 
proper avenue for the exchange of all documents, as it is to 
receive the reports from other states in exchange, but it cannot 
be done without a clerk to aid in the work. In order to obtain 
full sets from the various states we must send equivalent re- 
ports, and we are very desirous to have this matter properly 
adjusted. 

Duplicates. 

Now that we are all in one building and the state library is 
so convenient to the state officers, we most respectfully sng- 
gest to the heads of the various departments that they call upon 
the state library for the government documents instead of hav- 
ing sacks of mail filled with duplicates sent to them individually. 
We ask this as a special favor for the reason that these dupli- 
cates are landed very soon in the basement for us to care for. 
We do not need them, have no room for them and really can- 
not spare the time to send them out to other libraries. We would 
also suggest, as appropriations for the purchase of books is no 
doubt limited in each department as it is in the historical li- 
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brary, that it seems an unnecessary expenditure for the state 
departments to purchase encyclopedias and other reference 
books since they can so conveniently use those in the library. 
The state library is their library. Why keep up two? One in 
a private office and one elsewhere? 

The trend of library legislation is toward making state li- 
braries loan libraries. This is but just to the taxpayers of the 
state. The state library is supposed to contain books not usual- 
ly found in the local libraries, and no reason exists why literary 
clubs, reading circles, state schools and even private citizens, 
such as lawyers and men in scientific pursuits, should not have 
the use of these books. Citizens complain, not without cause, 
that one department of the state library which has cost the state 
an immense sum of money, is kept up practically for three men, 
all of whom have fine private libraries. 

We have made a practice of lending books of which we have 
duplicates. Nearly all large libraries now keep duplicate rooms 
or departments in charge of an assistant, and if we had the 
room, we would not give away our duplicates, for some day we 
hope to see the state library a loan library, and then these dupli- 
cates will be useful. Of course old rare books and bound news- 
papers could not come under the loan department, but all else 
could and should. A cheap postage day is rapidly approaching 
and these books can be handled by Uncle Sam's graycoats as 
safely as by citizens in towns borrowing from a local library. 

Lending Books. 

The lending of books from the state library should be done 
through the local library. When books are needed for the use 
of clubs, societies and literary workers, a list of the books could 
be sent to the state library, and when it is properly equipped it 
would be a great help to each community through its collection. 

The trustees of the state ^schools and the state librarian of 
the historical and miscellaneous department should co-operate 
so that expensive books may be bought only by the state li- 
brary, leaving their funds for other purchases. Mr. Patten 
suggested to us to purchase an expensive but very much needed 
set of books, saying to our trustees, "The state library only 
should have it." And we learned afterwards that Bozeman col- 
lege had purchased it also, not knowing we had it. There should 
not be unnecessary duplication. This is a suggestion empha- 
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sized in the last national library meeting. Large cities with 
endowed libraries are urged in this report to co-operate. An 
instance is cited of three libraries in one city buying copies of 
reproductions of an East Indian Vedic manuscript at great ex- 
%ense, when one set would have answered. With care in the 
expenditure of book funds, and co-operation on the part of the 
state institutions, there is no reason why we should not have 
in a few years a splendid collection of books bearing upon the 
topics needed by our citizens in the various callings and walks 
of life. If each institution will select along special lines and 
the state library purchase what the institution^ cannot, or do not 
often have calls for, this state can be in a few years the posses- 
sor of literary treasures equalled by none in the west. 

Work of State Libraries. . 

The Butte public library is setting a good example to the 
other local libraries by building up special departments. It 
is making an effort to secure books along the lines required by 
its readers, mining and geological works, and it is also building 
up a law department. The nucleus of this collection was willed 
by Mr. Kirkpatrick, a former Butte lawyer, and the trustees 
are adding to that collection each year, "ctting aside a certain 
per cent of their book fund for that purpose. Work of this 
kind could be carried on in other localities. The purchase of a 
few law books would be a wise move, and money better spent 
than in the purchase of so much fiction now loading the shelves 
of a large number of the libraries, and when once known in a 
community that the library is endeavoring to gather books of 
a certain class, it will receive many donations, and possibly 
lawyers would will them their libraries. It is a matter worthy 
of the consideration of the trustees in charge of the various 
local libraries, for, with the exception of Helena, whose lawyers 
have access to the state law library, lawyers must depend on 
their own local libraries for such books as they cannot well 
afford to buy themselves. 

We should have many books on genealogy and on American 
heredity and patriotic societies. We have had a large number 
of inquiries from Montana men and women of revolutionary 
ancestry, asking assistance in their genealogical research. The 
little we have has been given us by distinguished families, or 
by societies. We have purchased two volumes this year to aid 
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persons in tracing up their families, who were Huguenots from 
New Jersey. We §hould have several hundred volumes of this 
kind. We should also have copies of certificates of revolu- 
tionary service, and copies of letters, manuscripts and journals 
which would assist in family research. 

This leads to another class of books we should have, namely, 
biographies. We should possess a large collection of books 
on American history. The librarian is ashamed of the small 
collection of books in her charge. With the exception of a few 
Tare old books and works exchanged by reason of the broad 
spirit prevailing in other states and among authors and histori- 
cal societies, we have really few books of the character found 
in libraries as old as ours. The utter lack of interest shown this 
department and the lavish expenditures in the law department 
are a marvel to many of not only our own citizens, but those of 
other communities. The disregard, the neglect, should not per- 
tain longer. The collection should be given up to states glad 
to obtain such books, maps, pictures, curios, as we possess, or 
there should be placed in the hands of the trustees sufficient 
funds to administer the library properly, to install its collection 
in the latest improved cases, to catalog and care for it in a 
creditable manner, al! of which cannot be done as it is now 
^tuated. 

It is apparent to a close observer that all the history we have 
of the entire state is here. The very set of laws which the law 
department has today had its files partially completed from the 
historical rooms. It did not possess a complete set and does 
not now, but it obtained several it stood in need of from the 
historical department. The history of the assemblies as 
found in journals is preserved by the historical so- 
ciety more fully and completely than in the set owned 
by the office of the secretary of state. The newspapers 
giving accounts of the organization of the first legislature were 
cared for by the historical society. Much material which is to 
be found nowhere else was preserved for the state by men who 
struggled so long to support the historical society. A common 
spirit of gratitude should prompt the state to take better care 
of it, and to show a more appreciative spirit than has been 
manifested, particularly since 1890, when the society became a 
child of^the state ,and a part of the state library. 
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The Relation of the State Library to the Local and School 

Libraries. 

We have endeavored to make ourselves helpful to each of 
these educating forces, although no law exists pertaining to the 
matter. The Ohio state library meeting had some wise sugges- 
tions presented at its last session, among them these: 

"The state library should be the court of last appeal in ref- 
erence work for the state, and supplement and carry out the 
scholarly side of small libraries. The state library should be 
something more than a collection of books for the use of state 
officials. There seems to be n« good reason why books, speak- 
ing in very general terms, might not be sent to any library in 
Ohio for the use of scholars and investigators whom circum- 
stances would not permit to visit the state library. The books 
should remain in the library long enough for practical use, and 
the borrowing library should be responsible for them." No 
assistance whatever can be expected of Montanas state library 
in its present condition, in the way of lending books, as it has 
so few. However, the library work of the state should be a 
continuous chain with the state library at its head, as the state 
superintendent's office is the head of the educational work of 
the state. Some time we shall have a library department in 
Washington, bearing a similar relation to the state libraries 
and various other libraries of the states, as the bureau of edu- 
cation does to the schools of the country. The state library 
should be a bureau of information for all libraries of the state, 
great or small. The state library should be able to send out to 
various localities collections of books beyond the reach of ordi- 
nary librarians. The state library should be the model library 
to which all the libraries of the state shall look for answers to 
difficult problems. 

Permit us to suggest the plan of sending free to all local 
libraries complete sets of Montan?. state reports and volumes of 
the codes and the Historical contributions. 

Accessions. 

We have accessioned nearly 3,000 books since our last report, 
half of these from the government of states and the United 
States. The others are from historical societies or authors, or 
are the gifts of individuals who are interested. A la^rge num- 
ber are geneological histories. We have 120 papery and mag- 
azines given us, also.

It is useless to attempt to catalog in our present chaotic state. 
There are no book-cases fit for placing books, nor room for a 
catalog cabinet if we had one. 

Maps. 

We have two map-rack stands and one for the wall, secured 
for use by the state furnishing board. We •have no room for 
them in our present quarters, although we have great need of 
them. We have had some maps mounted upon the racks, and 
we have hundreds of maps to mount and put in place when we 
have room assigned us for our maps. The oldest and most 
valuable ones we have had framed and covered with glass and 
placed easy of access for constant use. We are said to have 
the only complete set of Montana maps in the state, beginnings 
with the first one made by Colonel De Lacy in 1865. We have 
been endeavoring to collect complete files of the maps of various 
counties and county seats, but so far have failed to awaken in- 
terest enough in the towns to have them sent to us. 

Register. 

The register has not been kept up for eight months at least, 
owing to the confusion accompanying the moving of the library, 
but we have had a larger number of visitors than ever before. 
We shall endeavor to have it ready for the new year in order to 
secure the autographs of the members of the assembly and the 
state officers who will preside for the first time in the new 
building. 

Correspondence. 

No record could be kept of letters this year, owing to the 
same cause which prevented keeping up the register, but the 
demand for information of all kinds is on the increase, and our 
mail grows heavier each day, really consuming the time of one 
person to attend to it. We are very e^lad of this, as it shows 
the library is growing in interest and influence. 

Installation of Museum. 

The following is a message of Governor Potts, dated January 
19. 1877: 
"To the Legislative Assembly: 

"I have the honor to submit the report and vouchers of Joseph 
P. Woolman, Esq., Centennial Commissioner for Montana, 
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showing the expenditure of the centennial appropriation. I re- 
spectfully request that the report and vouchers be carefully ex- 
amined. 

"The collection of ores exhibited by the territory is now 
in charge of the Smithsonian Institute, and I have been request- 
ed by the officers of the institute to ask the legislature to donate 
the collection to the care and custody of said institute. As the 
collection would sell for but little if offered for sale, I respect- 
fully recommend that it he donated to the Smithsonian Insti- 
tute, and thereby give the ores of Montana a place in the na- 
tional museum. You are respectfully requested to decide at an 
early day what disposition shall be made of the collection." 

If provision had been made for keeping that exhibit in the 
state library instead of sending it to the Smithsonian Institute 
— and the government is rich enough to buy all of its speci- 
mens — that collection, added to the ones taken to the various 
other fairs at New Oreleans, Chicago, California and Omaha, 
would make for us now one of the finest in the country. Mon- 
tana has taken several medals for her exhibits, but she has not 
preserved the exhibits as is fitting. It is to be hoped that this 
policy will not continue, and that whatever is gathered for the 
St Louis and Oregon fairs will be turned over to the state 
museum. 

The present librarian, having knowledge of the exhibit at 
Chicago, and knowing it to be packed away in the armory in 
Helena after its return to Montana, asked immediately after 
taking charge if it could not be given to the state library. It 
was agreed that whe.i the time came to move into the new cap- 
itol building, the historical department should have the collec- 
tion. It could not then be installed in the quarters of the so- 
ciety because it was not deemed advisable to add the weight of 
the ores to the fourth floor of the court house, where the old 
quarters were. About a year ago, we were very much astonish- 
ed to learn that the collection had been sent over to the Mis- 
soula University. As the university is not a mining school at 
all, it would seem that the collection ought yet to be given to 
the state museum or to the school of mines. 

Senator Clark, Hon. Henry Knippenberg and Hon. Henry 
Elling promised two years ago to have a small cabinet of fine 
specimens of minerals ready for our new rooms. These have^ 
not been sent to us for the reason that we had no place to put 
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them up. The gentlemen will send them to us any time that 
we are ready for them. 

Still another class of friends assist us in the building up of 
the museum, as no money has been given us for that purpose 
either. A large fine golden eagle, given us by Fisk Ellis in ex- 
change for Volume I, has been added since July, and has at- 
tracted a great deal of attention from visitors to the new quar- 
ters. The children even gather specimens to send the historical 
society. The largest gifts have come from Senator W. A. Clark, 
who not only gave us all the Indian collection, but this last year 
had published 300 copies of Volume I, which has been out of 
print since 1876. 

Among the many interesting and valuable pictures presented 
by our pioneer citizens are several given by Mrs. Robert Fisk. 
In the collection is a fine old oil portrait of Lincoln, a steel en- 
graving of the signing of the emancipation act, one of the 
original thirty^five copies. There are also six beautiful large 
Haynes photographs, the first taken of the Yellowstone Park. 
If the legislative assemblies had been as thoughtful and gener- 
aus as our citizens, and as other states have been towards us- 
we should not be in the disorganized condition we are in today. 
All we have we owe to those not supposed to provide for the in- 
stitution, and upon whom we have no claim. 

A large number of oil portraits, pictures of pioneers and other 
eminent citizens has been given us since our last report by 
Hon. Freeman Thorpe; and William Taylor, the Helena photo- 
grapher, with his usual generous spirit has given us a picture 
of the house of the last legislative assembly. He has given these 
assembly pictures since 1890. Older states place great value 
upon such a collection. Wisconsin set aside a sum to pay for 
the early officers portraits, to be placed in the historical li- 
brary. Melville Dewey, librarian of the New York state library, 
says in his report of 1899: "May 12, 1899, the legislature ap- 
propriated $3,000 to buy the Lloyd collection of legislative 
photographs and books." This collection, which was placed in 
the state library, consists of forty-six framed groups of New 
York legislators and other officers, a volume of assembly pho- 
tographs of 1861 with autographs, one of state officers and mem- 
bers of the legislature of 1859. and two small autograph books 
of members of the assembly of 1874 and '75, also copies of the 
manual, clerks' manual, etc., since 1861, and life sketches of state 
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officers, senators and members of the assemblies of 1861 to 
1879. The report says further : 

"The framed pictures in this collection are of three kinds: 
I, groups of the senate and assembly in session, generally with- 
out names ; 2, collection of individual photographs with names ; 
3, pictures composed of individual photographers mounted in 
groups, provided with an explanatory key." He makes further 
mention of the collection, but this will suffice to show that Mon- 
tana has, through her generous citizens and through Mr. 
Thorpe's kindness, gotten a fine start on a similar collection. 
We have obtained this not through any appropriation of the 
legislature. We wish to lay stress upon that, and upon the 
fact that we have no place of our own as yet, in which to hang 
these pictures. They are at the present writing scattered all over 
the first and third floors of the capitol building, in care of the 
various state appointive officers and in committee rooms. 

The thoughtful and helpful assistance of many private citi- 
zens in presenting highly prized, rare old books — heirlooms, 
many of them — portraits oi friends, pictures of pioneer scenes, 
indicates that the historical department has a very strong hold 
on the common people, and any efforts in its behalf by the 
legislature will be appreciated by them. When a catalog is 
prepared, the names of the donors will then be given to the 
public, together with a description of the gift. 

If the institution is properly recognized by the state, citizens 
will cease in a large measure to send to the Smithsonian Insti- 
tute specimens that should be in our museum. These have 
been given away in the past often because it is known they will 
be cared for in the Smithsonian, and the government has some 
one on the lookout all the time for collecting them. We have 
no one, although this plan has been urged by librarians again 
and again. Our fourth and fifty reports urged sending some 
one out to gather historic data from the old settlers, also some- 
thing which is greatly needed to secure authentic material for 
future volumes of history. But no more attention is paid these 
suggestions of the past twenty-five years than if they had never 
been made, and it is discouraging, to say the least, to men and 
women who labored for years without a cent of compensation, 
gathering and caring for what we posses in this department. 
The slate has not paid for this collection. A few paltry dollars 
for binding and the publishing of three volumes cover all the 
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State has put into the large collection of nearly 18,000 bound 
books and as many pamphlets and magazines. 

Visit to the Pioneer Society. 

The librarian of the historical society, representing that body, 
attended the pioneer meeting at Dillon in 1902, and presented 
her cause to the association. It is gratifying to state that the 
representative of the historical society was accorded a most 
gracious hearing in behalf of the interests she represented. Res- 
olutions were passed as recommended, regarding pioneer day 
in the public schools, and a promise was made to give in the 
near future to the society all the pioneer biographical sketches 
and photographs their society had collected. We are satis- 
fied that the most cordial feeling exists between the two socie- 
ties, and that each recognizes the other as a partisan of the 
same cause. 

Duties of Librarians. 

By glancing at the law a wide difference is apparent in the 
requirements of the librarians, those in our department being 
more arduous. This can be in part accounted for perhaps by 
the fact that a woman presided over the law department four- 
teen years and over the miscellanec^us department, four and one- 
half years, while the historical department was presided over by 
men until 1897, and Montana legislators are gallant. Their chival- 
ry may have influenced them in assigning the duties of the two 
librarians. The law librarian is not required to send out the 
law reports for exchange, nor does the department pay the ex- 
press bill for such exchange. The secretary of state performs all 
of this duty for that department. The librarian does not even 
have the counting of them when received from the publisher, 
nor the storing of them in vaults, properly wrapped. Whereas, 
the other department receipts for the historical spciety volumes, 
puts them carefully away, sends all of them out, getting re- 
ceipt cards in return, pays all express bills out of their mere 
pittance, begs enough (if gotten at all) of the various state 
officers for their pamphlet reports, does these up in packages, 
pays the express and sends to each state which has already re- 
ceived or will receive sheepbound reports and laws, etc., credit- 
ed to the law department. We are glad to report to your hon- 
orable body that the treatment accorded this department from 
the other states and governments is royal. We have gotten 
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thirty volumes of pioneer history of Michigan for our three. 
We have twenty-eight volumes of history from New Jersey for 
our three, and so on over the country. 

We receive sheep-bound and cloth-bound valuable reports 
from nearly all the states in exchange for our half complete 
paper-back sets, but we are becoming ashamed of this condi- 
tion of affairs. With all Montana's boasted wealth, can she not 
do better in the future for the department that has as good a 
standing as any connected with the state, and the best col- 
lection of material such as is expected to be found in its quar- 
ters? It has the class of material too that more of its citizens 
are directly interested in over the state generally, than they are 
in that of the law department. 

While we would not have the law department one iota less 
than it is, we certainly feel you trustees should plead with the 
parties in power for a change in its manner of support for the 
department in your charge, or else abandon it entirely, and let 
the Pioneers have it to conduct, or give it to adjoining states, 
now envious of our splendid collection. 

Just where the blame lies we are unable to say, but do not 
let it be said that it was the fault of the Board of Trustees in 
not presenting the claims of the department to the first legis- 
lative assembly in this new building which is such an ornament 
to our state, and for which the pioneers have so nobly worked 
and planned. Let us be true to their memories and accord 
their daring a proper place in the state archives. 

•The historical society has had for members much the best 
editorial force in the state, and plenty of rich material could 
have been gotten from the original actors. We could have had 
twenty-five volumes too for exchange, as the law department 
has, but for the funds withheld by the former assemblies. There 
seemed to be no one to urge the matter until the state was 
given the collection, for the pioneers are modest men. and as 
orfe of them remarked, they did not care to push their claims. 
But it is not yet too late to make amends for the twenty-five 
years of indiflference and neglect, by proper care and generous 
appropriations. 

New Quarters. 

The present quarters are not half as large as the old ones, 
and unless the museum can be removed to the corridor leading 
from the west door, we cannot do anything more than stack 
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books on the floor. It is to be remembered that not one dollar 
has been expended yet for our installation, while over $10,000 
has been expended for the law department, which is up to date 
in every particular. Ours is a disgrace to the smallest town in 
the state. The old pine cases in use were brought from our 
garret quarters in the Lewis and Clarke County court house. 
The little appropriation we had from the last legislature has 
been spent in large part to tear these old shelves down and put 
them up again in the beautiful new quarters assigned us in the 
capitol. The removal of the vast amount of valuable material 
was performed without the loss of a single thing. The backs 
of one pile of bound newspapers was torn, which is the only 
damage done. Pictures, documents, everything was safely 
housed by July 4th, and through the courtesy of the State 
Board of Examiners we have been provided with assistants to 
aid in placing things in as good shape as possible under exist- 
ing circumstances. 

Care of tSie Rooms. 
During past administrations attention was called to the fre- 
quent losses in the state library in both departments, and the 
subject is worthy of your consideration now. An open shelf 
plan will not do for valuable books; either cases with wire or 
glass fronts being necessary. Many librarians have locks of dis- 
tinct pattern and few keys, giving one only to the head janitor 
and one to the director or head librarian. A library is a great 
safe for storing many things of large pecuniary value, which 
could be easily removed if the library rooms were treated like 
other parts of the building, says one writer. Then, too, libra- 
rians are under bond, and are liable for the loss of any books 
or curios, and the state should aid them in guarding the things 
in the library. Losses are often not due to lack of interest on the 
part of persons in charge, but to lack of appreciation of the dan- 
gers. Some visitor, to gratify a laudable curiosity, asks to have 
the doors unlocked and to be admitted for a few minutes to see 
the library. Both visitors and janitor are perfectly trustworthy, 
but some less honest person now has a chance to enter and carry 
away valuable objects. Lender Mr. Sanders' administration the 
pen with which Harrison signed the bill admitting us as a 
state was stolen from its box and was never traced. Under 
another former librarian a valuable scrap-book belonging to 
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Colonel De Lacy disappeared. It would be well to have the 
greatest precaution exercised in our new quarters, whose crowd- 
ed condition makes it harder to protect the collection. The 
keys should be kept in two hands, and all valuable books and 
manuscripts should be enclosed in cases. 
Care of Pamphlets. 

The library receives great numbers of pamphlets. Some of 
these may be cut up for scrap-book work; some may be class- 
ified and placed in boxes of uniform size made of straw board, 
costing about five cents; and those of permanent value, such 
as our state officers' reports, should be bound. We have tried 
the latter method as far as our limited means would allow, 
but all librarians and students know that much very valuable 
data comes in paper backs and cannot long survive vigorous 
usage. These should be cared for in a suitable way. 
Unequal Appropriations. 

We have carefully gleaned the following statistics from the 
auditors* and treasurers' reports and senate and house journals 
and the laws from 1866 to date. You will see from them the un- 
equals distribution of appropriations to the two departments 
of the state library. The first item of $600 for freight and ex- 
press on the laws and senate and house journals and Govern- 
ment documents sent to the auditor, then ex-officio librarian, is 
found in the copy of the laws passed when General Meagher 
acted as governor. Although these laws were annulled by con- 
gress, we have no doubt that the freight bills were paid for 
the books received. The next item in our list, it will be ob- 
served, begins with 1872 for the reason that we have no au- 
ditors' nor treasurers' reports in the library between 1866 and 
1872. The difference in the amount of appropriation shows 
itself from the very first, from 1872 when the historical de- 
partment received $150 for books and manuscript, and the law 
department received $200. This difference in favor of the law 
department has been carried down to the present day in greater 
or less measure. 

The summing up of the appropriations plainly indicates to 
the board the truth of the assertions made in the report to you, 
that there has been an undue preference paid to the law de- 
partment. The $21,000 expended for the historical society does 
not cover rent. We wish to draw your attention to the fact 
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that the state has never had to pay any rent for the historical 
society, because its members have been so loyal to its interests 
that they cared for it and housed it many years, nor did the 
state pay any salary for years, because the first librarian served 
without anything for their work. Practically, therefore/ noth- 
ing was ever paid out for rent or salary up to the year the de- 
partment was turned over to the state. The state has received 
a very valuable collection of books, manuscript, maps, and cu- 
rios for the $21,000 expended. 

The historical society, it will be seen from the table, cost 
Montana, up to the time it became a state, 26 years, $5406, and 
since then to the present time, $16,155 '^r 10 years.

Note— As no allowance has been made In this list of the expenditures for the ses- 
sion laws of Montana exchan^red by the law library, throusrh which the law li- 
brary has increased in the number of volumes, we will make a rougrh estimate of 
$4,000 for the session laws of the sixteen territorial sessions and six state sessions, 
twenty-two In all. These are always bound In sheepskin when sent out. Nor 
does this Include the expense of flttlnsr up the present law library quarters with 
metal cases and other furnishings. These added to the estimate make a total for 
the law department of HIO.OOO. 
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Appropriations. 

It seems to have been the policy heretofore to give every de- 
partment and office everything it asked for, and if there was 
anything left it could be given to the historical library. 

In looking over the table of appropriations for the law de- 
partment, we desire to call attention to the fact that we have 
included the Montana law reports in the expenses of the de- 
partment, for the reason that they are used as exchange by the 
law library and are therefore a source of revenue to the library, 
just as we have included in the account of the historical so- 
ciety the amount expended in the publication of its three vol- 
umes. Through the exchange of the law reports the law library 
has been enabled to receive from other states all of their re- 
ports. Through the exchange of the codes and other laws 
it is also enabled to receive a great many volumes of codes and 
laws from other states, thus practically paving the way for a large 
number of the volumes in the law library. We have not been 
able to ascertain approximately the cost of the session laws, 
therefore we have not included them in the expenses of the law 
library, although that item properly belongs there and would 
make the sum considerably larger than it is reported here. 

In the amounts granted the two departments for the pur- 
chase of books, the sum received by the historical society is 
ridiculously small when we consider the price of histories and 
works of that nature. The law department at the present time 
receives a large sum from fees, and it would seem an equitable 
adjustment of affairs to cease to give that department a special 
appropriation of $i,ooo per year for the purchase of books, and 
place that sum to the credit of the historical department for the 
same purpose. One set of books, English law reports, pur- 
chased by the law department last year cost more money than 
several years appropriations for books for the historical so- 
ciety. It is to be hoped the trustees will present the needs of 
the department in their charge to the legislators, and that as a 
result of their pleas for the cause, the first year in the new cap- 
itol building may mark an era of prosperity and advance in the 
historical department. It is to be hoped that so worthy a cause 
may no longer be considered as a mendicant at the door of the 
capitol, but will be treated as a child of the state on an equal 
footing with the other department of the state library. 
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Recommendations. 

1. The purchase of metal shelves and furnishings in keeping 
with the value of the collection and in harmony with the other 
rooms of the capitol building devoted to the state library. 

2. Suitable metal cases to install the museum in the west 
corridor. 

3. A door cut into the room now occupied by the Board of 
Equalization, that it may be used as an office for the librarian 
and as a map room. 

4. An appropriation of not less than $3,000 for the purchase 
of books. This is only a just thing to do after so many thous- 
ands have been expended on the law department. We are glad 
it is so well equipped and proud that it is one of the best in the 
west, and we want our department on a par with it. 

5. A binding fund of $500 each year, so that we can have 
bound the old files required to complete sets we have already 
bound. 

6. A suitable appropriation for two years for clerical help^ 
It will require the entire time of one person to get the news- 
papers into proper shape for binding, and gi second clerk will 
be needed during that time for mounting the manuscript in 
book form, making newspaper scrap-books and indexing news- 
papers. The administration of affairs, together with editing of 
new volumes obsorbs the entire time of the secretary and libra- 
rian. After the library is once installed and catalogued the force 
may then be lessened. We do not ask any increase of salary. 
We do, however, ask for a clerical force sufficient to do the 
work required of the department, which is now three times 
that of the other department of the state library. 

7. We most respectfully recommend that steps be taken to- 
wards a more equitable adjustment of the work of the librarians. 
If the secretary of state performs the duty of mailing clerk 
and custodian of the law reports and laws for the law depart- 
ment, ought he not to do that work for the Historical depart- 
ment, and send out and care for the "Contributions" of the 
Historical Society? If the state printing fund pays for the 
books for exchange in the law department, namely the law re- 
ports and statutes, ought it not to pay for the publication of 
the exchange book of the Historical department instead of re- 
quiring it to be paid out of the little appropriation the Histori- 
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cal department now has? If the law department librsuian is 
paid a good salary for editing- the law reports, besides his salary 
as librarian, should not the Historical and Miscellaneous de- 
partment have as much as. that sum to prosecute its labors? 

8. A room in the basement in which to keep documents re- 
ceived from the various states. 

9. Four hundred copies of the biennial report of the libra- 
rian, 150 erf these to be bound in cloth. 

10. That the historical department be made custodian of 
copies of all bills from the general assemblies. This is a cus- 
tom in all the other states. 

Courtesies. 

Your librarian greatly deplored the loss of Mr. A. J. Craven 
from the Board, when he removed to Fairhaven, Washington, 
but Mr. Massena Bullard, who was chosen to his place upon the 
various committees, has proven equally helpful in counsel. In- 
deed, in the discharge of her duties the librarian has received 
the most corclial support of the entire Board of Trustees. 

The uniform courtesy and thoughtfulness of all the state offi- 
cers is hereby thankfully acknowledged.

The board of trustees of the historical and miscellaneous de- 
partment of the State Library, pursuant to and as required by 
subdivision 7 of Section 2382 of the Political Code, herewith 
submit a statement of all important transactions of said depart- 
ment for the two years last past, together with suggestions as 
to what we deem necessary for the increased utility of said de- 
partment. Our statement is embodied in the accompanying 
comprehensive report of the librarian, to whose untiring and in- 
telligent efforts the gratifying condition of the library is chiefly 
due. Her work cannot be too. highly commended. 

Suggestions. 

That portion of the report of the librarian appearing under 
thj title "Recommendations,*' is addressed primarily to this 
board and will have consideration from time to time, as oppor- 
tunity may offer. Some of the recommendations, however, are 
of such character as to require legislative action before they 
can be favorably acted upon by this board. Among these are 
the following, as to \Yhich we very earnestly recommend that 
such appropriations be made and such legislation enacted as 
will enable this board to carry the recommendations into effect : 

1. The furnishing or completion of the three vaults in the 
sub-basement. 

2. The publication of 500 copies of the biennial report of the 
board of trustees, the same to include the report of the librarian, 
or as much thereof as in the judgment of the board may be of 
sufficient interest to the public to justify the expense of publica- 
tion. 

3. The publication in 1905 of a book catalogue. 

4. The publication in 1906 of volume VI of "Contributions.*' 

5. The employment of trained assistants. 

6. The purchase of the bound files of the "Herald." 

7. The publication in convenient form of state library laws. 
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8. Tfie purchase of new books that should be on the library 
shelves, but cannot be obtained by exchange. 

We also approve the recommendation of the libtarian for the 
adoption of a state flag having a blue field with a representa- 
tion of the great seal of the state in the center.

Sir : We herewith present the Seventh Biennial Report of the 
department in your charge, as required in Section 2381, Political 
Code of Montana. 

It is my pleasure to state that this library is rapidly assuming 
Its proper position among the state libraries of the country, par- 
ticularly so in the western section. 

Two years ago, upon the completion of the handsome quar- 
ters provided for this department of the state library, we were 
chagrined and heartsore over the fact that it was to be installed 
in the old pine stacks used in the former quarters in the Court 
House for so many years, instead of having metal furniture, 
such as had been provided for the law department. 

The Eighth Legislative Assembly should ever be held in 
grateful memory' by the friends, and patrons of this department, 
for its generous appropriation, as should the Governor and Sec- 
retary of State, both of whom recommended to that body that 
our appeal for new furniture should be granted. 

We now have the library equipped in modern style, with con- 
veniences such as are not to be found in all Western libraries. 
The change in the appearance is marvelous. The compliments 
received from the hundreds of visitors and patrons as they pass 
through the rooms should convince any of the legislators that the 
money was well invested. The opportunity afforded us of associ- 
ation with the state officers, being in the same building with 
them, has been improved so as to make the library useful to them. 
We think it has been helpful to every one in the building — that 
has been our aim. The additional room so generously given us 
by the Board of Examiners for an office is handsomely furnished 
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and well equipped with metal cabinets for maps, cases with wire 
fronts and locks for valuable old and rare books, and a well fur- 
nished vault for manuscripts, photographs, volumes of the His- 
torical Society in stock, etc. This room, quiet and well lighted, 
with its very large desk, affords an ideal study for visitors and 
students of literature. 

Reorganization. 

The organization of a small library is no small task, but an 
old library in a state of confusion such as this was in, with books 
piled on the floor in heaps in the Court House, and no records 
kept of the additions, made it more difficult, and after the removal 
to the Capitol the unpleasant task of tearing down the old stacks 
which were used for a year and replacing the new ones was no 
small matter. Now that it is accomplished begins the arduous 
ta^k of arranging the vast bulk of material gathered in the past 
years. The classification, accessioning, cataloguing and shelf- 
listing of such a stock would make a less brave spirit than your 
librarian possesses quail. It has had to be roughly classified 
and placed convenient of access upon the shelves temporarily, 
and also accessioned in order to show the sources and nature of 
gift or purchase and finally catalogued. With so much pressure 
upon us in the daily work, the staff has been able to do but a 
small part of the labor before us, but the library is now in 
fairly good condition. The best of methods are in use. All 
new books are catalogued and accessioned as soon as re- 
ceived and the old stock as rapidly as possible. The library has 
been rendered usable, at least, although much remains to be 
accomplished before it is up to the ideal we have in view. We 
append some statistics to show you what has been done along 
the lines just mentioned.

It should be borne in mind that the force has been limited to 
two persons since last June, owing to lack of funds, and during 
these months we have prepared fo^ publication Volume V, of ^ 
Contributions, the largest volume yet issued by the depar4:ment. 
The duties of the reference clerk during a campaign are heavy. 
We receive calls from all parts of the state from public speakers 
and writers for data which requires a great deal of copying 
work, for we cannot loan our books and papers to out-of-town 
citizens ; the law does not contemplate such loans. The library 
is becoming more and more useful in this way. The public is 
gradually learning that it is open to their use and has begun 
to seek its books when working in its particular field. Other 
libraries in and out of the state send readers to us when the 
question can best be answered by a book on our shelves. 

Growth. 

The growth of the library has been constant, about one hun- 
dred to one hundred and fifty books having been received per 
month, but it is a matter of deep regret that we have not been 
able to buy books of highest value to us and which ought to be 
foun<J upon the shelves of the State Library. Owing to fires of 
years ago, and from other causes not known to us, many of the 
sets of State and United States Documens are broken, and many 
books of value to a state library are not possessed by us. It will 
be a positive necessity to have for the next few years a liberal 
appropriation with which to purchase books to complete these 
sets and to procure books which cannot be gotten by our ex- 
change system. We should have an appropriation for these two 
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departments equal to the amount given to the law department. 
The largest gift of books since our last report came from Mr. O. 
A. Southmayd of Helena. It included many valuable histories 
and out-of-print volumes. The largest collection of magazines 
came from Col. Fred Harper of Helena. 

Patronage. 

It is a pleasure to be able to report the increased use of the 
library, as has been noled elsewhere. The librarian for the past 
two years has labored strenuously to render its treasures ac- 
cessible to the citizens interested in literary matters, realizing 
as she does that a library supported by public taxation is for 
use rather than to be regarded as a mere storage room for 
books. Every effort possible has been put forth to encourage 
patronage, with the result that the number of persons visiting 
the library for purposes of consultation has been greatly in- 
creased. We believe, however, that few of our people really 
know of the vastness and richness of our library collecfion along- 
certain lines. 

We are persuaded that with our enlarged facilities and better 
accommodations and with more generous provision for public 
wants, we can awaken a genuine library enthusiasm, the influ- 
ence of which will be felt in every part of the state. 

Cataloguing. 

A number of years ago Mr. Patten took charge of the Helena 
Public Library. He classified it, accessioned and catalogued it, 
and left it one of the best organized libraries west of St. Paul. 
Among the trustees who were associated with Mr. Patten and 
who aided him in this good work were Gov. Toole (then a pri- 
vate citizen), Mr. Norman Holter and others whose intelligent 
helpfulness and support were invaluable factors in attaining 
this degree of excellence. He was permitted to send to Mad- 
ison, Wis., for a cataloguer to help him. She remained for two 
years. We will have to do the same thing. It is impossible to 
catch up in the work that has accumulated and perform the 
daily duties devolving upon us. We have worked early and late 
and have been able to accession a very small portion of the 
books on hand when the present librarian took charge. We 
have only been able to catalogue Montana documents and 
writers. 
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Mr. Patten states that twenty-five cents per volume should 
be allowed for catalogue expense. That includes at least three 
cards, author, subject and title cards. There should be a room 
set apart for cataloguing. Thfs room may be used also for the 
assistant in charge of the scrapbook and manuscript work. The 
same room could be fitted up with the oak cases we have on 
hand for shelving the overflow of books from main stackroom 
now accumulating. 

A recent Rhode Island report states that they have some 
17,000 volumes. They have employed an expert' cataloguer for 
one year, and her work does not include sets of U. S. Documents 
nor those of the several states, which will be taken up later. 

The crowded condition of the library necessitates the use of 
the sub-basement, which is really unfit, because of dampness of 
the north wall and lack of proper light and ventilation. Not a 
book in these rooms is worth less than $2.00, and many of them 
$10.00 and higher, notably the out-of-print volumes. If it were 
not for the excellent book-lift placed the past year it would be 
much more difficult to handle the volumes on the lower floor. 

Rules. 

We would respectfully recommend the adoption of such rules 
and regulations as are in force in the oldest and best-established 
state libraries. New York, Indiana and California rules have 
been fully examined by three members of the board ; from these 
pamphlets can be selected a simple code of rules suitable for our 
library. Even the smallest libraries find it necessary to prohibit 
personal matters engrossing the attention of the assistants, as 
well as the head of the staff. 

Our main stack room is our reading room, therefore loud talk- 
ing should be prohibited there. It is almost universally conceded 
that smoking in a library is very, much out of place. These mat- 
ters will, in a little while, adjust themselves, but there should 
be system in everything about the machinery of the library, as 
in all other departments of the state. 

Public Documents. 

The distribution and care of state documents in Montana is 
unfortunately nobody's especial business. A sort of happy-go- 
lucky spirit has been manifested in the past, very much to the 
detriment of our set of state publications.

10 SEVENTH BIENNIAL REPORT OP THE LIBRARIAN 

The law in one section states that an officer may give the 
state library ten of his reports (see Superintendent of Public In- 
struction). Indeed, it seems a different law governs nearly ev- 
ery officer in the distribution of his reports. The states best 
governed in the distribution of documents leave the matter m 
the hands of one pf two persons, either the Secretary of State or 
the State Librarian. Reports are sent directly from the public 
printer to him, and he attends to giving them out in a proper 
way. 

There is a great waste of printed matter by allowing each of- 
ficer to have entire control of the distribution. He should call 
upon the Secretary of State or Librarian with a list of the per- 
sons he wishes to receive his report, but the larger part should 
remain in the hands of the superintendent of documents, if you 
please to so call the custodian. 

State libraries, large city libraries and local libraries are the 
places where people naturally seek information desired from 
these reports. These libraries are the legitimate, the proper 
channels through which to reach the public. Your attention 
has been called to this in former reports. It yet remains a fact, 
we have scarcely a complete set of reports of any officer or de- 
partment in our state. In one case the official, when importuned 
for fifty copies of his report, looked as though he thought I was 
out of my head to ask for such a number, and acted as though 
it was a personal favor bestowed upon the librarian when 
he gave her ten copies, yet that same official will no doubt 
think it strange when he calls for a complete set of some de- 
partment work to find that the library does not possess such a 
file, notwithstanding the librarian has begged so hard for them. 

Something should be done at this session of the Legislative 
Assembly in regard to the care and distribution of state docu- 
ments. No more important matter is before us than this. We 
have never had copies of Senate and House Journals to send to 
a single library and are lucky to get a copy ourselves. One 
gentlemen, in writing us, said: "The history of legislation 
upon any. given topic is naturally sought for in Journals of Leg- 
islatitve Assemblies, or constitutional conventions. To ascer- 
tain what steps have been taken in the matter he is investigat- 
ing the student goes to his state library only to learn that 'Mon- 
tana never sends us any journals of its legislative bodies.' " 
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Our State cannot afford longer to permit this loose method 
of distribution of its state documents to exist. Another mat- 
ter. There has never been to my knowledge a check list of 
Montana state documents published. It would be pretty hard, 
perhaps, to complete such a list, but one should be madd. The 
library has many calls for such a list. The office of the Secretary 
of State has perhaps the material from which such a list could 
be prepared. 

Exchange. 

There is a constant demand on the library, far in excess of 
the supply, for state documents of past years, as well as ex- 
change of current reports. There are at the same time lying 
about the state, in homes and offices, a number of duplicates of 
these documents which we would be glad to get, and the own- 
ers would like to be rid of. We have written hundreds of letters 
to former officers and legislators in our own state, and have 
gotten a large number in reply to our appeal, ^nd these have 
been sent to state libraries to help complete sets. 

Patent Office Reports. 

No set of documents are oftener called for than Patent Of- 
fice documents, as this is the only complete collection in the 
state, or even adjoining states. Consultation of these unwieldy 
books often requires the use of many volumes, and more ac- 
cessible means should be arranged in the near future by having 
a suitable room convenient of access for our valuable set of 
United States Patent Specifications. They are now in the sub- 
basement. 

Newsp£4)ers. 

The increasing demand for newspaper files convinces your 
librarian that no mistake has been made in the policy of pre- 
serving complete duplicate files. In the storage room are hun- 
dreds of volumes needing attention at once. The plan has been 
to wrap carefully from dust and light every unbound volume, 
mark the date and name of paper on the end of package and 
place upon shelves ready for use. Many of these files should 
be bound immediately; some may be preserved for loaning, 
others for scrapbook work, but the great amount of labor ex- 
pended to put them in proper shape will call for additional help 
for a short time only. 
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ours, nor their newspaper files of their own state, either one of 
which tasks will keep a person busy for many months. There 
are hundreds of very valuable articles in our museum to be 
marked in red wax, the number to correspond with the one in 
a printed catalogue, containing description, which should 
be hung on each case to give the visitor an intelligent 
knowledge of the article so marked. Can you not readily see 
the amount of labor before us in the corridor alone? And the 
sub-basement, with just as much valuable matter awaiting the 
same important classification yto render the mass useful beyond 
computation to not only our own citizens, but to neighboring 
states which, we know, have not such a large collection as Mon- 
tana possesses. I would earnestly recommend the publication of 
a printed catalogue ; the task should be placed in the hands of 
one person, who can begin at once and push it to completion as 
rapidly as possible. If anyone should ask, why issue a printed 
catalogue, the answer is, the library is now a loan library and a 
catalogue must be accessible to the citizens of the State, that 
they may know what books they may obtain. Then, too, the 
book form is cheaper than duplicate card catalogues. It is 
sometimes stated that a printed catalogue is out of date as soon 
as printed. So, also, is a card catalogue, whenever a new book 
arrives, but we do not discard the card catalogue for this reason. 

A printed catalogue will remain adequate for years to come, 
and with printed supplements at frequent intervals, can be kept 
up to date. We urge this matter now, as we have never issued 
a printed catalogue. The duties of the Librarian have been so 
heavy that the card cataloguing goes slowly. 

The newspaper cards have proven of great value to the patrons 
of this department, particularly the State officials, for whom the 
Library exists primarily. 

When you consider the immense amount of labor connected 
with this department alone, 164 newspapers and magazines, be- 
sides 25,000 books, each of which should have at least three 
entry cards — subject, author and title— it is apparent no two 
person^ can accomplish this. 

STAFF. 

This leads us to mention the necessity for another assistant. 
There has been a change in our staff, through the marriage of 
the assistant longest in our service. A young woman graduate 
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of the Helena High School was found, willing to take the train- 
ing of three months in the library and enter library school. She 
returned from the summer term at Berkeley, California, with 
high standing in her classes, and is now proving a valuable as- 
sistant in our work. I suggest that she be given a regular salary 
hereafter from an appropriation for that purpose alone. There 
are a number of applications in the hands of the Librarian for 
positions in the training department. We can do as has been 
the custom for the past three or four years, take these applicants 
for the three months' training, and, if they prove suitable, ar- 
range for a term in a library school and give them permanent 
employment when the way opens for it, or recommend them to 
local libraries in the State desiring trained libraria.ns. We must 
require our assistants to go away to school. The advantages of 
study in a large university library, the contact with many mem- 
bers of the profession in class is helpful. The good arising is 
just the same as the normal training to the teacher, but it is the 
consensus pf opinion of those longest in the profession that train- 
ing in a library before going to school enables the student to 
grasp the problems in the course more quickly, and classifying, 
cataloguing, accessioning, etc., come readily and easily to one 
familiar with the use of the technical terms. 

To place ourselves in line with the other libraries of the coun- 
try I would recommend the law of California requiring special 
training for librarians. The following letter was sent out re- 
cently and we received several responses at once: 

"To Whom It May Concern : — ^The State Historical and Mis- 
cellaneous Library will accept as apprentices candidates who are 
not less than 17 nor more than 30 years of age. 

"They must possess personal qualifications satisfactory to the 
Librarian; should be High School graduates. 

"They will be taught to classify small libraries, accession and 
catalogue, also the selection and purchase of books for small 
libraries. 

"Length of term of training will depend largely upon the 
aptitude of the apprentice, from three to six months. 

"The number of apprentices who will be employed by the 
Library at any one time shall be subject to the discretion of the 
Librarian. 
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"The library does not guarantee to any apprentice a position, 
but will give certificates of qualification/' 

We shall take for training a young woman from Havre and 
one from Lewistown. This training will be of service to the weak 
local libraries. The law in many states requires this assistance 
from the State Library. The New York law says in Sec. 48 : 

"The trustees or librarian or any citizen interested in any 
public library in this state shall be entitled to ask from the of- 
ficers of the state library any needed advice or instruction as to 
a library building, furniture and equipments, government and 
service ,rules for readers, selecting, buying, cataloguing, shelving, 
lending books or any other matter pertaining to the establish- 
ment reorganization or administration of a public library. The 
regents may provide for the librarian giving such advice and in- 
struction either personally or through correspondence and 
printed circulars." 

Most of the states, notably California in our section, have 
similar provision. We should have a like arrangement, so that 
new libraries formed in the future may have the needed as- 
sistance from this department. 

This department has not only carried on its own work, but 
has endeavored to keep in touch with all the small local li- 
braries and tried to be helpful in every way possible. 

This has been one of the pleasantest labors we have performed. 
The wide-awake library spirit of the young women in charge 
of these free public libraries is a great credit to them. Most of 
them have been trained in the large university library schools, 
either in California or eastern schools, and are up to using all 
the material given them, classifying and cataloguing for use* 
much matter that one not an adept in library work would throw 
away as useless. From personal knowledge I know Montana 
is to be congratulated upon the high class of librarians and trus- 
tees in charge of its library cause. 

MUSEUM. 

During the past two years the Library has been very fortu- 
nate in the valuable gifts to its museum, of which we append 
an accession list from our books. (See Appendix A.) The 
thoughtfulness of the Amalgamated Company in presenting us 
the mineral collection, through Mr. Charles Goodale, is greatly 
appreciated, as the lack of a mineral exhibit at the capitol or 
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in the Historical collection has been the source of much unfavor- 
able comment by visitors. Their beautiful case, so well installed 
by Mr. Evans, is constantly admired and the center of attraction 
in the Museum. Through the helpfulness of Prof. Blankenship 
and Prof. Elrod of the State schools, we are now in possession 
of complete exhibits, or rather collections of the botany of the 
State, the insects and butterflies, and forestry . Prof. Blanken- 
ship prepared the botany exhibit for St. Louis and Portland, get- 
ting a medal for the excellent display, and by paying $100.00 
to aid him in that work we secured the 1,000 specimens for the 
State Hfistorical Department, *thus complying with the law. 
(Appendix D.) Prof. Elrod was doing a similar work for the 
expositions, and by paying the same amount to aid him we are 
now the fortunate possessors of a fine collection of insects, but- 
terflies, and forestry. The latter is not as yet installed as wc 
have had no funds to use for that purpose. 

The collection of crystals presented by Senator Clark will be 
installed soon, we hope, and with his usual generous spirit he 
will give the case also. Mr. Heinze's case will be completely 
filled and arranged before the New Year, so we are informed by 
Mr. Bacon, his representative. 

A pair of deer given us by Attorney General Galen and Menth 
and Hartwig are not ready to place, as the taxidermist ha.s ndt 
completed his work, but we will have to purchase a case suitable 
for them out of next year's fund. Increased interest is mani- 
fested all over the State in the museum, as shown by the gifts 
from every part coming to us. 

Through the kindness of Rev. Healy of Helena and John 
Sharpless Hunn of the Ornithological Society of New York, our 
collection of birds has been properly classified and each speci- 
men plainly marked, which should have been done before John 
Burroughs visited our Capitol and viewed the case in its former 
state. 

PURCHASES. 
Comparing with last year's report it will be seen we pur- 
chased 533 volumes as against 116 volumes formerly, or 417 
more volumes this year. The number of volumes purchased is 
so small that it scarcely seems worthy of notice, but all the 
money that could be spared has been used in this way. The un- 
usual expense incurred in the purchase of new stacks for news- 
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papers, which could not be provided for in the regular news- 
paper room; the payment of extra help from the appropriation; 
the largely advanced price paid for a binding these two years, 
as compared with previous years, all these things have pre- 
vented further outlay for books. 

The purchases have been along the lines most needed. There 
was not a single encyclopedia in the Library, therefore we pur- 
chased the International. We have bought also the Harper's 
Encyclopedia of United States History, the Century Dictionary 
and Encyclopedia, and a second-hand set of the Encyclopedia' 
Brittanica. Other important purchases are: Guy Carleton Lee's 
North American History, R. G. Thwaites, Hosmer's and Wheel- 
er's Lewis and Clark publications, Hulbert's Historic Highways 
of America, George Bancroft's works, Lord's Beacon Lights oF 
History, and Maspero's Egypt and Great Events ; besides $50.00 
expended for books needed by several State departments for 
their work. Of these the most valuable are the works on Mining 
Engineering and Surveying, Medical Works and latest books on 
Veterinary Science. The law contemplates that the Library shall 
be of use, primarily, to the State officials. We therefore 
recommend that books be purchased each year, along the lines 
of investigation likely to be made by the members of the Legis- 
lature and the State boards and officials — just as the law books 
are purchased for the lawyers in the other department of the 
State Library. I would also recommend the purchase of books 
for clubs and students over the State, such works as local li- 
braries can not afford to carry. The State Library is supposed 
to supplement the work of the local library, rather than dupli- 
cate their volumes. 

GIFTS OF BOOKS IN THE LAST TWO YEARS! 
Among the larger gifts are Library of the World's Best Litera- 
ture; Taine's History of English Literature, A Friend; Ban- 
croft's Works, A. J. Fiske, Helena; 25 volumes History 
and Biography, Major Monteath ; 65 volumes miscellan- 
eous works, including many first editions and author's 
editions of American poets, Capt. O. A. Southmayd, Helena. 
Judge Blake, Mrs. Gaddis, Mrs. Turner and Mrs. O. A. Allen of 
Helena, have also given several copies of rare old books. We 
are greatly indebted to Capt. Sterling, Rev. Edwards, Jacob 
Loeb, Judge Hedges, the Methodist ministers, and to the officers 
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of the Eastern Star, A. O. U. W., K. P., etc., for copies of pro- 
ceedings of the respective orders they represent, to complete our 
files. 

VOLUME VI. 

The manuscript for this volume has been in the hands of the 
printer since June, but little progress has been made owing to 
the delay in securing the super-calender paper. It will con- 
tatin the biography, messages and documents of James H. Ash- 
ley, third Governor of Montana; also reports of the World's 
Fair Commission at St. Louis and Portland; biographies of the 
prominent men of the State who have passed away; History of 
the Presbyterian Church in Montana, and other equally valuable 
material, well illustrated throughout. 

The publishers pledge its completion before the Legislature 
adjourns that we may present it for the approval of that body. 

I would recommend the publication of Volume VII next year, 
and would urge the reprint of all the important part of the Lewis 
and Clark journey through Montana in it, together with the 
valuable contributions we now have from Prof. Sillway on the 
birds, and Prof. Elrod on the plants mentioned by these intrepid 
explorers on their journey through this State, and if illustrated 
with the views we have obtained from Mr. De Camp and Mr. 
Carpenter, and other photographs of their camping places in Mon- 
tana, views never yet published, we can make an intensely in- 
teresting and important volume for our own school children and 
older ones, and of value to all readers of the Lewis and Clark 
story. That more time may be given to the preparation of these 
volumes, I would recommend their publication for the off-year, 
when Legislative duties and the biennial report do not have to 
be prepared. 

It would also be well to give the Librarian the privilege of en- 
gaging a special assistant for proofreading and gathering cor- 
roborative data for notes, and other work such as comes in the 
proper editing of volumes and which the other members of the 
staff cannot do with their regular work. This person need not 
be employed more than two or three months. It should be some 
one perfectly familiar with Montana, literature and history. 
" The ninth volume from the Kansas Historical Society has 
just reached our office. In Mr. Martin's preface he mentions 
three able assistants he had in the preparation of the volume, 
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which is very little larger than ours. The chapters are written 
or contributed, as is the material for our volumes^ by citizens 
of the State of Kansas; then carefully edited; plenty of notes 
and references to make each article replete with information 
upon the matter in hand. We should certainly have as much 
assistance as he had in the preparation of his volume for ours.

Sec. 2380. The books, pamphlets, papers, maps, charts, manu- 
scripts, paintings, engravings, and other property belonging to 
the State, in the Montana Library, and all that may be added 
thereto, constitute the State Library of Montana. 

Sec. 2381. The State Library consists of two separate de- 
partments: First, the Law Library; second, the Historical and 
Miscellaneous Library. The former is under control of a 
board of five trustees, of which the Chief Justice and the Asso- 
ciate Justices of the Supreme Court shall be ex-officio members, 
and the Secretary of State and the State Auditor, of which board 
the Chief Justice is president and the Secretary of State secre- 
tary. The latter shall be under the control of the board of five 
trustees, appointed by the Governor with the advice and consent 
of the Senate. The members of both boards shall serve without 
compensation, and the term of those not serving ex-officio sfAll 
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be for two years and until their successors are appointed and 
qualified.

Sec. 2382. The powers and duties of said boards are as fol- 
lows: 

1. To make rules and regulations, not inconsistent with law, 
for their own government and for the government of the li- 
braries committed to their, care. 

2. Till otherwise provided, to rent suitable rooms for t^e 
libraries and provide necessary furniture, fuel and light for the 
same. 

3. To appoint their respective librarians and prescribe their 
duties, not otherwise provided for.

5. To see that the books and other property of the respective 
departments are in order and repair. 

6. To draw from the State Treasurer at any time when needed 
for the legitimate and authorized expenses any monies belong- 
ing to the fund of their respective departments. 

7. To report to the governor biennially a statement of all 
important transactions, with suggestions of what they deem 
necessary for the- increased utility of their respective deprart- 
ments.

years, unless sooner removed by a majority vote of the trustees.

5. To keep a register of all books and property belonging to the 
libraries, and the additions made each year and the cost thereot. 
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6. To keep a register of all books or other property taken 
from the library under the authority of the trustees. 

7. To establish and maintain a system of domestic and foreign 
exchange of books, maps or other publications, and to obtain 
from the Secretary of State such numbers of all state publica- 
tions as may be needed to supply the demands of the system 
established.

Sec. 2388. Every person who injures or fails tn return any 
book taken is liable to the Librarian in three times the value 
thereof, if such book is not replaced by a new one. 

The fund of the Law Library Department of the 
State Library consists of the fees collected and paid into the 
State Treasury by the Secretary of State, and 20 per cent of all 
fees |)aid into the State Treasury by the Clerk of the Supreme 
Court, and any appropriation made especially for this depart- 
ment by the legislative assembly. 

The fund of the Historical and Miscellaneous Department of 
the State Library consists of the receipts from the sale of any 
of its publications authorized to be sold, and of any appropria- 
tion especially made in its behalf by the legislative assembly.

Sec. 2390. During the session of the legislative assembly, 
and of the Supreme Court, the library must be kept open every 
day from 9 o'clock a. m. until 9 o'clock p. m., and at other times 
as the trustees may direct. 

The annual salary of the librarian of each depart- 
ment is twelve hundred dollars, payable quarterly out of the gen- 
eral fund of the state treasury.

4. He shall each year publish a volume of transactions and 
contributions, under the supervision of the trustees, who shall 
also direct the distribution of the same to promote exchanges 
and secure additions to the library.

The Librarian of either Department of the State 
Library is authorized to pay reasonatble freight, express and 
mail charges upon books or other articles sent to the library

Sec. 2000. A library fund is hereby created and the board of 
school trustees must expend the library fund, together with such 
moneys as may be added thereto by donation, in the purchase 
of books for a school library including books for supplementary 
work, and no warrant shall be drawn by the board of trustees 
against the library fund of any district unless such order is ac- 
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companied by an itemized bill, showing the books and the price 
of each, in payment of which the order is drawn. 

Sec.'200i. Except in cities having a population of two thou- 
sand or more, the library fund shall consist of not less than five 
nor more than ten per cent of the county school fund annually 
apportioned in the district; provided, that should such ten per 
cent exceed fifty dollars, fifty dollars only shall be apportioned 
to the district. 

Sec. 2002. In cities having a population of two thousand or 
more the library fund shall consist of a sum not to exceed fifty 
dollars for every five hundred children, or fraction thereof of 
three hundred or more, between the ages of six and twenty-one 
years, annually taken from the general school fund of the coun- 
ty apportioned to such district.

LAWS OF MONTANA CONCERNING FREE PUBLIC 
LIBRARIES IN TOWNS AND CITIES. 

Sec. 5039, Political Code, amended by the Eighth Legislative 
Assembly to read as follpws: 

Sec. 5039. The Council has the power to establish and main- 
tain a free public library, and for that purpose may provide \>y 
ordinance for a tax as follows : 

In a city or town having an assessed valuation of one million 
dollars or more, a tax not exceeding two mills on the dollar on 
the property may be levied. In a city or town having an as- 
sessed valuation of less than one million dollars and more than 
seven hundred and fifty thousand dollars, a tax not exceeding 
two and one-half mills on the dollar on the property may be 
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levied. In a city or town having an assessed valuation of less 
than seven hundred and fifty thousand dollars, a tax not exceed- 
ing three mills on the dollar on the property may be levied. The 
tax so levied and collected constitutes a fund known as tRe 
"Library Fund," and must be expended only for the purchase of 
books and other things necessary for a library, and the support 
and the maintenance thereof. Provided, that no increase over 
the present authorized levy shall be made until the question 
of such increase has first been submitted to a vote of the tax- 
payers affected thereby. 

Sec. 2. All Acts and parts of Acts in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this Act- are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This Act shall be in full force and effect^from and 
after its passage and approval by the governor. 
(Approved March 2, 1905 ) 

Political Code, Sec. 5040. Before any such ordinance is passed 
the council must submit to the qualified electors of the city qt 
town at any election, the question. At such election the ballots 
must have printed thereon the words, "Public Library — Yes," 
"Public Library — No," and in voting the elector must make a 
cross thus, "X," opposite the answer for which he intends to 
vote. 

Sec. 5041. If the majority of the votes cast at such election 
is in favor of the establishment of a public library, then such 
public library must be established as above provided. Such ques- 
tion may be submitted at the annual or at any special election 
held in such city or town, and must be submitted at any such 
election on the petition of one hundred or more inhabitants of 
such city or town.

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Librarian's Report 



To the Honorable Board of Trustees of the Historical and Mis- 
cellaneous Department of the State Library, 

Gentlemen : 

I take pleasure in herewith presenting the Ninth Biennial 
Report of the Librarian of the Historical and Miscellaneous 
Department of the State Library, and the first of my incumbency. 
1 assumed my duties June ist, 1907, hence, while the record of 
accessions covers the entire two years, the rest of the report 
has to do only with the time subsequent to that date. 

The interests under the supervision 'of the Librarian naturally 
fall into three divisions : the library proper, the museum, and 
the picture collection. 

LIBRARY. 

Accessions. 

Since December ist, 1906 there have been purchased for the 
library 374 volumes divided as follows : Montana and northwest- 
ern history and biography, 79 volumes; g^eneral history and bio- 
graphy, 97 volumes ; reference material, 41 volumes ; genealog\-, 
13 volumes; political, medical and social science, 64 volumes; 
general literature, 80 volumes In addition by gift and exchange 
the history department has been augmented by 120 volumes, 
the genealogical material by 48 volumes, and the general litera- 
ture by 26 volumes. Also by exchange there have been received 
from the various states of the Union and the Provinces of 
Canada, 763 volumes and several hundred pamphlets: and as 
this is a "United States Depository Library'' there has come to 
us during the two years, from the Superintendent of Documents 
and the various gove^nmenta^ departments 709 volumes and 
much more pamphlet material. Thus a total of 2240 volumes 
have been added to the library during the two years covered 
by this report. 

Books on Hand. 

As nearly as can be ascertained in view of the fact that many 
volumes, the accumulation of the early years of the library's 
existence, have never been accessioned, there are now on our 
shelves 14,932 volumes, which may be roughly classified as fol- 
lows: history and biography, 1376; general literature, 1939: 
government documents, 7074: state documents (other than Mon- 
tana), 3443; Montana state documents and laws, 264; historical 
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contributions, 836. Aside from the bound volumes of our own 
state publications there are several thousand pamphlet reports 
of the various territorial and state officers. These have been 
arranged by departments, but no inventory has been taken. 

Newspapers and Magazines. 

December ist, 1906 there were on file in the library 105 differ- 
ent newspapers, seven of which were published outside of the 
state. Since that time there have been added' to the file 23, and 
15 have been discontinued, making the number now on file no, 
three of which are published outside of the state. 

The indexing of the historical, economic and statistical mate- 
rial in these papers has been continued, involving no small 
amount of labor, but forming a record which has been found to 
be increasingly valuable. 

During the two years but 75. volumes of newspapers have been 
bound; owing, first, to the great length of time required to get 
the work done, second, to the almost prohibitive price during 
the last year. There are now 114 bundles of newspapers, and 
149 volumes of magazines waiting to be bound. If reasonable 
prices can be secured, a generous sum should be spent next year 
for this purpose. I would recommend, however, that for the 
smaller weeklies, which are much less apt to be consulted, a 
cheaper form of binding be used than for the dailies. We are 
novsr receiving 51 magazines, 20 by subscription, and the re- 
mainder through exchange or by donation. Tliese form an im- 
portant part of our reference material. 

Library Force. 

Upon assuming the duties of my position I retained the two 
assistants who had for some years been connected with the 
library. Miss Florence Fortune and Miss Katherine Barbour. 
During the entire time covered by this report Miss Fortune has 
given faithful assistance Tn September of the present year Miss 
Barbour resigned, having decided to give up the service of the 
state to become mistress of a home. The library thus lost an 
efficient worker, and her resignation was accepted with mingled 
feelings of regret and joy. After a few weeks of temporary ser- 
vice Aliss Mary F. Sheriff, a resident of Helena, who came to us 
after five years in the Helena Public Library and a yearns train- 
ing in the Wisconsin State Library School, where she graduated 
last May with high commendations from her instructors, was 
appointed to fill this vacancy. In addition to these two Miss 
Mary E. Rice has been engaged as a temporary helper for a few 
months. 

Library aims. 

At the beginning of my work I was confronted by the ques- 
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tion, "What are the aims of the library?" After careful thought, 
believing^ that the library is not only an historical library, but 
a state library, upon which devolves all the functions of such 
an institution save those fulfilled by the law library, I have for- 
mulated the reply as follows : To serve the state, (a*) By collect- 
ing and preserving its historical material as found in books, 
manuscripts, newspapers, portraits and pictures ; and its mineral 
and archeological treasurers. (b) By building up a reference 
library which shall be available to all the citizens of the state, 
thus rendering aid to the literary clubs, debating societies, and 
those engaged in individual research, (c) By giving assistance 
to the executive and legislative officer;^. Along these lines have 
been guided our 

Library activities 

In the purchase of books, primary consideration has been given 
to providing means for the study of history in Montana and 
the northwest, and collecting material for the history of Montana 
that is yet to be written. Valuable assistance in this direction 
will be given in the future by the check list of northwestx^rn 
history which is being prepared by the library of the University 
of Washington, at Seattle, through the co-operation of this and 
the other historical libraries of this section of our country. 

One of the most valuable services rendered by my predeces- 
sors was the collection of manuscripts, many of them of greatest 
value. No attempt, however, had been made to arrange, classify 
and catalogue these. This was one of the first tasks that en- 
gaged my attention, and now, in a case specially designed for 
the purpose, properly classified, and with at least two catalogue 
cards for each manuscript, they are as available as any books 
upon our shelves. A number of important additions have also 
been made to the material. 

Next to historical works, attention has been given to securing 
books which will be of service to the state officials and members 
of the legislature. This, I am sure, will meet the approval of 
those whom it is designed to aid. A beginning has also been 
made in establishing a genealogical collection. This is coming 
to be more and more a real need. Increased attention and in- 
terest is being concentrated upon geneological research, especially 
on the part of the Daughters of the American Revolution, and 
there. is no genealogical collection worthy of the name in the 
state. Til is need I believe it is the duty of the state to supply. 
Even with our limited material we have been able to render 
some service. It should be much greater, and our estimate cf 
a book fund for next year should include a good sum for this 
purpose. 

Perli^ps even more important than the purchase of books is 
rendering them available, and making that availability known to 
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the public. To secure the first requirement a complete system 
of catjjoguing is necessary. It is not what you have, but what 
you know where to find that marks the measure of the possibil- 
ities of a library's usefulness. Some progress toward a complete 
catalogue has been made during the past two years, but there is 
still enough to be done to occupy the time of an expert cata- 
loguer for many months. 

Bulletins. 

In order that our matter may be brought to the attention of 
the public, two bulletins have been issued, one in September. 
1907, containing an author list of the books in our history class, 
the other in September, 1908, giving an analytical list of our 
material on Montana history, whether found in books, maga- 
zines, newspapers, manuscripts or pictures. This latter es- 
pecially, has been the subject of commendatory notices. 

New lines of activities. 

Two new lines of activity have been undertaken which give 
promise of large usefulness. First, furnishing material for the 
Montana High SchoolDebating League. Last winter we had calls 
for help in this direction which we were not able to supply. 
This fall as soon as the question for debate, "Resolved, that the 
United States should maintain an offensive as well as a defen- 
sive navy", was announced the collection of material was begun. 
Six packets, of largely duplicate material, were prepared, con- 
sisting of magazine clipping?, extracts from the president's 
messages, speeches in Congress and elsewhere, etc., and by 
letter offered to the High vSchools of the state, to be used for one 
week and then returned. The offer was accepted with the great- 
est avidity, and within a week the supply was exhausted, and 
several applications were upon the waiting list. 

Second, and most important, has been the preparation of 
reference material for the use of the members of the legislature. 
During previous sessions, and under former librarians, some help 
had been afforded. But I felt that in line with what is being done, 
notably in Wisconsin, and to a large extent in other states, very 
much more was possible. Having had the opportunity during 
last summer of discussing with Dr. Chas. McCarthy, of Madison, 
Wis., who may properly be designated as the father of the 
Legislative Reference Department movement, the scope and 
possibilities of such work; and Miss Sheriff, during her stay in 
Madison having become greatly interested in it, the time seemed 
opportune for a beginning in this direction. Since becoming 
a member of the permanent force Miss Sheriff has given her 
energies to it, and through her intelligent interest and hearty 
co-operation in my plans, a very commendable amount of mater- 
ial has been accumulated. Our aim has been to enable those 
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consulting material to ascertain what previous legislation has 
been had in our own state ; what legislation on important sub- 
jects has been enacted in other states ; the opinion of experts 
in regard to various forms of legislation ; and the current com- 
ment on legislative topics in newspapers and magazines. 

But only a beginning has been made. A well equipped legis- 
lative department would require at its head a man especially 
trained in economics, political and social science, and with a 
good knowledge of constitutional law; and also, a lawyer, one 
who has studied legislative forms, and thus qualified himself 
to draft bills, and suggest the proper forms of amendments, &c., 
and a competent force to work all the year round. To secure 
this will require additional legislation, and the expenditure of 
additional funds, but it is an ideal to which the state may well 
look forward. 

Historical voliunc. 

The law provides that an historical volume shall be published 
each year. This law has never been complied with. Vol. 6, 
which was in course of preparation when I became librarian, 
and whose publication was entrusted to the hands of Mrs. Howey, 
the former librarian, did not make its appearance until February, 
1908. In size it considerably exceeded any of its predecessors. 
It seemed to me it would be wise to have a smaller volume, and 
in accordance with law, issue it more frequently. I had there- 
fore planned that Vol. 7 should be forthcoming in 1908, but when 
the material was nearly all in hand the printing fund was dis- 
covered to be so low that the Board of Examiners did not feel 
warranted in allowing. its publication. I now hope to be able 
to get it out early in the spring. 

Historical spots. 

Another form of activity in which the librarian has been en- 
gaged, though not strictly connected with the library, is of gjeat 
historic interest, namely, the identification of the site of the fort 
established by the Missouri Fur Co., near Three Forks, Mont, 
in the year 1809. Two trips have been made tp the locality and 
with the aid of the old pioneers in the vicinity, who have be- 
come deeply interested, the ground upon which it stood has been 
fixed upon. Through the interested efforts of Mr. Wm. L. 
Irvine, a citizen of Three Forks, the C. M. & St. P. Railroad Co., 
stands ready to donate this ground to the state, provided it will 
take steps to protect it against the encroachments of the river 
and erect a suitable monument thereon. This it seems to me, 
should by all means be done, thus following the example of 
Kansas, Colorado, Oregon and other western states, which as 
rapidly as possible, are marking all points of historic interest. 
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Contact with other workers. 

Through the broad minded policy of the Trustees of the library, 
1 have been permitted to share in the organization of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley Historical Association (embracing all the states 
lying between the Alleghany Mountains and the main range of 
the Rockies) at Lincoln, Neb., in October, 1907; and during last 
summer to attend the sessions of the American Library Asso- 
ciation, at Lake Minnetonka, and, at Madison, Wis., to visit 
the famous Wisconsin Historical Library, and to study the vari- 
ous forms of library interests which are centered there. This op- 
portunity to study library methods in operation, and to come in 
contact with intelligent and efficient workers I feel has been 
most helpful. 

Library exchange. 

The system of library exchange is becoming more and more 
general all over the country, and there is a constantly increasing 
demand for our historical volumes and state publications, coming 
to us from the various historical and state libraries, and to a 
considerable degree from public libraries as well. E^ch library, 
through this system of exchange is able to secure an accumu- 
lation of historic and economic material which could not be ob- 
tained in any other way. We have now on our exchange list 33 
historical libraries, 49 state libraries, and 10 public libraries. The 
exchange of state documents has been greatly facilitated by the 
law passed at the last legislature requiring that 150 copies of 
each state report shall be deposited in the Historical arid Mis- 
cellaneous Library. 

PICTURE COLLECTION. 

This, to the casual visito/, is the most interesting portion of 
our material, and its historic worth will be more and more ap- 
preciated as the years go by. Valuable accessions have been 
received during the two years, and for them the gratitude of the 
state is due the donors ; but the limited space we have for plac- 
ing pictures makes it increasingly difficult to di3play them to 
advantage. Additional room for our pictures is one of the great 
needs of the library. 

We have now in our collection 212 portraits, 32 group pictures, 
71 miscellaneous pictures and 392 photographs. A list of 
the additions during the last two years is given in the appendix. 

MUSEUM COLLECTION. 

•The most important addition to this department, secured 
through the efforts of Mrs. Howey has been the fine cabinet and 
rare collection of smoky quartz crystals donated by Hon. W. 
A. Clark. In this cabinet also can be seen an interesting dis- 
play of Montana woods. The blocks were secured through 
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' Prof. M. J. Elrod, of the State University, and after being sawed, 
were shellacked by a member of the force. 

Also worthy of special mention is the clearance of the 
schooner ''Wiliam" in the year 1794, with the signatures of 
George Washington and Thomas Jefferson attached, the valu- 
able gift of Mr. H. K. Howry. 

. Through the assistance of Mr. E. P. Mathewson, manager of 
the Anaconda Mining Co., a beginning has been made toward 
a prepared; identified and scientifically labeled mineral collection, 
he having mad'e a donation of a number of interesting specimens. 
Aid has been promised in other directions, and we are in a 
fair way soon to have a creditable mineral cabinet. 

Historic relics. 

A few valuable additions have been made to our historic 
relics, as will be seen from the list given in the appendix. So 
noteworthy as to deserve mention here are a plow made by hand, 
by Mr. Geo. Thexton, in the year 1864, donated by his son, Theo. 
Thexton ; two pieces of rare continental money, donated by Mr. 
Jacob Titraan, of Townsend ; and a trowel used in the erection 
of Fort Benton, in the year 1850, secured through the efforts 
of Mr. Joe Kipp, and Mr. W. C. Broadwater, of Browning, Mont. 
The earnest co-operation of the citizens of the state in increas- 
ing the number of mementoes of the past is greatly desired. 

Equipment. 

Within the past year our equipment has been added to by the 
fitting up of a case for our mineral collection, and by the pur- 
chase of a handsome and convenient manuscript cabinet, and a 
small amount of additional shelving. 

Although the library force may well congratulate itself on the 
pleasant surroundings amid which the work is done, and the 
wisdom of those who have preceeded us in seeing that the fur- 
nishings were of the very best, yet we are beginning seriously 
to feel the limitations of our space. Fully one-third of our books 
are in the basement, and but few more volumes can be placed 
upon our shelves without sending more of the less used ones to 
the same place. The space in which it is possible to put pictures 
is so filled up that the acquisition of every new one raises the 
question, "Where shall it be placed?'* A partial solution has been 
made by sending some of the pictures to the various offices and 
committee rooms, but this is far from satisfactory. 

The corridor is by no means the most desirable place for our 
museum cases. On a dark day it is almost impossible to examine 
them, with the exception of the few that have been fitted up with 
electric lights. 

In the enlargement of the capitol building, which must 
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certainly come soon, earnest regard should be had for the needs 
of the library. Nor is it too much to look forward to the time 
when, as has been done in Wisconsin, Iowa, Illinois, and is soon 
to be done in Nebraska, a building shall be erected which shall 
supply all needs, and testify in a manner apparent to all, to the 
value the state places upon the conservation of its history, and 
its estimate of the importance of the state library as a great 
educational force. 

A look forward. 

My eighteen month's experience has fully convinced me that 
the library has a misison, and an important one. With a liberal 
policy on the part of the state, wise supervision by the trustees, 
and efficient management by the librarian, its usefulness and the 
scope of its activities will largely increase. Its co-operation 
will be more and more sought by those interested in the study of 
the history of Montana and the northwest; a closer relationship 
will be established with the educational interests of the state, and 
a larger measure of aid afforded ; the importance of the legislative 
reference work will demand the formation of a sei>arate depart- 
ment ; a system of travelling libraries will be established ; and 
now unforseen and important lines of effort will be entered upon. 

Field work. 

I am confident that the interests of the library will be greatly 
furthered by placing at the command of the librarian a cer- 
tain sum to be used in field work. There is a great deal of 
valuable historical material and information which will never be 
secured unless some one gr»es for it. I realize the danger of ex- 
travagance of expenditure in this direction, but with a librarian 
in whom the board has confidence, a definite fixed sum which 
shall not be exceeded, and a report rendered of the way in which 
the money is used, the danger will be reduced to the minimum. 
Xriterary work. 

It also appears to me that in the future the librarian should 
not only be the executive head of the library, but should, as 
opportunity offers, give time to literary work. The editing of 
the Bradley and Wheeler manuscripts; the preparation of a 
"Montana Political Hand Book", giving in concise form the 
most important political events from the earliest period; and the 
compilation of a Legislative Manual, similar to those published 
in the older states, are some of the things that suggest them- 
selves. 

Appropriations. 

I would recommend that the following appropriations be 
secured for the two years beginning March ist, 1909: 
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Ordinary running expenses — same as present year, $3,000 per 
year. 

For marking historic sites, $1000 for the two years. 

For additional help in the legislative reference department — 
available March ist, 1910, $600

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LIBRARIAN'S REPORT. 



To the Honorable Board of Trustees of the Historical and 
Miscellaneous Department of the State Library: 
Gentlemen — I herewith submit the tenth biennial report of 
the Librarian of the Historical and Miscellaneous Department 
of the State Library covering the years 1909-1910. The past 
two years have been marked by changed conditions in the 
library and the development of a new policy which will doubt- 
less show its value during the coming session. I refer to the 
introduction of the legislative reference bureau, the operation 
of which is noted in a special report appended hereto. It may 
be well to note that this bureau is an integral part of the His- 
torical and Miscellaneous Library. It utilizes the books in 
the general collection as well as the public documents and 

supplements these references by material of a special character. 

*- 

Accessions. 

The library has received during the past two years 21 15 
volumes, 313 by purchase, 815 by gift and 987 by exchange. 
In addition several hundred pamphlets have been added which 
are not accessioned, but are filed by subjects. The library now 
has on its shelves approximately 17,050 volumes and about 
2,750 pamphlets. Want of space has prevented the purchase of 
books which otherwise would have been bought and this 
condition will continue to hinder the growth of the library 
until we occupy larger quarters. However, a special eflFort 
has been made to procure the most valuable sets of historical 
and reference books, and there is now shelved in locked cases 
a collection of incunabula, the value of which few of our con- 
stituents appreciate. An effort has been made to build up the 
collection of western history, and a number of out-of-print edi- 
tions of books pertaining to the Lewis and Clark Expedition 
and early discoveries have been added to our shelves. This 
is, of course, source material and is invaluable. 

Newspaper Files. 

As usual the library is confronted with the problem of the 
preservation of our state papers. We are convinced that there 
is no material of such historic value as these papers, and great 
care is taken to keep complete files of ever}'^ paper published 
in the state. Ours is the only collection in Montana, and con- 
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stant reference is made to the files by people from all sections 
of the state. 

Our inability to get papers properly and readily bound has 
been a source of great annoyance and inconvenience. We 
have only been able to secure the binding of 60 volumes a year, 
which leaves the files of some county papers unbound back as 
far as 1904. There are over 100 newspapers published in the 
state and the accumulation of unbound files becomes very 
burdensome and difficult to handle. 

The library continues to receive the principal periodicals. It 
is the only reading room in the State House and is very well 
patronized. Many of the periodicals are valuable for binding 
purposes and several hundred volumes will be bound, as soon 
as the binder, to whom the state contract has been awarded, 
is able to handle the work which we require. 

Museum 
Mr. H. L. Frank of Butte, Montana, presented the state with 
a fine and complete collection of mounted birds and animals. 
As there is no available space for displaying the collection, 
most of the specimens have been stored, while others are 
exhibited in the main corridors of the capitol building. Mr. 
and Mrs. E. I. Goodkind also presented the library with some 
splendid specimens, among which were a black tail deer, an 
otter, and some beautiful Alaskan birds. A few valuable addi- 
tions have been made to our collection of historic relics. 
These have been catalogued and properly placed in the library. 

Portraits and Pictures. 

Valuable indeed, have been the accessions to our portrait and 
picture collections. We have received portraits of Green Clay 
Smith, Nicholas Hilger, Peter Larson, J. M. Smith and G. R. 
(**Two-Dot") Wilson. A large number of photographs and 
pictures have been presented, the most note-worthy perhaps, 
being a splendid water-color entitled '*York," the gift and 
work of the famous Montana artist Mr. Charles M. Russell. 
This picture is of special historic worth, because it depicts a 
scene which took place during the Lewis and Clark expedition 
through Montana. In an Indian lodge, "York,'* the negro 
body-servant of Captain Clark is being closely examined by 
some men of the tribe, in their attempt to determine whether 
the black color will rub off. 
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The library is handicapped to a great extent, in that it does 
not have the wall space to properly hang and display its por- 
trait collection. We expect to have, in the new quarters, suf- 
ficient room to accomodate this branch of the library. 

Exchange. 

The usual shipments to the institutions which are on our 
exchange list have been maintained. The demand for State 
documents is certainly on the increase, and some shipments 
have been unusually large in number. The supply of -old docu- 
ments in many cases, has been exhausted and we are not able 
to satisfy the demand. The work along this line, has been 
facilitated however, by the requirement of the law, that each 
office deposit 150 copies of their reports with the library for 
exchange purposes. 

Correspondence. 

Our correspondence has increased greatly and the causes are 
various. The new bureau has contributed a large share, but 
the tendency of people to write to the Historical Library on 
all conceivable historical questions relating to the state may 
account for several hundred letters a year. Letters referred by 
other state officials are answered promptly. The filing system 
of our correspondence will be revised and catalogued as soon 
as we have the time to devote to it. 

Collecting Historical Data. 

Recognizing the necessity of securing the facts concerning 
early day people and events, which if secured and written in 
our books would render our pioneer history interesting and 
valuable, I have endeavored to accomplish this object by en- 
listing the aid of the public press of the state. I have attended 
editorial conventions; I have visited a number of the old 
counties of the state and interviewed prominent old timers 
and besought them and their children to write down and give 
us their early day experiences and knowledge of pioneer events 
and people ; I have attended the meetings of the Pioneer Society 
and urged the importance of these things upon them as well 
as upon the Society of the Sons and Daughters of Pioneers; 
I have written a great many letters to pioneer men and women 
throughout the state; and am grieved to admit that the results 
have been disappointing so far, although there are still many 
outstanding promises of aid in the premises. I am of the 
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opinion that, if this work is ever done, we will have to secure 
for that purpose a suitable person to go over the state and 
gather these historical facts and prepare them for the library. 
I don't think we can depend upon voluntary contributions 
alone, for this work. 

Historical Publications. 

We have published volume seven of the Contributions to the 
Montana Historical Society. Eight hundred and fifty copies 
were printed, the greater portion of which was distributed 
to our exchanges. We are now engaged in gathering material 
for volume eight, but as the legislature will meet this winter, 
and the Independent Publishing Company, which has the 
printing contract with the State, will be so constantly engaged 
in legislative printing, we will not be able to publish this vol- 
ume until after the adjournment of the legislature, and we 
think it would be wise for a sufficient sum for the publication 
of this volume to be reserved out of our existing appropria- 
tion for that purpose, and not turned over to the general fund 
on the expiration of the fiscal year. 

The supply of volume one of the Contributions to the His- 
torical Society has been entirely exhausted, notwithstanding 
there has been a second edition of it. We think it would be 
desirable to have about 300 copies of this edition- republished 
to satisfy the constant demand for the same. 

Pioneer Day Manual. 

In compliance with the law of the last legislative assembly 
we have published two Pioneer Day Programs, for the use of 
the public schools of the state. We think this work properly 
belongs to the Department of Public Instruction, and should 
be performed by the Superintendent of that Department as was 
required before the law of the last legislature was enacted. 

Work With High School Debating League. 

As there are a number of high schools in the state which 
have no access to libraries, we devised a plan of supplying the 
State High School Debating League with packages of material 
pertinent to the subject of their debate for the year. As soon 
as the subject of debate is decided upon, we gather our informa- 
tion, which consists of up-to-date reports, magazine articles 
and Congressional debates and speeches. This material is 
accumulated in duplicate, made up in packages, and furnished 
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to any high school upon request. During the school year 1909- 
1910, we assisted the debating club in every district high school 
in the state except one, and sent material to twelve of the 
sixteen county high schools and one college. Letters from the 
high school principals have demonstrated that our efforts have 
been greatly appreciatel. 

Ai^)endix. 

In the appendix attached hereto will be found tables showing 
the accounts of the receipts and expenditures of the library. 

The salaries of the librarian and assistants ought to be 
increased. The salary of the librarian is out of proportion to 
the salaries of other state officers. The duties of the assistants, 
in many instances, require expert and more than ordinary 
qualifications, especially in the Reference Bureau and in pre- 
paring and editing the publications of the library. 

I am glad to be able to report that the library is growing in 
importance and value to the state, as well as in the general 
friendly esteem of the people. And, that if properly fostered, 
it will eventually become an institution of great value and 
pride to the people of the state. 

I desire to express my high appreciation of the very efficient 
and faithful services rendered by the two assistant librarians, 
Miss Florence Fortune and Miss Mary F, Sheriff.

Gentlemen — 

I herewith submit the report of the Librarian of the Histori- 
cal and Miscellaneous Department of the State Library (;over- 
ing the years 1909-1910, relative to the Legislative Refer- 
ence Bureau. 

During the last session of the General Assembly an act was 
passed which created this department of the library. It has 
been organized and operated on a small scale. Before the ses- 
sion of IQ09 convened a circular letter was sent to the mem- 
bers of the General Assembly, outlining the purposes of the 
department. We were gratified, indeed to find that two-thirds 
of the members of the legislature availed themselves of the 
use of this Bureau, which was at that time in a very unor- 
ganized form. A similar circular letter has been sent out 
during the last few weeks, which has already brought results 
from the members of the legislature. 

Aims and Purposes. 

Our aim is to supply information at the earliest possible 
moment upon any question relating to legislation. We attempt 
to supply the following material : 

'^Previous legislation in this state on any subject.*' 
"What States have passed laws on a desired topic." 
"Pending legislation in the various States." 
"References to any books relating to questions of 

interest." 
"Public comment in newspapers and magazines.** 
"Trend of legislation throughout the country." 
Many subjects of importance require a most extended 
research. The entire equipment of the library is at the dis- 
posal of the Bureau and when necessary the resources of the 
Helena Public Library and the Law Library are drawn upon. 

Working Material. 

The material has been gathered from various sources. Few 

books have been purchased as they grow out-of-date too soon, 

and legislators have no time to cead them. We realize that 

when our. patrons want material they want it quick, and to

the point. Much of the material gathered is composed of docu- 
ments, pamphlets, clippings, magazine articles, letters, special 
messages, commission reports, political platforms, in fact any- 
thing that may be of use on any subject of legislation that is 
pending. One very important part of the work is to secure as 
far as possible, all the laws of other states, together with un- 
biased opinions as to their workings. 

Twenty copies of each bill introduced in the Legislature are 
filed in the Bureau, the majority of which are sent as exchanges 
to the Legislative Bureaus of other states. 

For shelving purposes we are making use of discarded cases 
that were in the store room of the Historical Library. We 
have purchased, beside the catalog cabinet, verticle filing cases, 
in which are filed the legislative bills of this and other states. 

Catalog and Indexes. 

All of the material has been classified and most of it cat- 
alogued. The system of classification and cataloguing that is 
used in the Legislative Reference Department at Madison, 
Wisconsin has been adopted. The Dewey system of classifi- 
cation was decided upon as it is the most expansive, and the 
catalog is necessarily decidedly analytical. In our card cata- 
log will be found many references to material, including cita- 
tations to cases, in the Law Library, as well as references to 
books and articles in the Historical Department. 

Index of Bills Not Passed. 
An index that has proved itself invaluable, is the complete 
subject catalog of all bills introduced, whether they passed 
or not, during the Legislative Sessions of 1907 and 1909. At 
the earliest possible opportunity this subject index will be 
completed back to the first session of the Legislature. 

Use of the Bureau. 
• In the minds of many this Bureau was established as an 
experiment, and while it is yet in a very imperfected condi- 
tion, there is no doubt that the result, has justified the estab- 
lishment of the department, and the attitude taken by the 
members of the General Assembly and the State Officials has 
shown that they are willing to avail themselves of its services. 
The several Commissions appointed by the Governor, and 
lawyers from various sections of the State have made repeated 
calls upon us for data, that we have been very glad to gather 
for them. The demand during the last Assembly for an amount 
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of typewriting was a little more than we could handle. The 
demand for this typewriting is perfectly legitimate, and we 
would be glad to assist the members of the Legislature in this 
connection, if we had the proper force so to do. 

Necessary Provisions for Growth. 

This point leads me to explain that the assistant in charge 
of this Bureau is the cataloguer in the Historical Library. 
Along with her duties in the Historical Department she has 
accomplished the work of organization, but the Bureau has 
now reached the condition where it is necessary that it have the 
entire attention of at least one person. 

Sec. 2 of Chapter 65, of the Laws of Montana, 1909, reads 
as follows: "To carry out the provisions of this Act the 
Librarian of the Historical and Miscellaneous Department of 
the State Library is hereby authorized and empowered to 
employ his second assistant as a clerk for such purpose." 

I would recommend that this law be amended so that the 
clerk in charge of this department be relieved of her duties 
in the Historical Library and be required to devote her entire 
time to the development of the Legislative Bureau. 

Future Development. 

It is our purpose to perfect this feature of the library's activi- 
ties, to increase the efficiency of the Legislative Reference 
Bureau by all legitimate means, and to operate it with due 
regard to the needs of the Legislature. The material contained 
in its files will be so arranged that every reference will be 
instantly found, . and supplementary cards which index the 
material will contain references to the most minute details relat- 
ing to the subject. 

That the Legislative Reference movement is spreading rapidly 
is shown by the fact that twenty of our states now maintain 
such a department and ten other states report giving special 
assistance to the legislature. The department at Madison, 
Wisconsin, which is working on an extensive scale, uses approx- 
imately $15,000.00 annually, though this includes the hire of 
expert draughtsmen during the legislative sessions.
